The next day 
they were reported to him as being on side 
tracks not many miies north, The road 
claimed that the cars couldn’t be moved fur- 
ther because cold weather had killed so many 
engines. We have orders on our books for 
coal dated Dec. 2 which we cannot fill. We can 
barely take care of our own regular customers. 
If we had the coal and were so disposed it 
would be easy to get $6 a ton for bituminous.” 

Watson, Little & Co., another firm of, large 
dealers, reiterated the statements that the situ- 
ation had not changed. They might have coal 
enough to last one day and the next would 
find their supplies gune. One of the firm said 
that a great deal of hard coal was used by 
steain consumers. He thought that in the ma- 
jority of the big buildimgs down-town anthra- 
cite was burned to move the elevators. 

Boyd, Stickney & Co. declared that condi- 
tions in other States helped to create the 
scarcity of coal in this city.

TO ELEVATE TRACKS, 


HARVARD OLUB TAKES UP THE SUB- 
JECT OF GRADE CROSSINGS. 


J. A. Henry Declares That Ample Legal 
Remedies Are at Hand—He Thinks That 
the Railroads Will Be Ready and Will- 
ing to Co-operate with the City in the 
Matter—A Letter from the Mayor-—Erf- 
forts Being Made to Unite Every Ward 


in the Movement, 

The mass-meeting of Englewood citizens 
Friday pight at the Marlowe Opera-House to 
protest against grade crossing murders and 
compel the railroads to elevate their tracks is 
the first step in a movement to unite all 
sections of the city in a crusade against 
grade crossings. The Englewood people have 
been at work only two weeks, but the Anti- 
Grade Crossing Association there already has 
sixty members and the roll is increasing daily, 
The purpose is to form clubs in every ward in 
the city, which ip turn shall be represented by 
delegates to a central body. 

Information as to the work of organization 


for the safe and convenient use of the highways 
crossed by their tracks, but that this duty 
is a continuing one, and that should 
the circumstances by reason of 
the increased business, the surface cross- 
ing of the public streets Became almost imvose- 
sible, the railroad company could not discharge 
itself from the obligation imposed by the statute, 
except by providing some mode to relieve the ob- 
struction and restore the street to its public use, 
by either carrying the tracks over or under the 
streets. 

By the general municipal eharter of Chicago 
the City Conncil is given full authority to regu- 
late the use of the streets. These powers, if but 
exercised. are undoubtedly sufficient to enable 
the municipality to promptly provide a remedy 
for the existing evils. How itshall be done and 
what regulatious shall be pteseribed to enforce 
obedience rest largely in the discretion of the 
Council, 

There are a number of well considered decisions 
to the effect that, under statutes similar to ours, 
grade crossings which are, owing to surrounding 
circumstances, dangerous, can be done away witb 
by proceedings in mandamus against the railroad 
companies to compel performance of the statutory 
obligations cast upon them to Keep and maintain 
their crossings safe for public travel, and this no 
doubt would prove a summary remedy, 

As the railroad companies are the prime cause 
of the present difficulties they should give to the 
municipality their active coOpesation in the work, 
and if the movement is backed By a healthy pub- 
lic sentiment I believe they Wilt.

And after coai is started the 
faiiroads sidetrack it before any other 
kinds of freight, and on the smallest 
pretext. The consequence of this is that rail- 
roads leading into Chicago are ghid to have 
their sidings filled for hundreds of miles with 
coal cars. 

Complaints emphatic and repeated have 
been made to the companies, but without any 
result. Yesterday, however, a few of them 
made a change of front and promised to do 
something to help the city out. 

Railroads Asked for Relief. 

Henry E. Weaver of Weaver, Getz & Co. 
went to the officials of nearly all the trunk 
lines and told them that unless the railroads 
made a strenuous effort to break up 
the coal blockade upon their lines 
that acrisis would ensue in this city which 
would entail great suffering and financial loss 
not easy to compute. He proposed to all of 
them that they set freight of every class not 
perishable upon sidetracks and for forty-eight 
hours bring nothing but coal into Chicago. 

“Three of the lines agreed to dothis. Mr. 
Weaver yesterday afternoon said he was hope- 
ful that others would adopt the same course. 

“it will be an uncommon proceeding for 
the roads,” said he, “‘ but no other course is 
open if thé widespreading \results of what 
may be the next thing to an absolute famine 
istobe avoided. There is scarcely a road 
leading from Ohio, Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
and Kentucky the sidetracks of which are 
not largely occupied by coalcars, The roads 
haven’t had locomotives enough to handle 
their business. If that coal can be brought 
in this market will be relieved. 

“Our house three months ago began ac- 
eumulating coal in our Chicago yards. We 
had a good stock when the cold weather be- 
gan. We have a line of cars belonging to us 
and have been able to add to the stock. We 
have kept our regular custumers supplied and 
have besides sold to many dealers. But not 
many dealers are so fortunately situated as 
We are, and the situation has become serious 
indeed,

BLAME ALL LAID ON RAILROADS. 


Retail Dealers Have Difficulty in Getting 
Supplies—Customers on Short Rations. 


The situation as viewed by the retail coal 
dealers is not encouraging and there is appar- 
ently little hope that the supply of soft coal 
will be much greager the coming week. 
West Side householGers are complaining of 
a scarcity in the supply of nut coal and differ- 
ent grades of soft coal. When the article ia 
to be had at all it is by the bushel or hundred- 
weight, rarely by the ton. All dealers in cer- 
tain localities are limiting their sales 
to the smallest possible quantity in 
order to accommodate customers until 
the railroads can bring in a new supply. 
Some are forced to borrow from newhbors 
who had laid in a winter’s supply. A number 
of dealers expressed themselves as follows 
yesterday: 

W. P. Rend & Co.—We are absolutely out of 
soft coal. Mr. Rend has just returned from the 
mines, and he says that the outlook for next week 
is not encouraging. The railroads are unable to 
handle the cars. They have noi enough engines, 
and aside from this the roads have become 
blockaded. Then the railroads take the coal for 
their own use. Out of 150 cars of coal consigned 
to us yesterday and today we have received 
twenty cars. 1 presume the railroads 
have taken the rest. Our coal comes from West- 
ern Pennsylvania, Onio, and Indiana over the 
Pan-Handle and Lake Shore roads. 

Railroads Held Responsible. 

Campbell & Co., No. 737 South Ashland avenue 
—We cannot get more than a quarter enough coal 
to supply our customers. The trouble is on ac- 
count of the railroads, They cannot handle the 
coal, There is enough coal on the 
cars if the railroad companies could 
deliver it. There is a blockade down in 
Indiana that also adds to the _ trouble. 
We do not know of any manufacturing establish- 
ments that have been compelled to shut down for 
lack of coal. A representative of the McCormick 
harvester works.was here trying to buy coal, and 
he said if they did not get coal the works would 
have to be closed/

H. C. Staver was then asked to discuss the 
question from a_ business-man’s standpoint. 
In substance he said: 

The main tracks inside the city limits, ex- 
clusive of switches, side tracks to factories, ele- 
vators, etc.; are over 1,200 miles. Over these 
tracks are handled yearly 420,000 cars of grain, 
350,000 cars of coal, 309,000 cars of live stock. 
These three items alone amount to over 1,000,000 
carloads per year and it is safe to estimate 
that the other industries will amount 
to at least one million cars per 
year or an average of nearly 200,000 cars per 
month of incoming freigbt. Add to this the num- 
ber of passenger trains in and out of the city, in- 
cluding our suburban trains, which num- 
ber nearly 90,000 cars, you begin to 
get an idea of what part the railroads play in the 
commercial interests of the City of Chicago. 
All these cars must pass over our 
street crossings, over which thousands 
of teams and I might say hundreds 
of thousands of people must pass daily. After 
looking at this spectacle for a moment can you 
imagine the danger before us every minute? Of 
course something must be done, but what is the 
practical thing to do? 

Legal Rights and Remedies. 


Ex-County-Attorney John A. Henry spoke 
on the subject of ‘“*Grade Crossings ’”’ sub- 
stantially as follows: 

Streets are made for public and not for private 
use, and all obstructions in the public streets 
which prevent or seriously interfere with the 
public use may be removed and  »probib- 
ited by municipal authority. Railroad cross- 
ings of streets at grade, so far as they 
constitute an impediment to travel, differ essen- 
tially from the encroachments or obstructions 
made by private individuals; in this, that the 
tracks are laid down and used undercharter from 
the State and municipal license. And being 
constructed by quasi-public corporations, un- 
der the sanction of positive law and what 
have generally beer regarded as chartered rights 
or contracts, the question as to whether 
such tracks can be maintained and operated at 
grade, even at the expense of the public conven- 
lence and safety, is one which must depend main- 
ly for solution upon those fundamental principles 
of the common law which require that every per- 
son shall so use his property as not to injure his 
neigh bor. 

Circumstances have changed since these tracks 


| were laid, especially in large cities such as Chi- 


cago. And the crossing at grade of a single or 
even double track with an occasional spur or 
side track in sparsely settled commuuities, or 
even in the heart of old Chicago of twenty years 
ago, should not limit the right of 
the general public, or prescribe the standard

PREPARING TO LIGHT THE THRAAGKS. 


Railway Officials to Do Something Toward 
Preventing Crossing Murders. 

The grade crossing murders at Forty-seventh 
street have caused the railroads to make some 
move, It is not much, measured by the de- 
mands of the people for elevated 
tracks or viaducts, but the rail- 
road people claim that it will 
avert much of the danger at the deadly cross- 
ings of the South Division. The Chicago and 
Western Indiana and the Pennsylvania have 
joined in a project to thoroughly light every 
street crossing on their lines running 
side by side from ‘Twenty-second to 
Forty-seventh street. The Western Indiana 
will light its own tracks from Twenty-second 
street to the down-town depot, and the Penn- 
syivania will do thesame. Liectric arc lights 
will be suspended in the center of the tracks 
just above passing trains. Where the street 
crossings are frequent the tracks will be so 
well lighted that approaching trains can be 
seen as easily at night as in the 
day time. The power plant of the 
Pennsylvania company will be in the round- 
house at Fifth-fifth street. The Western In- 
diana will locate its power-house in the base- 
ment of the Polk street depot. The stretch 
of track betw2en Twenty-second and Forty- 
seventh atreets wiil be lighted within the next 
mvunth, and the entire electric light system 
will be in operation before May 1. 

‘**While lighting the tracks,’’ General Man- 
Thomas of the Western Indiana said

It is even 
more doubtful if they have any right to dis- 
cipline non-members. It is generally be- 
lieved that people who rent offices in the 
building, whether members of the association 
or not, have aright to carry on their business 
as they see fit, subject only to the law, and 
there is a question if this right does not ex- 
tend to a certain degree to the corridors con- 
uecting the offices. It 1s, of couse, to the in- 
térest of the board that its customers should be 
afforded every facility for transacting their 
business, and no exception should be made to 
a former member who has paid at least $100,- 
000 in com missions toward the support of the 
institution. Especially, we believe that he 
should not be singled out for attack when he 
has done simply what inembers of the board 
have done without complaint.” 

‘It seems to me,”’ said Chairman Hannah, 
who was seen at his office, “that a good deal 
of dust is being kicked up here about a small 
matter. Complaint was made to me that Mr. 
Bloom, who is not a member of the board, 
was violating a rule of the board by trading in 
the corridors. As the Real Estate committee 
has charge of the building generally, it 
fell to my lot to notify him 
that he must stop it. If there 
wags any offense committed by members of 
the board they will be attended to by the 
Committee on Violation of Rules. That com-

A Few Peculiar Circumstances, 


It strikes the people of Waukesha as a pe. 
culiar fact that the incorporators of the Wis- 
consin Water company are Hoy & Quarles of 
Milwaukee, attorneys for the arvis-Conklin 
company. That fact, of itself, might not 
mean anything according to the way a man 
might be interested; but taken in connection 
with what follows it gives grounds for slight 

rejudice in the minds of the people of Wau- 

esha. For instance, Milwaukee is almost 
due east from Waukesha. The new company 

retends that it wants to pipe water 

rom Waukesha to Milwaukee. But in 
order to do that, it projects its pipe line from 
Waukesha to a point as far south as Milwau- 
kee iseast, and pretends that, having reached 
the point south, it can reach Milwaukee more 
speedily by running the line from the 
point south in a northeasterly § direc- 
tion to Milwaukee. In _ other words, 
it proposes, or tries to make Waukesha think 
it does, to reach Milwaukee by running a line 
the shape of a dog’s hind leg, which line 
would run twice the distance of the straight 
line from Waukesha to Milwaukee. 

Even a littie thing like this might fool peo- 
ple who dv not live in Waukesha. The citi- 
zens of that resort, who must be credited with 
being alert, say that this deflection is simply 
‘‘a bamboozle movement” to get 
the pipes out of Waukesha, and 
then run them to the line to Chicago which is 
laid in sections in Wisconsin and Illinois, and 
in this way the new company will play into 
the hands of the Jarvis-Conklin company. _ 

It is such a movement that creates a preju- 
dice in the minds of Waukesha against such 
newcomers as Jarvis-Conklin et al. of Kan- 
sas City, and not of Chicago, as some have

it is thought to be a little remarkable that 
in looking about for a epring with which to 
supply Chicago and the World’s Fair the 
Jarvis-Conklin-McElroy corporation should 
fall against Hygeia and the Gien Spring. Be- 
cause it i an undisputed fact 
in Waukesha that Hygeia had  beew 
on the market a long time before 
the Jarvis-Conklin combine purchased it. In 
order to boom it at one time the nickel-in-the-

A Mythical Indian Yarn.

The efforts of the Jarvis-Conklin-McElroy 
company to float the bonds of their corpora- 
tion have not met with that success in the 
bond market of the world which great and pros- 
perous corporations usually have. Thecor- 
pare inserted a catchy advertisement in a 

ndon print and opened an office some- 
where in the Strand. The London Financial 
Observer and Mining Herald, a conservative 
sheet, devoted to the interests of conservative 
Britons, looked into the Jarvis-Conklin- 
McElroy pipe-line scheme as an investinent, 
and it says: 

The mortgage securing the bonds is a first lien 
upon the springs, real estate, 129 miles of pi 
line, réght of way, all franchises, bottling aneten 
and buildings at WankeSha and Chicago. @in- 
eral water springs are very uncertain assets, and 
so are the pipes, which don’t fetch much in the 
depressed condition of the old iron market. It is 
also somewhat difficult to realize on rights of 


way. 
The argument on the injunction restraining 
the Jarvis-Conklin-McEiroy company from 
entering Waukesha and tearing up its streets 
will be heard in Waukesha Feb. 7 before 
Judge Sloan. 
Laboring for a Right of Way. 


Meanwhile the company is trying to buy 
its way through farms and has served 
voluminous notices on many farmers 
of its imtention to prosecute condemnation 
suits against them for right of way, 
In connection with a statement put out by 
the corporation or its representatives that 
the other springs of Waukesha would assist it 
if necessary, and form a trust, the toliowing 
letter will explein itself:

I believe nu engineer of any repute will risk his 
reputation by saying that it will supply a water- 
works pipe line system for domestic use even for 
a city one-tenth the size of Chicago.

KILLED IN A BATTLE. 


PEASANTS AND GENDARMES ENGAGE 
IN BLOODY CONFLICT. 


Eight Dead and Twenty Wounded—Six Hun- 
dred Squatters in a Sicilian Province Or- 
dered Off by the Authorities — Jesuit 
Leaders at Rome Vigorously Denounce 
Archbishop Ireland’s Educational Policy 
—Origin of the Egyptian Crisie—Desire 
to Get England and France inte War. 

Roms, Jan. 21.—A terrible battle between 

600 peasants and a body of gendarmes oc- 
curred at Termini, a seaport town ‘in Sicily, 
today. ight of the peasants were killed and 
twenty were severely wounded. A large num- 
ber of women were among the rebellious 
peasants, but it is not knuwn that any of | 
them are numbered among the dead 
or wounded. The fight was caused 
by the refusal of the peasants 
to vacate a tract of land the ownership of 
which is claimed by the Commune. Recently 
peasants began to squat on the tract and iu a 
short time 600 or more had established there. 
The attention of the authorities was called to 
the fact. Formal notice was sent the squat- 
ters, ordering them to vacate. They paid 
no attention to the order and when spoken 
to about it replied that the soil was 
their own and they would not leave. Upon 
learning that the peasants had refused to obey 
the notice the authorities sent a body of 
gendarmes with orders to eject the squatters 
by force if necessary. The peasants resisted 
and a fierce struggle ensued. The gendarmes 
fired upon the peasants, killing eight of them 
and wounding twenty. A number of the 
peasants were taken prisoners and others fled 
to the interior, swearing vengeance upon the 
gendarmes and the authorities.

‘*We are opposed to Ireland,” said a dis- 
tinguished Jesuit, “and make no secret of it. 
You must not infer from this that we have 
any hostility to that prelate.

This does not 
prevent my disliking and objecting to his 
views. The Archbishop is perhaps too fond of 
accusing our society of plotting against his 
person. He sagid he wrote the same thing of 
the Germans. In secret documents ad- 
aressed to certain Cardinals he accused u 
of leaguing ourselves throughout the worid® 
to injure him. Knowing what you know 
of the Germans, do you think it 
likely they care so much about an Archbishop 
residing in some part of North Aimerica? Do 
you fancy the Jesuits care much more for his 
views and doctrines? Yes, we think a good 
deal about them and have attacked them. We 
— the right todo so. We hola them to be 

alse.’

succeec each other with hourly rapidity and 

mud continues to be stirred, the inter. 

national politics of Europe does not 
cease. This week we have had several 

interesting occurrences. First of all there 

were the incidents in Egypt. If France had 

not been so much occupied with internal af- 

fairs its protest against England’s action 
would have been much more energetic. It is 
certain that England overstepped its rights. 

It is impossible to admit that a protector not 
even officially recognized by Europe — 
insist upon the appoi.tment of only 
Ministers of its own choosing. The origin of 
the crisis was curious. The triple alliance de- 

sired to definitely embroil England and France, 

and hoped to provokea serious discussion 

between thetwo countries. Pieuller Pasha, 

an Austrian attached to the person of the 

Khedive, provoked the crisis at the instigation 

of the Austro-German Consul-General at 

Cairo. The plan failed, but the action and. 
intervention of the ‘triple alliance is incon- 

testable since the German and Austrian Am- 

bassadors in Paris knew of what had hap. 

pened in Cairo, 

Royal Reconciliation in Servia. 


Another curious fact is the reconciliation of 
King and Queen of Servia. After scandals of 
every kind, discussions and even blows had 
taken place, They will both return to Bel- 
grade, where Milan will become pclitical 
tutor to his son. The reconciliation was 
brought about by the complete ruin of the 
King. What he lost at cards and 
spent with a danseuse of the opera amounted 
to about 3,000,000 francs per annum. Queen 
Natalie is ambitious and desires to reign 
again. The impression produced by this 
comedy in the diplomatic world is deplorable. 
Nobody sympathizes with the couple. 
Besides, the return of King Milan 
to his States is likely to occasion 
trouble. The situation is always serious, 
especially after the entrance of Roumania 
into the Triple Alliance. The treaty is not 
yet signed, but the copies of agreement were 
drawn up during the weddmg of the Crown 
Prince and Princess Marie of Edin- 
burgh, when the German Emperor 
and the King of Roumania were present. 
Roumania’s adhesion to the Triple Alliance is 
disagreeable for Russia, which must pass by 
Roumania in order to enter Turkish Bulgaria. 
Notwithstanding all the political assurances of 
the’ sovereigns and declarations made with a 
diplomatic view I still consider that the situa- 
tion is slowly but surely becoming worse.

Vierwna, Jan. 21.—The Austrian Govern- 
ment has decided in reference to the alieged 
irregularities in the Austrian branches of the 
New York Life Insurance company and 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society, 
that the law has not been complied with in ali 
respects, and that severe measures should be 
taken in consequence. 

Nzw York, Jan. 21.—Secretary Whitney of 
the New York Life Insurance gompany, when 
shown the above dispatch, said: ‘‘ Every re- 
quirement of the Austrian law known to us 
has been complied with by the New York Life 
Insdrance company, and we know nothing of 
any action against us by the Austrian Govern- 
ment,”’ 

Assistant Secretary G. T. Wilson of the 
Equitable said: ** We have complied with all 
the requirements of the Austrian laws concern- 
ing foreign insurance companies, and are not 
advised of any measures or contemplated 
measures against us. We ve a 
building in Vienna which cost several million 
florins and which has been accepted in lieu of 
a deposit required of foreign corporations not 
owners of property. We do not credit the re- 
port that any action has been taken, but 
think it due to the hostility of Austrian com- 
panies that are jealous of American enter- 
prise.”

SUIT AGAINST THE EX-CLERGYMEN. 


NEW YORK SENATORS BELIEVE IN 
THUS OONTROLLING THE MARKET. 


The Maximum Price of Gas Fixed by Law, 
and It Is Possible That Fuel May Be 
Regulated in the Saute Manner—More 
Millions Shipped to Europe — Mayor 
Gleason Forcibly Ejected from Office in 
Long Island City—News of New York 


City. 

New York, Jan. 21.—[Special. ]—The Legis- 
lature of this State will be asked to strike an 
effective blow at the extortions of the coal 
barons by enacting a law establishing a maxi- 
mum price for coal, The maximum price of 
gas is fixed by law, and it is believed that it 
will be constitutional to place a limit on the 
price of coal. | 

“IT believe that the only way in which we 
can repress the extortions of the coal barons 
and their allies, the railroad companies, is by 
passing a bill fixing a maximum price for 
coal,” said State Senator P. H. McUarren 
today. 

The Senator was in one of the parlors of 
the Murray Hill Hotel, this city, when he 
made the remark, and was waiting for the ar- 
rival of Senators Erwin, Endres, and Saxton 
of the State Senatorial committee appvinted 
to investigate the alleged formation of a rail- 
roai trust—a combination intended to control 
not only the output of coal from the mines, 
but prices as well. 

* And that is my opinion, too,” said Senator 
Edward Hagen. ‘“ The Legislature has fixed 
a@ maximum price for gas and it can do the 
same thing so far as coal 1s concerned. The 
Court of Appeals has detided that a maximum 
price can be charged for handling grain by el- 
evators, and there is no doubt that~ the Legis- 
lature can fix a maximum price for coal. We 
should pass a bill doing this and then the rail- 
road companies can goto courtif they want 

” 


‘“‘T think that the passage ofa bill dealing 
with railroad charters would be a roundabout 
and possibly unsuccessful way of trying to reé- 
strain the coal barons from exacting ex tor- 
tionate prices for coal,” said Senator McCar- 
ren. ‘“ By passing a bill fixmg a maximum 
price for coal we shall strike a direct blow at 
the coal monopvoly.”’ 

**What has the investigation of your com- 
mittee disclosed?” the Senator was asked. 

** The most impressive fact disclosed by ex- 
ainination of witnesses shows that the output 
of coal for the year would be 45,000,000 tons. 
The people who contrul the coal have ad- 
vanced the price 75 cents per ton over the 
prices prevailing last year. This means that 
unless legislation bars the way the coal barons 
will clear a profit of $30,000,000.” 

“What do you think would be a fair price 
for coal?’ 

** Well, I should say that a handsome profit 
could be made by charging & per ton for coal 
furnished to New York and Brooklyn consum- 
ers. Of course the of transporti coal 
to distant sections of the State would be larger 
than the cost of supplying coal to Brooklyn 
and New York and the barons might fairly 
be entitled to charge more than $4 per ton in 
some sections of the State. At all events the 
Legislature must deal with prices if it desires 
to give the people of the State any practical 
aid in the way of protecting them from extor- 
tion. 

Four witrfesses had been subpoenaed and 
were present at today’s session. They were J. 
Rogers Maxwell, President; Samuel Knox, 
Secretary;und S, M. Williams, Second Vice- 
President, of the Central railroad of New Jer- 
ae ae W. B. Smith of the Lehigh Valley 
road, 

Mr. Maxwell said the agreement, so far as 
it bound the Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
was canceled, and the road withdrew from 
the Reading “combine” in September.

MORE MILLIONS GONE TO EUROPE, 


La Champagne Carried a Precious Cargo 
Abroad Yesterday. 

New York, Jan. 21.—[Special.]—When the 
French line steamer La Champagne sailed for 
Havre today it carried a precious cargo of 
$4,350,000 in American gold coin. It consisted 
of double eagies, eagles, and half-eagies, and 
was sealed up in kegs containing $50,000 each.

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small. The number of those hurt by the fiy- 
Ing pieces of the tanks and cars is also ex- 
tremely small as the crowds were thickly 
grouped around the wreck and it seemed im- 
possible for anything to pass through them 
without fatal consequences, The needs of the 
sufferers were attended a8 quickly as the 
limited resources of the village made 
it possible. Farmers offered the usé of 
their wagons to cory the wounded and 
dead from the scene of the disaster to the Big 
Four stations. Linseed oil, glycerine, and an- 
tiseptics were sent from this city by the bar- 
rel, and in the hands of the surgeons speedily 
allayed the sufferings. 

_the wounded were then transported to this 
city and placed in St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
where it is expected thata numberof them 
willdie from their injuries. In many in- 
stances thetlothing when removed from the 
bodies of the wounded also took away great 
masses of flesh. 

At the Hospital. 


Before the hospital door another immense 
throng was gathered, anxious to view the un- 
recognizable ‘faces that passed on litters 
| Parowan the entrance way. Inside all was 
econfusion and hurry. Ina little while three 
rooms on the main floor were filled with the 
wounded. The sick that had occupied 
them _were borne out into the all 
orcarried into other rooms less crowded. 
Lying on the couches the dirty, oil-soaked 
rags were cut away from the bodies and laid 
bare the horrible work of the burning oik 
The hands and faces of all were scorched, 
torn, and bleeding. The lips and noses were 
swollen and distorted, and the eyes were 
either burned out or were flame-eaten and en- 
crusted with blood and dust. Several of the 
victims when uncovered were found to be 
without cuticle, the flames having cooked and 
burned it until it either clung to the clothing 
in removal or fell away of its own accord. 

An eager throng of mothers, fathers, wives, 
and daughters hurried along the aisle and into 
the chambers of suffermg. By dint of ques- 
tioning many of the sufferers were induced to 
reveal their names. Soon by each bed stood 
the relatives and friends whispering words of 
comfort. Many of the patients recognized 
the voices of friends and relatives and nioaned 
appeals for aid. In the main hall stood a 
throng of anxious” parents whose boys had 
gone down tothe wreck in the early morning 
and had not yet returned. At 3:30 p. m.a 
second train arrived from Wann with four 
more bodies, and the same scenes were 
enacted. 

Several of the‘injured constantly begged to 
be killed that they might be free from their 
pain. “QQ, I’m biind,” moaned 
“I feel that my eyes are gone. 
could stand all, everything;’ I 
burned with satisfaction; I could be 
crippled or deformed fotever, but to be with- 
out eyes. I want to die. I want todie,’’ and 
then a mother bowed low over the moaning 
form and buried her face and convulsed form 
in the clothing that shielded her son. Several 
little boys were among the victims and their 
moavings were the source of much distress 
to all the others. 

Seen by Eye Witnesses. 

Accounts of the explosion as given by eye- 
witnesses do not differ greatly in detail.

my direction. Although I was 600 
feet away when the accident occurred. ‘The 
flame swept by me and passed in a sheet over 
my horse and rig, which: were standing near. 
Ican hardly describe the noise; it was not 
like a cannon, nor like thunder, but more as 
the rushing of a mighty force of air. Looking 
around me I saw boys and men running in all 
directions through the fields. One man 
headed toward me. ‘1 did not recognize him, 
but I called to him to stop, which he did. I 
had my knife in hand, and as he halted I 
rushed upon him and cut and slashed away 
through the sheet of flame until there re- 
mained not a vestige of his original habili- 
ments.

I did what I could to alleviate his pain.

I threw dust over him 
and rolled him in thedirt. Otners hurrying 
up took him in charge and, bundling him intu 
a wagon, bore him to his home in Alton. 

“Over near the house on the embankment 
and to the west of the scene of the horror,’’ 
continued Mr. Curdy, “lay che smoldering 
remains of a boy of 14 or 15 of age. 
It is supposed his name was Hagerman, I 
shouted to the fleeing pnes to walk, not run; 
as running but fanned the flames. Hurrying 
on I overtook Willie ‘McCarthy,a lad of 13.

It is thought that none of the injuries will 
prove fatal. The boilers had only been in 
operation for a few months, and several days 
ago one of them opened a seam the full length, 
and the Wislers had just completed repairing 
it. The men who escaped with their live’ are 
in no condition to give any reason for the 
explosion, but in all probability there 
was a flaw in the boiler iron which caused the 
original leakage. The damage to the town 
will not fali short of $3,000, while the loss to 
W. H. McIntyre of Auburn, Ind., who owns 
the electric plant, will be about $4,000. The 
insurance on the town’s property is nominal, 
while that on the electric plant is not known. 


Fatal Explosion of a Rock Crusher, 

Kansas City, Mo., Jan, 21.—A boiler of a rock 
crusher operated by Jackson County. near Leeds 
exploded this afternoon. Engineer Frank Hunt 
was blown a distance of thirty feet and instantly 
killed.

EVANSTON GAS WORKS BLOWN UP 
AND DARKNESS REIGNS, 


Fireman Kern Fatally Injured and Fore- 
man Ryan Hurled Harmlessly into a 
Snowbank—Sudden Demand Created for 
Lamps and Candles—Cnrious incidents 
Attending the Sudden Gloom—Scarcity 
of Water Adds to the Terrors of the 
Situation—Crib Inlets Choked with Ice, 


The suburban City of Evanston is afflicted 
with disaster upon disaster: Its gas works 
blew up yesterday at noon, and this calamity 
following the scarcity of water caused by the 
accumulation of anchor ice at the water. 
works cribs places the inhabitants in a sorry 
plight. The former disaster occurred at noon 
yesterday. At that time two men were in the 
building of the Northwestern Gaslight com-

pany. One of them was blown through an 
open door and escaped injury, the other was 
buried under falling brick and is fatally hurt. 


The Injured. 

Kern, Toomas, 3% years old, unmarried, em- 
ployed as fireman. Caught under falling build- 
ing. Skull fractured, four ribs broken, and 
severe internal injuries. Will die. 

The company’s works are located at Park 
street and Maple avenue in two brick build- 
ings, divided by a fire-wall, and are 98 by 35 
feet in area. The east end of the building was 
occupied by the purifying boxes, the west end 
of the building containing the manufacturing 
apparatus. The two rooms were separated by 
a two-foot fire-wall, through which a 
twelve-inch pipe ran trom the retorts to the 
purifying boxes. The officials of the company 
advance the theory that the recent frosts froze 
this pipe, thereby creating a leak in the puri- 
fying-room. This room is always kept locked 
and was considered to be amply protected 
against possible explosions by a large ven- 
tilator which ran the full length of the roof. 
In spite of this, however, the room appears to 
have become filled with such a volume of gas 
that the portion which escaped from the ven- 
tilator was sufficiently great to ignite from a 
epark from the smokestack, and communicat- 
ing to that inside the room caused a terrific 
explosion. 

A Whirlwind of Flame. 

Thomas Ryan, the foreman, and Thomas 
Kern, one of the firemen, went to the works 
shortly before 12 o’clock. The regular force 
does not come on until some hours later, and 
the men merely started the retorts and tended 
the furnaces. By 12:30 the men wenn Soeenan. 
and Ryan stood by an open door waiting for 
Kern, who was washing his hands in the cor- 

the furnaces. There came 

a blinding whirlwind of 

flame, which flung Ryan through 

the door and clear across the street, where he 

landed unhurt inasnowbenk. He staggered

Ryan’s first thought was that a second and 
worse explosion was imminent from the gas 
contained in the two tanks, and, rushing into 
the ruins, he found and turned te valve, thus 
averting the danger. Then he turned his 
attention to Kern. Hurried inquiry among 
the crowd which had gathered showed that 
Kern was still in the building, and bricks be- 
gan to fly in showers under the hands of those 
bent upon rescuing him from the heap under 
which he was thought to be buried. 

After ten minutes hard work Kern was dug 
out unconscious, and only just in time, for 
hardly had he been carried out than with a 
second but slight explosion a large piece of 
wall feel upon the spot, and the débris took 
fire from the wrecked furnace. 

The fire department was soon on the spot 
and after some hours’ werk extinguished the 
flames. 

Knocked Off Their Feet. 

The shock of the explosion was terrific. 
People a block from the scene were knocked 
from their feet, while the occupants of the 
neighboring dwellings rushed into the street, 
thinking their houses were falling. Windows 
were broken for a space of five blocks around. 

Two incidents will show something of the 
torce of the explosion: The wrecked buildin 
was rovfed with heavy sheets of corrugat 
iron. After the explosion one of 
these sheets was found a block from 
the spot, pinned to a telegraph pole and per- 
foratea by the iron staples which form the 
lineman’s ladder, One of the inch thick iron 
stays of the smoke-stack whirled through the 
air until it struck a bunch of telegraph wires 
round which it wrapped itself tightly. 

W. L. Brown’s nerves were too much shat- 
tered last night for him to be able to talk, 
Mr. Brown is the President and manager of 
the gas company. He did not see the ex- 
plosion or go near the wreck, but his son, Ed- 
win F, Brown, estimated the damage at 
$10,000 and the delay before gas could again 
be furnished at four days. 

Evanston’s inhabitants had been buoyed up 
until last night with the statement that there 
would be gas enough to last till Monday with 
care. Probably the care was not exercised, 
for every gas jet in town winked out at 6:15 
o’clock last evening and there followed oe 
and the smell of much coal oil. 

The gas company had abou, 1,000 patrons 
on its books, and the bulk of these were in 
darkness last night. A wild rush was made 
for hardware stores and groceries, and lamps 
and candies began to grow expensive. Some 
dealers had foreseeh the demand and laid in 
heavy supplies from Chicago during the after- 


| noon, but when one deaierseold 230 lamps in 


less than an hour and the visible supply of 
candles ran short fears of a lamp, candle, and 
coaloil trust caused people to buy everything 
in sight, from big banquet lamps to gasoline 
torches. 

Didn’t Expect It. 


Nobody expected the gas to give out so soon, 
and some of the resulting incidents were 
wildly funny. Freeborn’s barber shop on 
Orrington avenue was crowded with 
customers and five men were about half 
shaved when the gas popped out. Five 
barbers said something emphatic and tried to 
relight the gas. lt wouldn’t light and no 
lainps were obtainable, so four of the half- 
shaved industriously struck matches while the 
barbers finished their work. The fifth man 
got nervous and quit, saying he wasn’t par- 
ticular about the other half of that shave 
anyway. | 

One hundred girls were quietly having sup- 
per at the Woman’s Hall when “the light that 
failed ’’ got in ites work. After the silence and 
the *“O’s” one of the girls remembered 
someting and began to clap her 
Then the others followed suit.

WATER SUPPLY RUNS SHORT. 


Anchor Ice at the Crib Likely to Cut Off 
the Supply Entirely. 

Evanston is in danger of a water famine. 
The authorities are battling hard against such 
a possibility, but despite all that can be done 
the anchor ice in the lake is surging about the 
intake of the inlet pipe at the water-works and 
closing the tunnel. A device for casting off 
the accumulating ice from the tunnel is 
placed at the intake and has been kept in mo- 
tion by means of compressed air. 

Ice was formed in the pipe through which 
the air is forced during the recent cold 
weather, and the device was rendered useless. 
Ice accumulated about the intake in such a 
large mass that the water could not enter. 
The waterworks were shut down, but the citi- 
zens were inconvenienced for only a short 
time before the ice was cleared away. With 
the exception of this one time the pumps have 
been kept in motion and the supply of water 
has been sufficient for the immediate demand. 
A large force of men iskept busy at the water- 
works, and the authorities believe they will be 
able to keep the pumps runniug. Every pre- 
caution will be taken to avert a famine. 

In addition to the trouble at the water- 
works, frozen pipes in portions of the city 
are causing great inconvenience. This, it is 
said, is owing to the condition in which the 
mains have been left by contractors. On many 


streets the mains are so near the surface that 
frozen, and the

Many of the houses are completely shut off 
froin the water supply, and the citizens are 
becoming indignant. H.S. Maddock, Com- 
missioner of Public Works, is receiving com- 
plaints from all sides. 


JOHN CASEY KILLED BY A GRIP CAR, 


He Is Run Over at Desplaines and Madi- 
son Streets—Another Cable Accident, 


John Casey, 60 years old,a pencil peddler 
and recently from Duaning, was run over and 
killed by a West Madison grip at Despliaines 
and Madison streets at 5:30 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. He was a dwarf, four feet high, 
and had crippled hands. John W. Taylor, the 
gripman of No. 991, says Casey had plenty 
of time to avoid the car, but did not seem 
to hear it coming. Both Taylor and Con- 
ductor Oscar Knudson were arrested and 
taken to Desplaines Street Station. Another 
conductor and gripman took charge of the 
cable train. The remains of John Casey, who 
lived at No. 97 Desplaines street, were taken 
to the inorgue. The unusual thing about the 
accident was that no marks were found on 
Casey’s body to show where he had been hurt. 

George Atz, car coupler, No. 1265 North 
Halsted street, and Fred Eberle, No. 238 Lar- 
rabee street, were injured in a grip-car acci- 
dent at Clybourn avenue and -Division street 
at 5:30 p.m. yesterday. Atz had two ribs 
broken and received ascalp wound and sev- 
eral bruises. Eberle was knocked froma 
wagon he was driving and stood on his head 
for a moment in the street, but aside from a 
shaking up he was not injured. A few other 
persons were injured slightly. 

The accident took place where Clybourn 
avenue branches from Division street. A grip 
ear in charge of Gripman Timothy Buckley, 
bound north, ran off the switch on Division 
street where the cable track curves into Cly- 
bourn avenue. A-southbound grip car was 
hitched to the derailed car and an effort made 
to pull it on the track again. Atz, with the 
assistance of other employés of the street car 
company, was pulling the car. back 
when the rope connecting the two grip 
ears broke, and he was thrown Obe- 
neath the car, while the grip-car, which was 
doing the pulling, being suddenly released by 
the breaking of the rope, started down 
Division street at a furious rate of speed. Its 
sudden start gave its few passengers a severe 
shaking-up, and gave rise to a rumor that one 
man had been killed and five injured.

DISASTROUS FIRE IN ROCHESTER, N. Y. 


One Life Lost and Property Valued at a 
Quarter of a Million Dollars Destroyed. 
Rocurster, N. Y., Jan. 21.—A disastrous 

fire broke out at 10 o’clock tonight in the 
McKay building, a six-story structure in 
Stone street, The fire started in the fourth 
story. Half an hour after the alarm was 
given a coruer of the wall fell upon three fire- 
men killing one instantly and injuring the 
two others. One of these two latter died 
three Hours later. The names of the three 
firemen are: : 

BURNS, S. W.., killed. 

Hess, Joun, fatally injured.

The building was occupied by nearly a 
dozen manufacturing concerns, including a 
hat factory, shoe factory, and a whulesale 
grocery store on the ground floor.

LINCOLN HOME AND THE RELICS, 


Complications May Arise if Custodian Old- 
royd Is Deposed. 

Sprincrietp, Ili., Jan. 21.—|Special.]— 
Quite a contest has arisen between the candi- 
dates for the custodianship of the Lincoln 
Home. A little research into the act under 
which the Board of Trustees was created and 
a custodian appointed will be of interest. This 
act of tne General Assembly empowered the 
trustees —to-wit: 

The officers of State to receive from Robert T. 
Lincoln the homestead at the corner of Eighth 
and Jackson streets and to hold the same in per- 
petuity, but in trust for the State of Lilinois, and 
to execute a contract with Robert T. Lincoln 
and his heirs covenanting on the _ part of 
the State that the homestead shall be forever 
kept in good repair and free of access to the pub- 
lic, ander euch regulations as they may deem wise 
for the proper preservation of the property, and 
relics, and curiosities there collected. 

It is notorious in Springfield that the relics 
and curiosities *‘ there collected ’’ all belonged 
to the custodian, Capt. Oldroyd. He received 
frony the owner of the building and from the 
State nothing but the house and grounds, but 
he put on exhibition there an invaluable 
collection of personal relics of the 
jiate President that are known to be 
authentic and which Capt. Oldroyd gathered 
together by years of patient search and effort. 
The relics and curiosities are still the personal 
property of Capt. Oldroyd. 

The act also provided that the trustees 
should have full authority over and control of 
the homestead, and power to contract with 
reference to the proper care and custody of it, 


lected,” and of the employment of persons to 
exhibit the same to the public. The act also 
made it the duty oof the _ trustees 
‘“*to keep said premises open and free 
of access to the public at all 
seasonable hours on weekdays, and to employ 
a custodian to care for said premises and ex- 
hibit the same and the relics and curiosities 
there collected to the public.” 

The concluding section of the act requires 
the trustees to report to each General Assem- 
bly, before the twentieth day of the session, a 
detailed account of ali their transactions and 
of all expenditures nade by them, and also 
such recommendations as they may deem 
proper for the consideration of the General 
Assembly. 

In the selection of a custodian for the 
homestead there were sixteen’ applications to 
be considered from persons residing in differ- 
ent parts of the State, and Capt. VU. H. Old. 
royd, the owner of tne private collection of 
relics and curiosities referred to in the act 
of the General Assembly and tne trust deed, 
was selected as custodian, to receive a salary 
of $1,000 a year. 

A written contract was made by the trustees 
with Capt. Oldroyd Oct. 3, 1887, which pro- 
vides that, as such custodian, Capt. Oldroyd 
shall “keep on exhibition, open and free of 
access to the public during all seasonable 
hours upon weekdays, the curiosities and relics 
there collected and belonging to the said 
Oldroyd.”’ In accordance with the act of the 
General Assembly, the contract between Mr. 
Lincoln and the State of Illinois, the trust 
deed which conveyed the property to the 
State, and the contract between himself as 
custodian and the Board of Trustees, Capt. 
Oldroyd has kept the Lincoln homestead open 
to visitors and has never turned away any 

aon who asks for admittance, whether dur- 
ing the establishea hovrs on weekdays or 
after the hours. ; 

It was his expectation that he would remain 
undisturbed in the custody of the home, and 
Capt. Oldroyd said today that it was his in- 
tentior to leave his collection of curiosittes 
and relics to the State in the event of his 
death without any pay for the same. During 
his lifetime he said that he would not dispose 
of the collection at any price, but it is his wish 
that when he dies the collection may become 
the property of the State, to be forever pre- 
served in the building as a memorial of the 
great man whose personal use of the objects 
has made them sacred to all mankind, 

An interesting legal question may be raised 
if the new trustees decide to makea change 
in the custody of the home. Capt. Oldroyd is 
not disposed to make any contest over the 
matter, but the law seems tu provide for the 
permanent exhibition of the collection belong- 
ing to Capt. Oldroyd which was “there col- 
lected ’’ at the time the General Assembiy en- 
acted the law. The trust deed and the con- 

‘tract with Robert T. Lincoln use the same ex- 
pression in*he same way, and the contract be- 
tween the trustees and Capt. Oldroyd in the 
same language specifies the collection belong 
ing to him which was then and is now in the- 
Lincoln home. 

There can be no doubt that 1t was the inten- 
tion of the General Assembly and Mr. Lin- 
coln and the first Board of Trustees to make a 
contract for the permanent exhibition’of this 
particular collection, and the language they 
employed seems to provide for it beyond any 
doubt. Noother collection of authetic value 
is known, and the law does not provide for 
making a collection. It seems hardly poassi- 
ble that the law can be executed without pro- 
viding for retaining this particular collection 
in the House for all time, and that of course 
implies that the custudian who owns it is ex- 

cted to remain there and exhibit it during 

is lifetime. 


TRUSTS AND TRUST COMPANIES. 


Proposed Bill to Regulate the Administra- 
tion of the Former by the Latter. 
SPRINGFIELD, lll., Jan. 21. —Representative 
Warder of Alexander will Monday present a 
bill regulating the administration of trusts by 
trust companies. It provides that— 


Any company before accepting any trast or 
deposit shallmake a deposit with the Auditor 
of Public Accounts for the benefit of the credit- 
ors of suid company inthe sum or sums herein- 
after provided, in stocks of the United States or 
municipal bonds of this State, or in mortgages on 
improved and productive real estate in this State. 
being first liens thereon and the real estate being 
worth at least twice the amount loaned thereon. 
The amount of such deposit where such company 
shall be organized, incorporated, and located in 
cities or villages having « population of not ex- 
ceeding 25.000 inhabitants shall be $50,000; in 
cities having a Lopulation of more than 25,000 and 
less than 100,000 inhabitants, $100,000; and in 
cities having 100,000 inhabitants and more, 
$200,000. 

In case any such company so organized, incor- 
peeaee, and doing business in any city or village 
22 Ving less than 100,000 inhabitants, shail desire 
to establish a branch agency or office, or engage 
in such business in a city having a population of 
more than 100,000, before so doing such company 
shall make such deposit of securities with the 
Auditor of Public Accounts as is by law required 
to be made in cities having more than 100,000 in- 
habitants. The stocks and securities so deposited 
may be exchanged from time to time for other 
securities receivable as aforesaid. Said stocks of 
the United States or municipal bonds of this 


officially, and all said securities to be subject to 
sale and transfer and to disposal of the proceeds 
by said Auditor only on the order of a court of 
a jurisdiction and as hereinafter pro- 
vided, 

So long as the company so depositing shall con- 
tinue solvent such company shall be permitted to 
receive from said Auditor the interest or divi- 
dends on said deposit, provided, however. that 
when it shall appear to the Auditor from the an- 
nual report of any such company that the value 
of the personal property and cash held and pos- 
sessed by such company by virtue of the pro- 
visions of this act and any amendment thereof 
exceeds ten times the amount of the deposit 
aforesaid, he shall require said company to 
forthwith increase its said deposit in 
such securities to a sum equal to 
two and one-half times the amount of its 
original deposit. And whenever it shall appear to 
the Auditor that the amount of persunal property 
and cash so held by any such company has been 
reduced below ten tinies the value of its original 
deposit above provided for. and said company is 
not in defaultin any of its duties and obliga- 
tions hereunder, he shall allow said company to 
reduce its said deposit to the amuunt of its orig- 
inal deposit by the withdrawal of such original 
deposits until such time as an increase in its hold- 
ings shal! again require an additional depusit as 
hereinbefore provided.

SAYS HE WILL WIN. 


OOL. MITOHELL CONFIDENT OF THE 
RESULT AT MADISON. 


He Is Indignant at the Assertions That 
He Has Attacked Col. Knight—His Fol- 
lowers Pledged to Support Him Till a 
Nomination Is Made—The Situation in 
Kansas Becomes More Strained and 
Peculiar Each Day—For Two Senators— 
Bills in Western Legislatures. 

Mitwavunes, Wis., Jan. 21.—[Special. |— 
“I am no boodler, and I never was,” said 
Congressman John L. Mitchell today in refer- 
ring to the allegations that boodle was being 
used to further his candidacy for the United 
States Senate. Continuing, Mr. Mitchell said: 

“If helping the Democratic party in the 
State when it needed help in campaigns 

/moakes one a boodier, then in that respect I 
am one, but in no other. The charges that 
members of the Legislature are being bought 
in my behalf are absolutely false, the inven- 
tion of the enemy. ‘The members of the Leg- 
islature are not to be scared from pe. forming 
their duty by such ridiculous statements.”’ 

As tothe chances of his election Mr. Mitch- 
ell said: 

‘‘T have every reason to feel encouraged at 
the outlook. I have thirty-three votes, a lead 
of five over Gen. Bragg, and I have the assur- 
ance that when the Knight contingency breaks 
up enough of the votes will come to me to 
nominate me. Unless something unexpected 
happens between now and Monday night I am 
certain that I will receive the nomination. 
What may happen, however, nobody can tell. 
I do not anticipate that a consultation of coun- 
try members with their constiuents over Sunday 
is going to result much to my disadvantage. 
It certainly will not if the case is stated 
squarely and fairly, reed and fully to the 
people. The puint of the problem which we 
have now reached is as to the stabjlity 
of the Knight followmg.

A Sure Sign. 

“Tknow thatthe Knight men claim that 

- they are solid and that they are going to stitk 

‘for him, and all that, but in politics the 

strongest profession of solidity on the part of 

‘a weak candidate is sure to be made just be- 

fore the coliapse. That is likely to be the 
case with the Knight men. They must have 
already reached the point where they see that 
they cannot succeed, and once having reached 
that point they are not likely to continue the 
contest much longer. 

“I want to say right here that I have not, 
as stated in a Milwaukee newspaper, made 
any insidious remarks regarding Col. Knight. 
That is not my style. It is true that I have 
criticised Col. Knight as to politics and such 
things, but that every man must expect who 
goes into a political contest. For C. lL Knight 
I have the highest respect and would be the 
last man to say anything against _ him. 
The whole article in the newspaper I 
refer to is false from beginning to 
end. Not knowing anything of the situation 
they set their guessing machine to work in the 
office, but they never once came near the 
truth, 

‘“*In Gen, Bragg I have an opponent who 
is, perhaps, better skilled in politics than any 
other man in the State. He is right in his 
element, and in that respect he has an ad- 
vantage, but I have a lead which he cannot 
overcome.

River Valley People Ask Their Representa- 
tives to Support Him or Resign. 


AppLeton, Wis,, Jan. 21.—[Special. |~—The 
indignation which has prevailed in the river 
valley, particularily Outagamie County, at the 
course of its legislative delegation in refusing 
to vote for Gen. Bragg for Senator took 
definite shape here today.

The indignant personal demands of leading 
Democrats for Mr. Kennedy’s resignation are 
met with studied coulness, Much bitter feel- 
ing prevails over the course of Congressman- 
elect Barnes in supporting the candidacy of 
Knight.

United States Senators will undoubtedly be 
elected by the two-headed Kansas Legislature 
next week. The acjournment today of the 
dual House until Monday afternoon, without 
any attempt having been made to close the 
gap between the rival organizations, means 
that two joint sessions will be held Wednesday 
next and that in each a Senator will be elect- 
ed. The Democrats, if consistent, will meet 
with the Republicans, The Populist 
House and Senate in joint bailot 
now has .a constitutional quorum and

of the Democrats, seven Republican members 
of the House were formally unseated by the 
Populists’ organization tuday and an equal 
number of Populists were given seats in 
their stead, This brings the Populist 
House up to sixty-five. which, with 
the twenty-three Populist Sénators, makes 
the total number in joint session eighty-eight, 
or five more than is necessary to elect. 

Three Republican Senators will! probably 
be unseated before next Wednesday and sev- 
eral more members of the House will be 
changed. As the Senate has recognized the 
Populist House, and will meet with it to elect 
a Senator, Democrats “will be in no position 
to dictate who he shall be. In the Republican 
organization it will be different.’ There 
no attempt has been made to unseat Pop- 
ulists, although several contests are pending.

and resolving that it is the sense of the meim- 
bers of the Senate that it dves not comport 

the dignity of a Senator and is not in 
harniony with the spirit of the official oath 
that he should accept any railroad pass. The 
resolytion has been made a special order for 
Tuesday. 


REPUBLICANS BENT ON WINNING, 


The Fight in North Dakota Is Not to En- 
danger Republican Success, 

Bismarck, N. D., Jan. 21.—/| Special. |—T wo 
ballots were taken for Senator today with but 
slight changes from previous ballots, The 
end seems no nearer than at the beginning. 
The field is against Casey, and as Casey has a 
majority of the Republicans the munority 
refuses to go into caucus unless Casey will 
withdraw. It is practically a game of freeze 
out, and Casey’s friends are resenting it 
with much earnestness. The Republicans 
have agreed to a line of action, however. They 
will elect a Republican if it takes a month. 
They will ballot only once ortwice each day 
and then go on with the regular order of busi- 
ness. The Democrats and Populists in the 
meantime will strive to widen the breach be- 
tween the Republican leaders with a view of 
finally uniting one of the factions*with them, 
thus electing a-_ Democrat. 

In the House today the bill reducing the 
time of residence required to obtain a divorce 
was killed. Thetime is now three months. 
The Wineman bill extended the time to one 
year. Discussion of the World’s Fair Sunday 
closing resolution in the Senate was put over. 
The resolution favors the opening. It has 

the House and will likely pass the Sen- 
ate. Amung the bills intggduced 1s one amend- 
ing the State Constitution by submitting pro- 
hibition to another vote of the people, it is 
not likely to pass. 


SANDERS MAY BE WITHDRAWN, 


The Montana Senator Willing to Retire if 
a Stronger Candidate Can Be Nominated. 
HewtenaA, Mont., Jan. 21.—For two weeks 

the Legislature has been balioting for United 
States Senator tosucceed Senator Sanders, 
whose term expires next March. Sanders re- 
ceived the caucus nomination of the Republic- 
ans, and, barfing pairs, has held the thirty-three 
votes of his party onevery ballot. Lately 
there has beentalk of another Republican 
candidate in his place, but it is 
not probable that any other nominee will ap- 
pear until Sanders hag seen that he cannot 
command as many votes as any other Repub- 
lican, in which event he declares he will 
willingly step out.” 

The Populists have given up hope of elect- 
ing any one of their own political faith, and 
while they have lately voted for the Democrat 
the Republicans have hope of eventually 
capturing them. 

The Democratic camp is somewhat broken 
up. The Daly men refuse to recognize Clark 
as the choice of the party. Their f@1l strength 
has been given ‘on every ballot to Cungress- 

-man Dixon, and they have gained instead of 
losing votes. 

While the chances are in favor of the Dem- 
ocrats, it is impossible to predict whether 
either faction will be successful or whether 
their internecine struggle will result im the 
election of a Republican after a weary fight. 


Okie Ousted in Wyoming. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Jan. 21.—jSpecial.]—The 
House of Representatives took up the Pickett- 
Oxie contest this morning and after discuseing it 
all day took a vote this evening. resulting in un- 
seating Okie by a vote of 17 to 15. Three of the 
Populists voted with the Republicans. There is 
great excitement in Senatorial circles in conse- 
quence of this action of the House. The Repub- 
licans denounce the proceedings as an outrage, as 
they claim that it was done without evidence and 
without law. 


Assessment of Railroad Property. 

Preere, S. D., Jan, 21.—[Special.]—A bill was 
introdaced in the Senate today providing for an 
amendment to the assessment law requiring 
railroads and telegraph companies to be as- 
sessed according to the actual value of property 
without reference to the earnings. Under the 
resent law the gross earnings may be considered 
Nn arriving at the value of railroad property, but 
the bill in question changes this. Public senti- 
ment 18 agaiust radical railroad laws. 


Contest to Be Carlisle’s Successo}. 

FrANkKrort, Ky., Jan. 21.—The friends of Judge 
Lindsay, tne leading aspirant in the Senatorial 
race, will attempt to force a meeting of the Dem- 
ocratic caucus Tuesday night and expect a nom- 
ination. It is estimated that Judge Lindsay now 
has 41 votes, Congressman McCreary 35, and Con- 
gressman Stone 23. It takes fifty votes to nomi- 
nate, and the fight is one of the warmest ever seen 
in Kentucky. 


No Successor Chosen to Allen. 
OtyMPrIA, Wash., Jan. 21.—Two ballots were 
taken for United States Senator today without 
result. 


Louis Jensen Hangs Himself, 

Louis Jensen, a Dane, 40 years of age, married, 
and who lived at No. 852 Maplewood avenue, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday morning at the Gutman 
company tannery, Dominick street and Webster 
avenue, where he was employed as a night watch- 
man. The body was discovered about 6 o'clock 
hanging by arope attached to a nail behind the 
ofiice door. it was first seen by the engineer, 
Frank Fisher, No. 24 Webster avenue. He noti- 
fied the police, and the body was removed to an 
undertaking establi-hment at No. 192 West Chi- 
cago avenue, where an inquest was held yester- 
day afternuon. No reason forthe suicide was 
developed in the evidence. -Mrs. Jensen said Jen- 
sen seemed to be contented and happy and never 
talked of being tired of life.

NOT A FIT DRUGGIST. 


WHAT A OORONER’S JURY THINKS 
OF A. BREWERTON. 


The Verdict Does Not Hold Him Criminal- 
ly Responsible for the Death of Little 
Henry Mayhokk, but Recommends That 
He Be Prohibited from Operating & 
Drug Store—Eugene Montiel Tells of 
the Substitution of Morphine for Qui- 
nine—No Light on the Russell Murder. 


Alfred Brewerton of the Brewerton Phar- 
marcy, No. 245 West Fullerton avenue, will go 
out of the drug business if he fvllows the rec- 
ommendation of a coroner’s jury. It was at 
his drug store that a prescription was com- 
pounded recently with morphine substituted 
for quinine. Little Henry Mayhokk, who 
lived at No. 31 Greenwood avenue, took some 
of it and died in convulsions. The verdict 


was found yesterday as follows: 

We, the undersigned jury, give it as our opinion 
that the child’s death was caused by convulsions 
brought on by causes unknown, according to the 
testimony, and the jury recommends that Mr. 
Brewerton be prohibited from continuing in the 
drug business. 

The evidence leading up to the verdict was 
conflicting in its characterand convinced the 
jury that, while no criminality appeared to be 
proved against Mr. Brewerton, he was not @ 
desirable man to have in the drug business in 
the locality where most of the jurors and their 
families resided. 

The inquest was conducted by Deputy- 
Coroner Buckley. The prescription clerk 
Eugene hivntiel, testified that he had worked 
for Brewerton but a few weeks and that, when 
Brewerton had filled a prescription, he had 
told him he would have to leave if he did so 
again. Brewerton promised not to do so. He 
said he was out to lunch Thursday and when 
be returned he found Brewerton with the 
drugs all weighed out ready for mixing. Not 
wishing to offend his employer he mixed 
them, thinking that he was compounding a 
harmless dose of quinine, 

Alfred W. Brewerton said he was merely 
the manager for the drug store and that it was 
owned by his brother-in-law, C. H. Seybt 
of Highland, Ill. He admitted that he was 
not a registered pharmacist, but said that he 
employed one to put up the prescriptions. An 
examination of the license under which the 
store is operated showed that the government 
license was taken out im his name, while the 
city license reads ** The Brewerton Pharmacy 
company.’”’ While on the stand Brewerton 
said that he was working on a salary and aft- 
erwards said he was not. 

“Are you in the habit of filling perscrip- 
tions?” asked Deputy Coroner Buckley. 


** No, sir. 

** You filled this one?” 

‘*No, sir. My clerk, Mr. Montiel, filled it. 
I merely weighed the different drugs.”’ 

** How soon after did you discover that a 
mistake had been made?’ 

“about half an hour later I picked up the 
jar I had taken one of the drugs from and said I 
would have to have it filled. The clerk 
jumped up and said: 

*** My God, have we given that child mor- 
phine?’ 

‘** ] told him that the prescription called for 
thirty grains. I had putitin. He told me to 
go after the medicine and then he telephoned 
fur a doctor.” 

When cross-examined Mr. Brewerton’s 
memory failed him and he could not recollect 
whether Montiel had said, *‘ We’”’ or “I” had 
given the morphine. He said the prescription 
called for opium sulphate, but an examination 
showed that it was quinine sulphate. He ad- 
mitted that he had since learned that there 
was no such preparation as opium suiphate. 

Charles Schei testified to Savina gone to 
Brewerton’s drug store to get some medicine 
and said positively that Mr. Brewerton took 
the prescription and stepped back behind the 
prescription counter with it and after- 
ward returned with the bottles, Wit- 
ness returned home with the medi- 
cines and saw his sister give the child 
a teaspoonful of the mixture from one of 
the bottles. Hesaid the child grew worse 
rapidly and became very sleepy. Shortly 
after the druggist came to him and asked to 
be given the medicines again, He said he 
head made a mistake in compounding 
the prescription ana would give him another 
bottle. After telling him to keep the child 
awake and to give him some warm milk, he 
departed with the bottles. He did not tell 
the witness that the child was in any danger 
and did not tell him to send for a doctor. 
Witness went with Brewerton to the drug 
store and returned with another bottle of med- 
icine. After his return he told his sister he 
thought it would be wise to send for a doctor. 
He then started for one and met Dr. Bell on 
theway. The doctor went with him to the 
house and attended the child. 

Dr. Beli’s testimony agreed with that of 
Schei. Hesaid he found the boy suffering 
with symptoms of opium or morphine poison- 
ing. He used stomach pumps aud adiminis- 
tered antidotes. After ten hours of hard work 
the patient seemed to recover and took some 
nourishment. While under the influence of 
the poison he had had to hold the boy’s tongue 
out as the weight of it would have choked him 
in his weak condition, bout 6 o’clock the 
following morning he found the boy in con. 
vulsions. Heremuiained in that condition for 
some bours before death. The doctor did not 
like to express himself on the cause of the con- 
vulsioas, However, he does not believe the 
poison to be the direct cause of death. 

The father of the dead child says he will sue 
for heavy damages. 


NO LIGHT ON RUSSELL’S DEATH. 


The Coroner’s Jury Unable to Find Out 
Who Killed Him. 

The Coroner’s inquest into the death of 
John M. Russell, who was shot at his shoot- 
ing gallery, No. 129 South Halsted street, last 
Sunday morning, failed to throw any light on 
the murder. The inquest, conducted by Dep- 
uty Coroner McNally, occupied the entire 
day, and at its conclusion the jury returned 
the verdict “‘that John M. Russell came to 
his death at about 1 a. m. Jan. 14, by a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by a person or persons 
unknown.” The jurymen recommended that 
when the murderers are apprehended they be 
bound over to the grand jury; also that the 
four prisoners, Jesse and Rosie Sherwood and 
Charles and Minnie Hewitt, be released from 
custody. 

Rosie Sherwood gave an account of her 
whereabouts Jan. 13 and 14. She told how 
she and her sister, Minnie Hewitt. gained an 
entrance through the back way ofthe galiery 
and saw Kusseil lying on the floor dead. The 
two women looked for a police officer, but 
could find none, so they got Dr. Feder to tel- 
ephone to the Desplaines Street Station. She 
said that her sister and herself were arrested 
shortly after the discovery of the crime. Mrs. 
Hewitt gave the same story. The husbands 
of thetwo women were sworn, but nothing 
could be learned from them that would throw 
any hght upon the matter. 

Detective Morgan of the Desplaines Street 
Station told how he found the dead man lying 
in the room with a bullet hole in his head. He 
said that the pockets of his trousers had been 
turned inside out and that a trunk in the back 
room had been rifled, the contents being 
strewn out on the floor. 

Fred Phillipson and Edward Gertner, neigh- 
bors, said they had heard no talking or shoot- 
ing in the gallery all day Saturday, but that at 
about 1 o’clock Sunday morning they heard a 
shot, which they were certain came from the 
gallery. Mrs. Phillipson, wife of Fred, also 
testified to hearing the shot. 

The case now is as dark as it was when the 
door of the gallery was broken open and the 
dead man found, but Capt. Mahoney and his 
men will push the case. Some new develop- 
ments are looked for in the next few days. 


Verdict of Accidental Death. 


The Coroner held an inquest yesterday on the 
sody of Leroy Cook, No. 230 Homan avenue, who 
died Friaay night at the Presbyterian Hospital. 
Mr. Cook was superintendent of the kilns of the 
Union @ime Works company at Nineteenth and 
Lincoin streets, and was directing the work of 
filling one of them when he received his fatal in- 
juries. The limestone was being taken from an 
immense heap, the top of which was a frozen 
mass of snow, ice, and stone. The workmen were 
digging the stone out from anderneath. The pro- 
jecting ledge of frozen stone gave way and Mr. 
Cook was caught beneath it. He had been in the 
employ of the Chicago Union Lime Works com- 
pany for twenty-one years. He was married and 
about 40 yearsof age, and leavesa widow and 
three children. Accidental deatn was the verdict. 


Lynching of Three Negroes. 

New Orveans, La., Jan. 21.—[Special. ]}—From 
St..James Parish comes the story of the lynching 
of three negroes suspected of murder. Confined in 
the jail were Robert Landry, who is supposed to 
have killed a man named Dewhurst at New Hope 
Crevasse, and “Chicken” George and “ Dick”’ 
Davis, charged with the robbery and murder of 
the telegraph operator at Deleon Station in St. 
James Parish,

Barron Bros., No. 1 Flouracy street—We have 
just managed to pull through so. far by dividing 
our supply among our customers. I do not know 
whdt will be the situation next week. We have 
had great difficulty in getting the coal from the 
wholesale dealers. 

Hicks & Taylor, No. 910 West Lake street—We 
have alittle soft coal left, but it will not last 
long. Wecannot get the coal consigned to us. 
We have twenty cars of coal some place between 
here and Ohio, but have, been unable to get any 
information as to where itis. The railroad com- 
panies seem to be unable to bandle the freight. 
Wa have helped to keep some of the schools go- 
ing. We have been supplying the Hayes School 
and the Ellen Mitchell School. 

W. R. Martin, No. 189 Thirty-fifth street—We 
can’t get any soft coal today. Our supply this 
week has been eaual to about one-tenth of the de- 
mand. We have plenty of hard coal. The trouble 
is with the railroad companies, They cannot 
handle the coal fast enough. 

A. C. Montgomery, No. 831 West Madison street— 
I have not had any troubleé6 far. 1 was pretty well 
supplied when the cold snap caught us and have 
about eighty tons on hand today. The scarcity 
of coal has raised the price and I’m getting $5.50 


for Hocking Valley today and % for Indiana, 


I presume the price will advance next week. 
Out of Coal for a Week. 


John J. Corcoran & Brother, No. 2354 South 
Ashland avenue—We have been out of soft coal 


for a week. : 

Jobn Cullen, No. 3909 South Halsted street—I 
have only a half carload of soft coal left. The 
railroads are the cause of the trouble. 

John Griffin, No. 906 South Halsted street —We 
have a good supply of coal on hand, but it is go- 
ing fast today. |

I was out of coal entirely, but received enough to 
last a few days this morning.

On account of the failure of railroads to deliver 
we are about out of all kinds of coal, especially 
soft coal.

There is a demand here at present. 

C. Bunge, No. 616 West Lake street—Coal is a 
scarce artiele here, and the situation is getting 
worse every day. The mines and miners seem to 
be frozen up. When we hear of coal being sent 
we are not sure of it until it is on our wagons. 
Six loads have been coming to us for several days, 
bat have not yet arrived. hey would come over 
the Pan-Handle and Chicago and Eastern Lilinois 
roads.

They Meet at Bradley and Noble 
and Observe the Two Chief Saa Events 
of Their Country’s History with Ap- 
propriate Services—Addresses Delivereg 
by Prominent Speakers, Singing by 
Children, and Athletic Exercises by 
Young Men, 


The Poles of Chicago met.last night at the 
hall at Bradley and Noble streets to com. 
memorate two of the leading events in the 
history of their country. It is just 109 years 
since the treaty of partition was signed 
which Russia and Prussia divided Poland bg, 
tween them, which resulted in the y 
ful insurrection of Kosciusko against foreiga 
rule; and it ia thirty years ago that the ill. 
fated kingdom ceased to exist. These two 
dates are landmarks that every Pole looks 
back to with commingled sorrow and nations} 
pride—sorrow at the fate of his country and 
pride at the stubborn resistance offered the 
invaders, . The attention paid the speakers at. 
tested the interest felt in these tragic strug. 
gies. 

The hall was prettily decorated with flowers 

and the Polish colors intermingled with the 
Stars and Stripes. Long before the hour set 
for the exercises the people began to assem. 
ble and, despite the music, waited with mani. 
fest impatience for the beginning of the ro. 
gram. This was opened witha song by fifty 
of the children of the parish school of §¢, 
Stanislaus Kosta Church. The piece selected 
was one of the popuiar Polish airs and was re. 
ceived with rounds of applause. Then 
B. Klarkowski delivered an address on the 
history of the Poles, setting forth the heroia 
efforts of the patriots to maintain independ. 
ence, >. 
The peorfle, he said, were obliged to sane. 
tion the plundering of their country by the 
action of a national assembly held in 177% 
To a certain degree the Poles then enjoyed 
tranquillity for a period of ten years, when 
another Diet was held. At this assembly 
many important changes were made, such ag 
the amelioration of the condition of the 
burghers aud peasants. The former, by the 
conditions of their agreement, were to send 
Deputies to the Diet on the same footing as 
the nobles. The peasants were not yet eman. 
cipated, and the selfishness of the Polish no. 
bies upset all the arrangements to that end, 
In 1792 the enemies of their country formed 
the confederation of Targovica, and soon aft. 
erward at their instigation Russian troops in. 
vaded Poland and Lithuania. 

The second treaty of partition was signed 
in 1793, by which Prussia acquired the re. 
mainder of Great Poland and a portion of 
Little Poland, and the Russian boundary wag 
advanced to the center of Lithuania and Val. 
hynia. Then came the insurrection which 
broke out urder the leadership of Kosciusko, 
which at first made headway against the Prus. 
sians and Russians. Kosciusko was defeated, 
and the Kingdom of Poland was at an end, 


In the insurrection Of 1964 the Poles dis- | 


played great heroism. Bands of rebels began 
to appear in the Polish forests in January of 
that year, and, though they fought no pitched 
battles against the Ruésianm troops, they did 
much execution in guerrilla warfare. A reign 
of terror was maugurated by the Russian Gen. 
eral Kouravieff, and the devoted Poles were 
tinally suppressed by May, 1864, ‘Then died 
all Polish hopes. 

This address was followed by a Turner ex.

FRAUDULENT TRANSFERS ARE ALLEGED. 


Katlinski & Gatzert, Wholesale Jewelers, 
Said to Have Dodged Their Creditors. 
Serious charges are made in a bill filed in 

the Circuit Court yesterday attacking the fail- 

ure of Katliuski & Gatzert. The latter is the 
wholesale jewelry firm on State street which 
made a voluntary assignment a short time 
ago in the County Court. The firm was one 
of the oldest and was supposed to be one of 
the most substantial concerns of the kind in 
the city. The failure was said to be caused by 
the inability of the firm to meet $75,000 worth 
of negotiable paper sent to the Chicago banks 
from the East for collection. It was held out, 
it is charged, to the public that the firm hoped 
to be able to collect its accounts and to soon 
resume business. Through this representa- 
tion, it is alleged, the American Trust and 

Savings Bank consented to act as assignee. It 

scon developed, however, through an examina- 

tion of the tirm in the County Court that it 
was wholly insolvent. Most of the heavy 
creditors of the firm are in New York and the 

East. As the asseta of the concern dwindled 

these creditors became suspicious, it 1s said, 

and began an investigation. It resulted in 
the bill tiled yesterday. 

The complainant is the Wadsworth Watch 
Case company, to which concern some $2,400 
is said to be due. The allegation is made that 
when the firm became convinced that it was 
insolvent it determined to defraud its credit- 
ors by making unlawful transfers of assets to 
secure alleged debts. Dec, 3, only a short 
time before the assignment, Abraham N. Gat- 
zert is said to have transferred to his mother 
assets amounting to $5,500. tu secure a pre- 
tended indebtedness of $5,146. The same day 
an uncle, J. L. Gatzert, it 1s said, was given 
negotiable paper, payable to the firm and 
amounting to $1,000, to secure a pretended in- 
debtedness of $805. Dec. 5, it is charged, Lem- 
ue] Katlinski, a brother of Lazar Katlinski, 
was given $3,100 worth of diamonds and 
watches to secure the payment of a pretended 
debt of $2,850. After they had thus disposed 
of all their estate, it is alleged, the assignment 
was made, The transfers were made, it is 
said, only after a careful examination of the 
books convinced the firm that it was wholly 
insolvent. 

Yesterday afternoon, in pursuance of a cita- 
tion of the County Court, the defendants were 
partly examined regarding the transfers which 
the court is asked to set aside.

IS A TRUE CHICAGOAN 


SKETOH OF WASHINGTON HESING’S 
LIFE AND LOOAL WORK. 


He Has Ever Been Devoted to the Welfare 
of the City and Is Deemed a Promising 
Candidate for the Mayoralty on the 
Democratic Ticket—His Education Here 
and Abroad—Becomes Identified with 
the “Stauts-Zeitung”—Has Been Ap- 
pointed to Many Important Offices. 

The events of the last three or four weeks 
have brought Washington Hesing to the front 
as a formidable candidate for Mayor on the 
Democratic side. His chances for a nomi- 
nation are now as good as those of Carter H. 
Harrison, His friends say they are better. 
He is working with uutiring energy to com-

mand success. As a leading candidate he will 
occupy a large share in public attention, and 
the following sketch of him may not be with- 
out interest: 

Although not born in Chicago Washington 
Hesing is a thorough Chicagoan. He was 
born in Cincinnati: May 14, 1849, and came 
here with his parents when he was five 
years of age. Here he received his education 
and as a young man entered public life. For 
the last twenty-two years he has been associ- 
ated in all movements tending to the promo- 
tion of Chicago’s growth, and has always, 
when opportunity presented itself, interested 
himself in public affairs. 

His father, A. C. Hesing, came from Ger- 
many in 1839 and settled in Cincinnati. In 
the year 1854 the family came to Chicago. 
Young Hesing attended the Kinzie School be- 
tween 1858 and 1861. Then he went to Ger- 
many with his mother to attend school in that 
country, and upon his return entered the Uni- 
versity of St. Mary’s of the Lake. Subse- 
quently he attended the Chicago University, 
prepared for college under Dr. Quackenboss, 
and in 1866 entered Yale College, from which 
he graduated in 1870 as B. A. Three years 
afterwards he took his degree as Master of 


Arts. 

Immediately after his graduation he went 
to Europe and attended lectures at Berlin and 
Heidelberg and there received a sound educa- 
tion in political economy, science of govern- 
ment, history, and literature. He was in Eu- 
rope during the entire period of the Franco- 
Prussian War. .He had intended to take the 
Gegree of Doctor of Philosophy at the Uni- 
versity of Heidelberg, but the great fire of 
1871 called him home and compelled him to 
enter on the serious work of life. In Novem- 
ber, 1871, he became associated with the 
Illinois Staats Zeitung, which had lost 
everything by the great disaster, and be- 
gan at the bottom round of the 
ladder. The financial crisis of 1873 was to 
him, like to many others, disastrous, It was 
not until April, 1880, that the full effects of 
this financial crisis had disappeared, and 
Washington Hesing me the managing 
editor and the controlling spirit of the Staats- 
Zeitung, the most ityportant and prosperous 
German newspaper west of New York. 

In 1872 Mr. Hesing entered public life, hav- 
ing been appointed a memberof the City 
Board of Education by the then Mayor, the 
Hon, Joseph Medill, who offered him a re- 
appointment in 1873. Owing to press of busi- 
ness, however, Mr. Hesing declined. In Au- 
gust, 1880, he was elected a member of the 
County Board of Education, and two years 
thereafter was honored with its Presidency. 

His first experience on the stump was in 
1872, when, not 23 years of age, he took an 
active part in the Grant campaign, making 
speeches in the English and German languages 
for the Republican party. In 1873 he was ac- 
tivein that movement which resulted in the 
success of the People’s party. In 1874 he was 
tendered the nomination to Congress, but de- 
clined and subsequently conducted the cum- 
paign for Carter H, Harrison for Congress. 


Has Held Important Offices, 


The Staatz-Zeitung, in the meantime having 
become an independent newspaper, Mr. Hes- 
ing retired from active politics and it was 
not until the school question in 1890 that 
he entered the campaign and again interested 
himself in public life. His intimate knowledye 
of city affairs and of the neeas of Chicago 
prompted Mayor Cregier to appoint him on a 
commission which was to devise ways and 
means for the bettering of the condition of 
the city during the World’s Fair. Mayor 
Washburne also made him a member of what 
was known as the Intramural Commission, 
whose duty it was to consider the city’s in- 
adequate transportation facilities and recom- 
mend some remedy. The report of that Com- 
mission, which elicited much comment, was 
written by Mr. Hesing. 

In the last campaign Mr. Hesing took no 
small part, and leading Democrats say that to 
him and the Staats-Zeitung, more than to any- 
thing else, is due the Democratic victory in 
this city, county, and State. He was tele- 
graphed for by Grover Cleveland in August 
last, went to Gray Gables and subse- 
gently to New York, and there made the 
prophesy that if certain things were done by 
the managers of the Democratic party the 
States of Illinois and Wisconsin cuuld be car- 
ried for Mr. Cleveland, and that he could be 
elected without New York. 

Mr. Hesing in 1873 was President of the 
Union Catholic Library Association of this 
city, and he is today a member of the German 
Press club, of the English Press club, of the 
Lroquois club, the Washington Park club, of 
the Germania club, of the University club, of 
the Sheridan club, of the Athletic club, and of 
the Columbus club. Mr. Hesing is what one 
might call an all around man, and whether 
you see him in the club or on the road behind 
hie team of trotters, for his figure has been 
for many years well known upon the roads of 
this city, or whether you see him in his office 
or in his private life, or in the heat of a 
political campsign, he -is always the same 
affable, genial, and good-natured Wash. 

Having lived here practically ail his life, and 
associated with so many different elements of 
our cosmopolitan population, he has become 
a familiar appearance upon the streets and no 
one is better known than he, Only the other 
day in Springfield at Gov. Altgeld’s inaugura- 
tion Mr. Hesing received the best evidence of 
his popularity and the highest praise of his 
influence by the fact that the politicians from 
all over the State honored him and expressed 
their gratitude for the good services he had 
renderea in the last campaign. 

Mr. Hesing is a thoroughly cultured and 
polished man, fully acquainted with the 
needs and wants of the municipality, a man 
who always has the courage of his convic- 
tions, aggressive, self-reliant, and a man of 
the world who has’ spent many months in 
traveling in Europe, during which time he has 
made a study of municipal governments. 
Young, active, and vigorous, speaking three 
languages, he appears to be a likely Demo. 
cratic candidate for the Mayoralty during the 
World’s Fair.

RULES FOR ANCHORAGE IN THE HARBOR. 


Vessels Cannot Be Stationed in Positions 
Dangerous to Navigation. , 

An anchorage officer will be appointed for 
the port of Chicago, if the special bill which 
is now before Congress is passed. Collector 
Clark yesterday held a conference with several 
representatives of local shipping interests on 
matters connected with the appointment of 
such an official. The act, which was discussed 
at this meeting, reads as follows: 

An act relating to the anchorage and movement 
of vessels in the Port of Chicago: 

Be it enacted, ete., That the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized and directed to define and 
establish anchorage grounds in Lake Michigan 
for vessels in the harbor of Chicago; to adopt 
suitable rules and regulations ia relation thereto, 
and also to adopt suitable rules and regtlations 
governing the use of marked inshore channel 
ways in Lake Michigan in front of the City of 
Chicago, and to take all necessary measures for 
the proper enforcement of such rules and regula- 
tions. 

Sec. 2. That in the event of the violation of any 
such rules or regulations by the owner, master, 
or person in charge of any vessel such owner, 
master, or person in charge of such vessel shall 
be liable to a penalty of $100, and the said vessel 
may be holden for the payment of such penalty, 
and may be seized and p ainst sum- 
marily by libel for the recovery of same in 
any United States District Court for the district 
wherein such vessel may be, andin the name of 
ee officer designated by the Secretary of the 

reasury. 


ee "3. That this act shall take effect immedi- 
ately, 

The act was framed subsequent to a meet- 
ing of city and goverument; officials held in 
Chicago last fall, and it was presented to Con- 
gress by the Treasury Department at Wash- 
ington. When questioned at the close of the 
conference yesterday, Collector Clark said: 

**The question of proper jurisdicwon over 
the anchorage of vessels in the port of Chi- 
cago has always been a troublesome one. 
Last fall a conference was held on account of 
the great friction caused by the expressed de- 
termination of various parties to establish 
vessels as stationary hotels and places of re- 
sort in the harbor. This led to correspond- 
ence between this office and the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington, and the special bill 
was drafted as a conseguenee. The appoint- 
ment of an anchorage officer would prevent 
any vessel owuer from anchoring im 4a 
position dangerous to _ free naviga- 
tion. At the present time 
City Harbormaster dves not feel warranted in 
interfering in any cases that may occur in the 
harbor, which has been constructed by the 
government. The location of a vessel now 
could only be interfered with by process of 
law, and it might take six months in conse- 
quence to move a ship from one point in the 
harbor to another. During the World’s Fair 
there will be hundreds of vessels brought here 
to remain for long or short periods, and to be 
used as places of residence. This makes the 
appoint sent of an anchorage officer all the 
more a necessity for the protection of life and 
property. 

**In New York such an office has been in 
existence for the last five years and it has 
been found to be indispensable. The anchor- 
age offiver would have jurisdiction only. over 
vessels anchored to the bottom. All vessels 
tied up along the wharf or shore line would 
still be under the jurisdiction of Capt. W. L. 
Marshall, whofrepresents the War Depart- 
ment. The damages of random anchorage 
can be understood when it is remembered 
that many chanoels exist in this port which, 
if obstructed, might lead to grave accidents. 
The channel from the river to Jackson Park, 
for instance, is only 300 feet wide and is 
bordered by rock for almost the entire dis- 
tance. The work of buoying channels and at- 
tending to lights would still remain in charge 
of Commander Brice of the Lighthouse De- 
partment. 

“The rules and regulations under the act 
will be drafted by the Treasury Department, 
and their enforcement will probably be car- 
ried out by using the jnew ,revenue-cutter 
which is now building for special service for 
this port.” 


CAPTURE OF ONE OF GARZA’S MEN. 


Important Documents in His Possession 
Bearing on the Border War. 

Larepo, Tex., Jan. 21.—|Special.]—Pablo 
Gomez, second in command of the party who 
committed the recent outrages in violation of 
the neutrality laws in the lower country, was 
arrested in this city this morning by Deputy 
United States Marshais Yglesias. and E. 
F. Hall, The Marshals were accompa- 
nied by Special Marshal Benavides, one 
of the officers who was recently captured 
by the revolutionists in the lower country 
while escorting a prisoner to this city. As 
soon as Benavides saw Gomez he recognized 
him as one of the party who had captured 
him, and also a leader of the bandits. 
Benavides also says that Gomez, while he and 
his companion, Special United States Deputy 
Gerrerora, were in charge of the revolution- 
ists, advised their death, stating that they 
whose mouths were closed in death would 
never bear witness against the liv- 
ing. Gomez is one of Catarino 
Garza’s followers, aud is under indictment 
on that charge also. Papers were found on 
his person and in the house where he was 
found which will throw light on the recent 
outbreak, but the officers do not care to dis- 
close their contents. Among the number is a 
piece of poetry dedicated to Gomez relating 
in verse the recent engagement in Mexico 
and praising various members of the party 
who crossed to the Mexican side of the river 
and engaged therein. The officers are highly 
elated over the capture. 


Washington’s Monolith. 


Washington State is quarrying a monolith 
which is to be the largest ever cut in this country 
and twenty feet longer than the much-talked 
about monolith Wisconsin has prepared for the 
Chicago Fajr. It will be taken from a quarry 
near Tacoma and will be 130 feet long, or high. 
and four feet square at the base, and will set 
up at Chicago alongside the largest flagstaff ever 
raised in America, whichis also to come from 
W ashington.

Omana, Neb., Jan. 21.—[Special. |—Phil Kai- 
ser, @ well-known hotel man in the West, has 
suddenly disappeared. He is believed to have 
been murdered for his money and his body 
secreted. He walked out. of the Lindell 
Hotel Thursday night toward the river. Since 
then he has not been seen. He was known to 
carry a large 8um of money on his person all 
the time. Thursday he attended to various 
business matters and early in the evening 
chatted with some of the boarders. Toward 10 
o’clock he put on his overcoat and walked out. 
When he did not return it was supposed that 
he was out enjoying himself, and nothing was 
thought of the inatter. Later cne police were 
notified, but their investigation developed 
nothing. It 1s believed that the fact of 
Kaiser's carrying a great deal of money 
around him became known and that he has 
been watched by thieves, waiting for an op- 
portunity torob him. The opportunity ar- 
rived ‘Thursday night. The theory that 
footpads followed him and seizing the 
first opportunity knocked him down and 
robbed him of his money is advanced by the 
police. If ithad beenonly a plain case of 
robbery Kaiser would have returned to the 
hotel or hurried to the police station to report 
the affair. The missing hotel proprietor is 
well known througnout Nebraska, owning two 
valuable farms in the Western portion. No 
reason can be assigned for his sudden diap- 
pearance, as he was not in financial straits of 
any kind and ali his bills were met promptly. 
Lower Fornam street, where he was last seen, 
is not calcuiated toinspire one with any de- 
gree of safety after nightfall. 

John Weston, who lives up the Nemaha in 
Johnson County, is dying by inches with a 
disease which has baffled his physician. He 
has been sick.over a year, confined to his bed 
for months. It°is thought to be leprosy. 
Both feet are rotted off and the flesh is slough- 
ing off to the knees. 


VANDALISM OF ST. LOUIS SKATERS, 


Beauties of Forest Park Have Been So 
Marred That Skating May Be Prohibited. 
Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 21.—[Special. |—The 

Park Cot.missioners have been seriously con- 
sidering the necessity of prohibiting skating 
in Forest Park. The skaters are not content 
to use the pond, but have been skating down 
the hills, over the lawns, and have nearly 
ruined many of the must catfefully kept spots 
in the entire park.

FOUL AIR IN THE COUNTY BUILDING. 


Escaping Gas and Lack of Ventilation 
Make the Rooms Oppressive. 

There is more or less complaint on the part 
of the Judges and county officers on account 
of the atmosphere in the County Building. In 
most of the rooins th® air seems to be at- 
tended with some indefinable condition that 
is both unpleasant and oppressive, In several 
portions of the building the odor from escap- 
ing coal gas is quite unpleasant. With the ex- 
ception of Judge Kohlsaat’s private office and 
court-room the escaping gas is confined to the 


The Sixth annual convention of the Young South end of the building and is most of- 


fensive in the office of Superintendent of 
Public Service Hyland. 

Custodian Pyne had a force of men at work 
yesterday trying to locate the leak. Both he 
and Supt. Hyland are of the opinion that the 
truuble is caused in the southern portion of 
the building by a break im a pipe. That end 
of the structure has settied more than other 
portion of the building, and they hold that it 
is probable that the pressure has caused some 
pipe to break. An explosion occurred a 
couple of years ago in the County Board 
room by a gas pipe having been broken in 
this way. 

When Michael Burke had charge of the 
pluinbing of the building he always kept the 
gas turned off during the day time. Custo- 
dian Pyne said gpsterday that he might have 
some difficulty ‘in finding the leak, as the 
broken pipe might be some distance from the 
point where the gas got through the floor. 

The main reason for complaint as to the 
general condition of the atmosphere 1s proba- 
bly due to lack of ventilation. The arrange- 
ments in this direction are none too good. 
There may be some sewer gas, which is the 
indetinabie quality in the atmosphere of which 
the officials speak. 

Custodian Pyne has notified the gas com- 
pany to find the leak or turn off the gas. If 
such action were taken the county would 
probably be a financial gainer. Last year 
$5,376 was paid for gas in the County Buiiding 
and the Criumina! Court. The December bill 
for the County Building alone was $573. The 
building has a costly electric light system, but 
the dynamos are stopped as soon as the courts 
adjourn, and late workers have to use gas. It is 
thought the county would save money by run- 
ning the dynamos a little longer each day. 


For a Long Street Railroad. 


HAVERHILL, Mass.. Jan. 21.—[{Special.]—It is 
reported that the Manchester Street railway has 
failen into the control of the syndicate which is 
buying up the various street railways of New En- 
gland. it is understood that fhié idea 1s to ar- 
range a continuous line of street railways down 
the Merrimac Valley from the New ilampshire 
lake region to the sea, including the local traflic 
of Concord, Manchester, Nashua, Lowell, Law- 
rence, Haverhill, and Amesbury, and that as the 
several deals can be consummated the line will 
get into operation on the most magnificent scale 
railway in the world, 


OHICAGO WILL BE ASKED TO Ap- 
PROPRIATE $20,000. 


This Is to Cover the Expenses of the New 
Department for 1893 and Includes the 
Cost of Equipment — Commissioner 
Burke Wants $1,809,000 for the Streets 
—Other Departments Urged to Hurry 
with Their Estimates — World’s Fair 
Scheme for Normal School Alumni. 


Milk Inspector Stuart will ask $20,000 for 
maintaining his department during 1893, He 
says that the amount is Jarger than will be 
required after the department is equipped. 
His plans call for the establishment of a 
laboratory to be used by the departinent,

submit to the Council this year contains the

‘‘Unaer ordinary conditions,” said Mr. 
Stuart yesterday, “$15,000 ought to maintain 
the department in good shape. To the regular 
expenses this year must be added the cost of 
establishing the bureau. Weeshall need a num- 
ber of horses and wagons and apparatus for 
testing. I have asked the Mayor to establish 
a chemical laboratory for the use of the de- 
partment. At presentthe work of analysis is 
performed partly at Rush Medical College and 
partly at my private laboratory. There should 
be some central place to which in- 
spectors can bring samples. As it 1s now the 
work is delayed on account of the distance to 
be traveled between the different branches of 
the service. When I asked Mr. Washburne to 
recommend the purchase of the laboratory he 
thought it would cost too much. It can be 
done, however, for $1,500 or $2,000, and after 
the Mayor saw this estimate he decided that 
the plan wae practicable.” 

Street Superintendent Burke has submitted 
to Mayor Washburne the expenses for his de- 
partment for the commg year. They figure 
up $1,809,000. His recommendations will be 
canvassed Monday, and, if found satisfactory, 
will be sent to the Controller. Mr. Burke 
says the estimate, as he has prepared it, will 
be enough to do the work satisfactorily. 
Among the more important items are the fol- 
lowing:

In addition to the items already mentioned 
the $1,809,000 asked covers salaries, the main- 
tenance of parks, and incidental expenses, In 
the estimate Mr. Burke has itemized the 
street-cleaning appropriation, He shows the 
amount necessary for cleaning the different 
kinds of roadway and divides the city into 
districts, giving each one a_ separate 
account and show the number of times it 
is to be cleaned, with reference to every twen- 
ty-four hours. The Department of Street 
Construction, under Engineer Dorr, will ask 
an appropriation of $55,000 this year. Last 
year it was given $50,000. A large amount of 
work is ahead of the department this spring, 
and Mr. Dorr says he will need a few more in- 
spectors. 

Controller May sent word yesterday to the 
delinquent department asking them to hurry 
up with their estimates so that the appropria- 
tion bill can be drafted. The Council passed 
an order directing the estimates to be pre- 
pared by Jan. 20, but that day passed without 
their com pletion.

May Lease the Lake Front, 


Among the Aldermen theré appears to be little 
opposition to leasing the Lake Front to 
the Burning of Chicago Spectacular com- 
pany. Ald. Ellert, who introduced the proposition 
in the Council, said: *“* The land is not being used, 
and the city might as well have a revenue from it. 
Under the lease it will receive a rental of $3,000 a 
month, and the city needs the money. The exhi- 
bition will not interfere with the park, as the 
lease ores only that land north of Madison 
street.”’ ‘**I see no objection to the plan,’’ said 
Aid, Sexton. An order authorizing the Controller 
to enter into a lease will be introduced to the 
Council Monday night. It will be presented in 
the shape of an order from the Committee on 
Wharves and Public Grounds, and under the 
rules wil be deferred at least one week before ac- 
tion is taken.”’

The County Board Finance committee had a 
long meeting yesterday and cleaned up the bills 
which have been accumulating for several weeks.

HOW HE WON OVER THE JURY.

E.G. Asay Tells of an O 


ip Chicago. 

E.G. Asay, whois now livingon a farm 
near Oregon, Ili, was for many years one of 
the leading criminal lawyers of Chicago, He 
18 DOW paying one of his periodical visits to the 
sceue of his former labors and triumphs, and 
at the Palmer House last night told. the fol- 
lowing story: 

“In trying criminal cases I always) en- 
deavored to secure the sympathy of the jury 
for myself and my client by exciting national 
feelings. As the criminals were frequently 
Irish or German and the juries generally 
made up of those nationalities this was not 
often very difficult todo. On one occasion, 
away back in 1865, when Judze Manierre was 
on the bench and Carlos Haven was Prose- 
cuting Attorney, I happened to be defending 
& young Gerinan, so when I got up to open 
my side of the case I began by saying: ‘ Gen- 
tlemen of the jury, this young countryman of 
ours is charged with so and so.’ Haven 
winced, because he saw at once that his case 
was gone. The Germans on the jury saw to 
it that the man was acquitted. 

** But the next day I was defending a young 
Irishman, and when I rose to open my case | 
began as before: ‘Gentlemen of the jury, 
this young countryman of oura is charged 
with so and so.’ This was too much for 
Haven, and he jumped up with an objection, 
half serious and half humorous, that I was 
playing on the feelings of the jury by decep- 
tion. *Why, your Honor,’ he said, ‘Mr. Asay 
was defending a German yesterday and got 
him off by claiming that he was a country- 
man of his, and today he is claiming that this 
Irishman is his countryinan. It is outrage- 
ous to play such tricks on this court.’ 

**Haven thought he had me in a tight place 
but he was playing right into my hand. i 
adinitted to the court that it looked bad for 
me, but claimed the privilege cf defending 
myself which was very readily granted. 
Then I said, with the deepest solemnity: 
‘Gentlemen of the jury, I am charged with 
claiming -a. German as my: countryman 
yesterday and an Irishman today, and 
I plead guilty to the charge. Both of 
them are my countrymen, My father was 
a German and & descendant of the revolu- 
tionary Germans; my grandfather was a lover 
of liberty, and was driven away from Germany 
for his patriotic and hervic efforts in behalf of 
freedom. Therefore every German is my 
countryman, But, gentlemen of the jury, 
away off in the East lives my venerable 
mother—God bless her—with bowed form 
with raven locks, and gray eyes. Who is she? 
A descendant of Robert Emmet, the greatest 
of Irishmen. Every Irishman is my country- 
man. Now, let us proceed with the trial of 
our unfortunate young countryman, who 
stands at the bar of this court falsely accused 
of stealing two barrels of flour and a ham of 
bacon,’ 

‘*Haven was dumfounded. The jurymen 
were all thrilled. ‘The trial was a mere for- 
mality. It did not take the jury five miuutes 
to agree on a verdict of not guilty. After 
court adjourned Manierre, Haven, and I went 
to lunch together, and Manierre and I had a 
great laugh at Haven, whosimply said, ‘I will 
never give mg! another chance to lie like that.’ 
It was no lie, though; it was the naked truth.” 


NO DAMAGE FROM ATMOSPHERIC ACTION. 


Iron and Steel Work in the Sky-Scrapers 
Not Affected by the Weather. 

The effect of the long-continued cold 

weather and the moderation of the last three 
days upon the iron and steel work of the tall 
buildings now in course of erection in this city 
was not so serious a8 many builders predicted 
that it would be, It was believed by many 
that the unusually cold temperature of the last 
month would cause much of the irun and steel 
material that is being used in these large 
structures to be ina contracted state, which, 
when exposed to the thew that commenced 
Tuesday, would commence to expand, and re- 
sult in the displacement of much of the iron 
and steel work. 
" With the thought that perhaps this had oc- 
curred a reporter for ‘Cue Trirpune visitea the 
new Hartford Building, where the foreman 
stated that in placing the iron beams that 
form the support of the building allowances 
had been, made for such an emergency and 
they had no trouble, 

H. J. Furber, owner of the new Columbus 
Building, State and Washington streets, said: 

“TIT came duwn toiwy bulidihng Wednesday 
morning with visions of wrenched bolts and 
cracked ceilings and mosaic floors. The iron 
work is almost finished and the plastering 
completed to the eighth floor, as well as the 
mosaic floors. I had my construction fore- 
man thoroughly inspect all of the completed 
iron work that was exposed and all of the 

ylastered halls and ceilings and also the floors. 
i was relieved when he reported that there 
was not a craek or break to be found.”’ 

At the Boyce Building, under ‘construction 
at Nos. 110 and 112 Dearbern street, the 
framework is true and intact and according 
to the arrangement of the false work no at- 
mospheric attacks could change the set lines. 
Foreman George Goldthwaite guided a re- 
porter for Tue Tripune through the laby- 
rinthian walks and dangerous sideways of a 
skyscraper in process of construction, ex- 
plaining the details and showing the impossi- 
bility of atmospheric interference with the 
work, 

To hold the frame in position during ad- 
vancement fromm basement to top floor swivel 
rods and hog chains are used in one direction, 
assisted on the other side by immense raiters 
forced into position by wedges. In all direc- 
tions the joints are riveted wherever arivet can 
be used to advantage, bolts only being used 
on the joints inaccessible to rivets, and where 
cast iron chairs are used to bring cross beams 
to alevel ata floor. By thus clinching every 
piece and foot of the huge frame work it is 
impossible fur any climatic action to affect 
the structure if properly put together. 

Qn the Katahdin and Wachusett sister 
blocks, Dearborn and Van Buren streets, the 
cold weather interfered but little with the 
work, and the only actual damage was the 
splitting of a steel rafter, frosted through as 
it was being placed in position. Work is 
being rushed on these buildings, the contract 
calling for the completion of the first eight 
stories by May 1, and material is being put 
together faster than the ordinary rules permit. 

The frame work for the Old Colony Build- 
ing, Dearborn and Van Buren, which is to be 
seventeen stories in height, is up to the fourth 
floor, but the cold has had no effect on it. 
Octagonal steel columns form the main sup- 
port, from which lead rivetea beams and 
girders, and Foreman Waiters said yesterday 
there was not enough heat and cold in this 
atrnosphere to create expansion or contraction 
of such a structure.

DEATH OF ISIDOR WERTHEIMER, 


Well-Known London Character Who Fig- 
ured in the Dunlo Divorce Case. 

Loxpon, Jan. 21.—Isidor Wertheimer, a 
well-known London character who figured in 
the Dunlo divorce case, died today. 

[The Dunlo divorce case, in which Wertheimer 
figured as corespondent, was an action brought 
in 1899 by tne Earl of Clancarty to have severed 
the marriage bonds between his eldest son, Vis- 
count Dunlo, who is now the Earl of Clancarty, 
and his wife, who was formerly Belle Bilton. a 
well-known music hall singer. When the Earl 
learned that his son had married Belle Bilton, he 
packed him off on a foreign tour and began pro- 
ceedings for a divorce, naming Wertheimer, who 
was then a wealthy West End bric-a-brac dealer, 
as the corespondent. On thetrial Wertbeimer 


testified that. Lady Dunlo had iived at 
his house subsequent to her mar- 
riage with Viscount Dunlo, simply because 


her husband had deserted her and 
she had no means of support. Wertheimer sub- 
mitted that he loved Lady Dunlo and would not 
allow her to suffer privation. He cenied posi- 
tively that their’ relations were immoral, as did 
also Lady Dunlo. It became the general belief 
after the case had proceeded for a time that the 
old Earl of Clancarty had sent his son away in 
order to force his wife into her old life and thus 
force grounds for divorce, and the result of the 
trial was a verdict in favor of Lady Dunlo and 
Wertheimer. Viscount Danilo returned to En- 
gland and subsequently became reconciled to his 
wife. Hesucceeded his father as Eari of Clan- 
carty on the latter’s death, May 29, 1591. | 


SEVENTEEN NEW CASES REPORTED. 


No Sign of the Cholera in Neitleben Asy- 
lum Abating. 

Bertin, Jan. 21.—The outbreak of cholera 
in the Neitleben iunatic Asylum shows no 
sign of abating in virulence. Today seven- 
teen new cases and two deaths were reported. 
The total number of cases since the outbreak 
is sixty-three. Of those attacked nineteen 
have died. Prof. Koch, who was requested 
by Emperor William to make an investiga- 
tion into the causes of the appearance of the 
disease, reports that the River Saale below 
the asylum is infected with cholera bacilli. 
Another negro belonging to the crew of the 
German steamer Gretchen Bohlen, at Ham- 
burg from Grand Popo, has been removed to 
the cholera hospital.

Parliament will meet one week from next 
Tuesday and the 670 members of the House 
of Commons are wondering where they will 
sit. Aceording to usage Ministers and their 
followers always sit on the right of the Chair, 
while the opposition members sit on the left, 
lt has always been the rule of the Irish party, 
since Parnell’s time, to sit on the opposition 
side as an outward visible sign of their inde- 
pendence of all English parties. But Mr, 
Chamberlain is anxious to remain in 
the opposition also with his Liberal- 
Unionist supporters, because it would 
bring him into closer personal contact with 
the leaders and conduce to that perfect fusion 
of the two sections which 1s Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s ambition. Mr. Chamberlain reckons 
without his host, though, as the McCarthyites 
will not even consider a proposal to change 
sides. It would be against the feeling of the 
party and be bad policy. 

Mr. Redmond has made a fresh appeal for 
heip to enable his party to attend Parliament 
and tocarry on the movement in Ireland. 
After four days only $700 has been subscribed 
from Ireland, whereas he wants at least $15,- 
000. But even should the needed money be 


forthcommg, of which there is no likebibgod, 


only four Redmondists would attend regular- 
ly. ‘The appeal for funds for the Dublin Red- 


mondite newspaper has also proved a failure, 
so that the party is encompassed with finan- 
cial difficulties. 

Labouchere Finds Only One Supporter. 

Mr. Labouchere‘has so far only found one 
supporter tor his policy on foreign affairs. 
This is Story, member for Sunderland, well 
known in San Francisco, where he has spent 
the winter for many years. Mr. Story is to be 
Labouchere’s whip, and is now in London 
busily canvassing the Radicals for support for 
a motion contemplated by Mr. Labouchere 
calling for the evacuation of Egypt. 
They will detach some Radical votes on this 
question, but as the whole Tory party wiilsup- 
port Mr. Gladstone it cannot harm the gov- 
erninent. Of course neither Labouchere nor 
Story intend to assault the government on 
any critical question. Their worrying will be 
on minor matters. 

Coming Events in Germany. 


Contrary to the usual rule there have been 
this week all sorts of doings among royal per- 
sonages worth noting in a line ortwo. Ger- 
many is again, like last week, the theater of 
most interesting happenings. Here Princess 
Margaret of Prussia is to marry Prince Fred- 
erick Charles of Hesse next Wednesday, 
and Friday the German Emperor is gomg 
to celebrate his birthday witn all the pomp 
and circumstance that youth and love for 
personal exploitation make possible. The 
English royal family wilt be well represented 
at the Berlin wedding and nearly all the 
guests will stop over to the birthday celebra- 
tion two days later. The young bridegroom- 
elect is not well-to-do and the match is said to 
be purely one of affection. 

One of the prettiest pictures of the wedding 
festivities will be a curious double German 
quadrille on horseback. There will be eight 
noble ladies, the best horsewomen in the land, 
and eight officers of the First Dragoons, the 
Prince’s own regiment. The men will wear 
stiff Hessian uniforms of the last century 
and the ladies will be in elaborate riding cos- 
tumes of that date. They are having re- 
hearsals reguiarly and the effect will be the- 
atric and brilliant. The young couple will 
come over here in a month orsoand will be 
guests of the Queen at Windsor. Empress 
Frederick is also coming over in about ten 
days to pay a little call on the Queen, but she 
will be out of the way before the young peo- 
ple arrive. The Emperor himself has made 
arrangements to take part in the yacht Traces 
in the spring, and altogether there promises to 
be a series of visits between the reigning fam- 
ilies of Germany and Engiand. 


Press Censorship Extends to the Bible. 


There is curious editing of the Bible now 
going on in Turkey. The general censorship 
of the press there extends to the Bible, and tne 
Suitan also, with rare caution, insists that the 
scripture shall be edited so as not to conflict 
with his own authority. Take an instance or 
two for example. He declares that the ex- 
pression “thy kingdom come’”’ in the 
the Lord’s prayer must be cut out of 
Bibles before they can be cir- 
culated in his dominions. He says his 
kingdom 1s already there and he doesn’t want 
any other kingdom coming and interfering 
with his rights. All references to the kingdom 
of heaven are looked upon with suspicion and 
will have to be either cut out or rewritten so 
as to cast no reflection on the Sultan. 
Some changes are especially curious. 
The lesson from the fourth chapter 
of St. Luke, from 
the twenty-first verses, must be struck,out be- 
cause it speaks of the liberty of the gospel, 
andthe word “liberty ” implies something 
offensive toward the existing government. 
Sorrow changed into joy, as illustrated in 
the lesson from Jeremjeh; xxx... 7-16, is. .sup- 
pressed. It speaks of the return of the Israel- 
ites from captivity, and there may be treason 
lurking in the lesson. So the changes run, 
making a Bible curious and unique. 

Listening to the Voice of Labor. 


The reverse side of the doings of royalty, more 


in these islands just now than anywhere else, 


is the voice of labor making itself heard. The 
state is listening anxiously to what it says, 
and is promising to do its bidding. The new 
Department of Labor has just been approved 
by the Cabinet, and hereafter the men 
who work will have much to say 
to the manner in which they are 
governed, This is a long step in the direction 
of recognition of the rights of mere manhcod, 
and taken in connection with labor demon- 
strations all over the country as well as here it 
is significant of what other governments may 
expect. Not only the} State but the Church, 
hitherto deaf to this voice, is learning the les- 
son of attention. 

The Pope, quick to recognize the import- 
ance of the new element, has decided to issue 
through Cardinal Vaughan an encyclical deal- 
ing largely with/the social and labor question. 
it wil] define the-duty of the rican members of 
the church towards the poor and will be in 
line with the recent position taken in Amer- 
ica about which there has been so much talk 
of late. 

Girlhood Doggerel of the Queen. 


Our own Queen over here has made her 
debut as a poetess this week much to her own 
disgust. Somebody has scraped together some 
verses written in Her Majesty’s girlhood days 
in which members of the Cabinet are gently 
ridiculed. The enterprising publisher of these 
lines has been talked to in officiat language, 
with the result that the objectionable lines 
have been withdrawn from circulation. They 
are not good poetry and not exceptionally 
good sense. The Queen in her younger days 
was fond of fun. 

A lady in waiting happened to mention 
that some comment had been made on the 
frequency of her dining with her Ministers. 
** Well,” remarked the Queen, “if the Lord 
Mayor is’ alloWed to have his fool to make 
sport for him surely a Queen may have her 
dolls now and then to season her repast.”’ It 
was in this mood that the Queen indicted her 
quizzical ballad.

Lonpon, Jan. 21.—| Copyrighted, 1898, by 
the New York Times.]—If time had dealt 
more lightly with the wits of poor old Ferdi. 
nand de Lesseps he might well chuckle today 
over the part he is playing in the affairs of the 
world. This palsied octogenarian, dozing 
in his wheeied chair among the pots and palms 
of his little conservatory, remains the hero 
of the strange double-barreled situation, 
which grows bigger and stranger day by 
day and may end by covering al Europe with 
its shadow. France is prosecuting De 
Lesseps as a swindier for his deeds in 
the Western Hemisphere with one hand, and 
with the other she is striving to turn to profit- 
able account his achievements in the eastern 
half of the globe. To paraphrase Canning, she 
calls on Africa to redress the wrongs of Cen- 
tral America; against Panama she plays Suez. 
It wasa brilliantly cheeky move in a bold 
game, this sudden shoving of Egypt across 
the board, and the English have not yet re- 
covered from their dazed surprwse at the per- 
formance, still less do they seem to compre- 


hend its true and full meaning. There 
is a conspiracy of i silence among 
those who. know about Egypt which 


dovetails neatly with the popular league 
ofignorance. Facile semi-official correspond. , 
ents at Cairo have created out of the week's 
events a legend which munisters greatly to 
John Bull’s self-pride. He really believes 
that when the hotheaded, reckless boy of the 
Khedive started on a childish impulse to play 
tricks his stern British mentok went in and 
scolded him into frightened submission, com- 
pelled him humbly to undue ali he had done, 
and sue on his knees for pardon. “Even such 
a professed organ of radicalism as the Star 
spoke with triumph of young Abras on his 
knees, and today’s Spectator solemnly detlares 
English influence in Egypt to have been . 
strengthened by the crisis. Such self-decep- 
tion is almost criminal. 
Egypt’s Position, 


What has really happened is this: The 
young Khedive has openly placed himself at 
the head of the anti-English party in Egypt 
and put all his pro-English Ministers sum- 
marily into the street; he has installed a 
group of advisers who are notoriously hostile 
to British control. With Oriental cunning he 
has arranged as a figurehead for this new

came he allowed himself to be argued into 
submission to the extent of withdrawing this 
one straw man. This has been extravagantly 
hailed in England as a victory for British in-

As a matter of fact 
it is -a strictly bogus triumph and 
has settled nothmg whatever. .The new 


Premier, who probably was the Khedive’s 


real choice all along,is profoundly reactionary 


and anti-British; his new subordinates are 
active leaders of the native party, and where 
not are recognized servants of the Franeo- 
Russian combination. This change alters 
everything. Where the English red.coat was a 
week ago the badge of unquestioned authority 
it is now the symbol of batred intrusion, which 
every day is to becorthe more vexatious in the 
eyes of Cairo. Sothoroughly are the press 
dispatches from Egypt to England edited by - 
the Censor, or kept in line with his wishes, 
that we are told nothmg of what Cairo 
thinks. We get only vague rumors of 
a possible mob demonstration tonight when 
the Khedive goes in state to hear ** Aida,” but 


‘ Paris is full of stories that popular uprisings 


in Cairo and Alexandria are only a question 
of days or even of hours. All this by no means 
signities that England is about to be chased 
from Egypt, but it does raise a probability 
that she will have to reéstablish her position 
by more or less violent methods and as a con- 


| sequence abandon once for all her canting 
“nonsense about intending presently to leave 


the country. 
Thus Will Panama Be Relegated. 


This involves the certainty of a vigorous 
diplomatic warfare with France and Russia, 
with overhanging possibility of hot words 
leading to complications; and this in turn, 
mark you, promises to so excite the popular 
Chauvinistic spirit of the French that they 
will lose interest in these awkward Panama 
in vestigations. 

Here we have the trick of the thing in a nut- 
shell. Every politician whose name may be 
on that ugly list of Andrieux, every journal- 
ist who shrinks from explaining where 
advertisement ends and blackmail begins! 
has been longing with all his heart for a 
diversion of some sort. Nothing could be 
more opportune than the how] against En. 
gland and nothmg could be more adroit than 
the way in which England has been forced 
into an attitude of tyranny in Egypt to justify 
this howl. There needs now only boldness 
enough to provoke an armed scuffle in Cairo 
and we shall hear the last of Panama until 
it is seen what is gomg to come out of this - 
new situation. 

Continental statesmen lie very low. They 
always are fascinated alike by the prospect of 
seeing England embroiled with somebody of 
her own size, and excited by the possibility of 
extracting an advantage for their own coun- 
try from the affair. Unhappily for them that 
strange protecting influence,one part wisdom, 
seven parts biind luck,which guides Britannia 
on her lurching course generally brings these 
hopes and plans to nothing. All that can be 
said is that for the moment it looks 
very much as if England will be forced to 
openly cast in her lot with the triple allance, 
There are yet ten days before Parliament 
tneets, and by that time the Egyptian question 
may have easily assumed extreme importance, 
Thus far, however, the English are hardiy dis- 
cussing it at all, talking as if Irish home rule 
was the only real issue on earth. 

Parliament to Be Well Attended. 


Under the influence of the spectacle of 
Gladstone taking long, brisk walks each day 
and transacting a great lot of business and. 
carrying himself with jaunty confidence, the 
Liberal underlings in London have now quite 
recovered their spirits and look forward te 
this historic last day of January with reas- 
sured hearts. There will be from opening day 
a phenomenal attendance, quite beyond that 
of previous Parhaments, and throughout the 
whole session the whips count upon the pres- 
ence within cab summons of Westminster of 
more than twice as many members as there 
are seats.

MARRIES AN AUSTRALIAN DANSEUSE, 


T. B. Curran’s Departure Causes a Sensation 
in trish Circles. 

Lonpoyx, Jan. 21.—A sensation has been 
caused in Irish cireles by the announcement 
that T. B. Curran. M, P. for Kilkenny, has 
been privately married at the registry office in 
Manchester tu an Australian danseuse by the 
name of Marie Brooks, who is playing the 
principal part, that of a boy, in a local pan- 
tomime. Mr. Curran is about 22 years of age 
and is the youngest member of the House of 
Commons. He isa handsome young man and 
the son of T. Curran, M. P. for South Sligo. 
Mr. Curran Sr. is an Irish-Australian who 1s 
reported to have made a fortune in the colo- 
nies. Mr. Curran Jr. is a member of the Sid- 
ney University and is a Nationalist in politics, 
having been elected by 844 votes to 604 for J. 
O’Connor, Parnellite. Mr. Curran and Will- 
iam Allen of Necastle-Under-Lyme, England, 
are the two youngest members of the House 
of Commons, being both about 22. 

Translation of Wagner’s Prose Works. 

A translation of Wagner’s prose works pub- 
lished today shows a volume of sketches not 
technical and rather autobiographical. He 
tells in an interesting way cf his likes and 
dislikes in music, his love of Beethoven and 
Mozart, and his contempt for the profound 
efforts of Schumann and Brams. Every 
woman who admires “ Lohengrin” will be 
interested in his remarkable account of-his 
conversion to the view that Elsa, whom he 
first conceived as having trifled with ‘* Lohen- 
grin,” was quige right in insisting on know- 
ing all about him. In some later dramas 
woman’s part is quite as heroic as man’s. It 
is a curious volume all in all. 

“ Werther” the Week’s Musical Event. 

The musical event of the week has been the 
production of Massenet’s opera, ** Werther,’’ 
in Paris. From every quarter comes only 
praise. The universal judgment is that it is 
more perfect than anything he has yet writ- 
ten. The orchestration is more simple than in 
most of his compositions, and he has aban- 
doned those rich choral masses so destructive 
of his former works. The Jove duet between 
‘Werther and Charlotte is perhaps the most 
striking air of the opera. 

Unknown Composer Comes to the Fore, 

in Berlin a new and almost unknown com- 
poser ‘has come to the fore nearly as rapidly as 
did Mascagni. He is a young Dane named 
August Enna, and ‘‘The Witch” is his first 
work of importance. He has been earning a 
poor living as a schoolmaster, but after this 
production he will give up teaching for music. 
His work reminds one somewhat of Wagner. 
It is original and rnelodious, and considered 
from alyrical as well as a dramatic stand- 
point inakes a fine impression.

MUCH COMMENT MADE, 


VIEWS EBLIOITED BY OHANOELLOR 
VON OAPRIVI'S SPEECH. 


Large Number of Communications from 
Foreign Powers Received at Berlin— 
Friendly Powers Affirm Their Sym- 
pathy with Germany—All Parties Fear 
Dissolution if the Army Bill Is Not 
Passed—The Czar’s Hostility Relaxing— 
Crisis in the Hungarian Cabinet. 

Berurx, Jan. 21.—Before the Reichstag 
committee on the army bill adjourned for 
three days on account of the court fétes con- 
nected with the marriage of Princess Mar- 
garet of Prussia to Prince Frederick Carl, 
Chancellor von Caprivi made a significant 
reference to the communications that had 
been received from foreign powers, arising 
from what he termed the distorted press re- 
ports of his recent speeches. The Chancellor 
said that he had no reason to regret thetex- 
change of views thus elicited. Mutual declar- 
ations on the situation had enabled the friend- 
ly powers to affirm their sympathies with Ger- 
many, while no hostile expression or com- 
plaint had been received from any quarter. 

A semi-official note in the North German 
Gazette further explains in response to the 
assertion that the Chancellor had pledged 
Germany to an armed support of the Austrian 
police in the Balkans that no such guarant6e 
exists. There was nothing, the paper adds, 
told by the Chancellor to the committee to 
warrant an assertion that any departure from 
the known principle of the Austrian alliance 
was even intended, much less accomplished. 

This explanation has rather chilled Aus- 
trian enthusiasm over Von Caprivi’s policy, 
but, if rectified, his position in the face 
of the contentions of the opposition is 
that he had committed Germany to such 
terms as would place all the military re- 
sources of Germany at the service of the 
Austrian aggrandizement. 

All Parties Fear Dissolution, 


As the day nears when the committee will 
report to the Reichstag the political atmos- 
phere becomes clearer. The members of the 
Reichstag of all parties have been sounding 
their constituents in order to agcertain the 
probable results if the Reichstag is dissolved 
over the bill. Personal inquiries made in the 
lobbies of the Reichstag enable one to state 
that both the Center and Freisinnige parties 
have learned enough to cause them to shrink 
from a dissolution of the House. Should new 
elections be held they would resuit in the re- 
turn of an increased number of Socialists 
and Copservatives, with an anti-Semitic pro- 
gram, and South German Democrats, 
but the rejection of the bill 
would leave such a weakening 
of the Freisinnige representation as 
would nearly amount to temporary extinction. 
The party will therefore compromise. The 
adherents of Herr Richter continue to head 
the irreconcilable section, but Herren Richter, 
Bamberger, and Barth are ready to accept 
almost nominal concessions as an excuse to 
vote for the bill. 

Czar’s Hostility to Germany Relaxed. 


The Czarowitz, who will attend the wed- 
ding of Princess Margaret and Prince Fred- 
erick Carl, will remain in Berlin for a week. 
This fact has aroused great expectations of a 
renewal of the friendship that formerly ex- 
isted between the German and Russian courts. 
There are several other and concurrent indica- 
tions that the Czar is relaxing his hostility, if 
such it may be termed, toward Germany. 
Besides giving his assent to the prolonged atay 
of the Czarowitz in Berlin. the Czar evinces 
openly his warm regard for Gen. von Werder, 
the new German Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg. He has also ordered that the Russian 
commission of the commercial convention 
with Germany must conclude its negotiations 
within the next three months. Whether or 
not the events in France are causing the Czar 
to change his policy, it is certain that the 
French group in the Russian court is losing 
ite ascendency. 

The Czarowitz will be met Monday at 
Eydtkuhnen by Emperor William’s special 
train. Upon his arrival in Berlin he will be 
received by the Emperor and a number of the 
German Princes. He will be escorted to the 
Russian Embassy, where he will make his 
residence during his sojourn, by a squadron of 
cavalry. Besides being present at Princess 
Margaret’s wedding the Czarowitz will at- 
tend the Emperor’s birthday fétes. Then he 
will visit Darmstadt, report says, for the pur- 
pose of seeing Princess Alexandria with a 
view to betrothing her. 

Crisis in the Hungarian Cabinet. 


The developments of the Kulturkampf of 
Hungary are watched here with great inte rest. 
Telegrams received here today from Buda 
Pesth foreshadow another overturn of the 
cabinet through a coalition against its civil 
warriage legislation. Herr Czaky. Hungarian 
Minister of Worship, having been unable to 
obtain Emperor Francis Joseph’s permission 
to admonish the Bishop of Schoppen for a 
vehement pastoral issued by him denouncing 


‘the government for its attitude on the mar- 


riage question, has offeréd to resign. The 
Minister of Justice supports Herr Czaky. 
The Emperor refuses the required permisston 
on the ground that his interference would be 
unconstitutional. The priest’s party is in the 
meantime growing in strength. The people 
are rather passive, but their tendency is 
against the government. 
Emperor Wants Labor Troubles Settled. 


Emperor William at a dinner given by him 
to Herr Krupp and a number of other men 
engaged in huge industrial enterprises tried 
to talk them into adopting a better policy 
toward their workmen. Herr Krupp con- 
tended, and in this he was supported by 
others, that the absolute suppression of strikes 
and the severe punishment of strikers would 
be the best way to meet the men’s demands. 
The Emperor advised his guests to discuss the 
claims of the men with chosen delegates, pro- 
vided the men first resumed wotk and rb- 
mained at work pending a settlement of the 
matters in dispute. “Freiherr von Berlepsch, 
Prussian Minister of Commerce, took part in 
this dinner conference and supported the 
arguments advanced by the Emperor. 

Artisans Shall Be Efficient Workmen. 


The Reichstag has sent to a committee. after 
it had received general sanction, Herr Acker- 
mann’s bill providing that artisans shall not 
be allowed to set up in business for them- 
selves unless they hold certificates of their 
efficiency as workingmen. The bill provides 
aiso that workingmen’s stores shall be per- 
mitted to sell goods only to members of 
trades guilds, and restricts the system of sell- 
ing goods on credit and paying for them in 
weekly installments. By the terms of the 
bill the artisans of any district will be com- 
pelled to join a trade guild, if a majority of 
the trade to which they shall belong shall de- 
cide to do so. 

Berlin Mortality Increased by the Cold. 
The intensity of the cold has enormously 
increased the mortality in Berlin. Apart 
from the homeless poor and paupers reputa- 
ble artisans are suffering. The guardians of 
the poor have proved that they were not pre- 
pared for the emergency. ‘They were utterly 
unable to meet the demands made upon them 
for fuel and food. Many thousands of the 
residents of Berlin are starving, with the tem- 
perature at 22° Reaumier. Visitors to the 
poorer districts declare that the famine there 
isequal to that preva iling in Russia. 
Loans Not to Be Issued in London or Paris. 
The Rothschild syndicate has decided not to 
issue the Austrian and Hungarian gold loans 
in either London or Paris. They will be 
issued in Vienna, Buda Pesth, Berlin, Frank- 
fort, and Amsterdam. The syndicate, which 
has taken the loan at 92, will offer it at 94,

through an English firm styling itself the ** In- 
ternational Mercantile Society of London,” 
which is advertising throygbout Germany,

Schulburg, Beyer & Co. of Chicago. Waiters 
and waitresses for kiosks were wanted. Every 
applicant was to send cight shilimg to the so- 
ciety. The police have found that the firm 
has no connection with the World’s Fair. 
French Charges on Ambassadors. 

The Cologne Gazette, referring to the veiled 
charges made in Paris against several Ambas- 
sadors in connection with the Panama affair, 
says that the rage for slander with which the 
French press has been seized raises the ques- 
tion whether the powers will permit their rep- 
resentatives to become the prey of unjust sus- 
picions. The French laws, the Gazette adds, 
afford no adequate protection, and it may be 
expedient for the Ambassadors to watch the 
developments of events outside of France 
until the epidemic of calumny shall cease, 

Debate on Taxing Alcohol, 

The measures for taxing. alcohol and bourse 
transactions, both of which are associated 
with the necessity for money for army ex- 
penditures, have been referred to a com- 
mittee. During the debate of the proposed 
alcohol tax a number of Conservatives pro- 
nounced themselvés in favor of a state 
monopoly of spirit production. Others of the 
party protested’ that a tax on beer would ruin 
nearly 8,000 of the smaller breweries. 

Americans at the Royal Reception. 

Among those who attended a reception at 
the royal castle yesterday were Lieut. Evans, 
naval attaché of the Ameriean Legation, and 
Mrs. Evans, who was presented tothe Em- 
press; Lieut, Sargent, naval attaché and 
Lieut.

GRANDEST COURT EVENT IN YEARS. 


Such Will Be the Wedding of Princess 
Margaret—Russia’s Attitude, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Bern, Jan. 2h—|Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett. ]—Politics, Solism, 
and anti-Semitism this week were sunk in the 
vortex on account of the royal wedding, which 
is going to be the grandest court function 
seen in many years. Princess Margaret was 
almvust like a twin sister to Duchess Sparta. 
She met her future husband at Hamburg. He 
is by nature studious and artistic but by no 
means of a military disposition. He is a 
great favorite of the Empress, who 
is herself of a highly artistic nature. 
Today the King of Denmark sent a 
message saying it was highly unlikely that 
he would be able to appear at the wedding, 
owing to the severe weather, which has made 
navigation impossible. However, if the thaw 
continues we may see him here. His presence 
just now is of more than ordinary importance, 
seeing that the utmost endeavors are being 
made for arapprochement with Russia,in view 
of which the father of the Czarina was reck- 
oned to have had considerable influence. The 
Czarowitz is coming, and that has caused the 
greatest satisfaction here. Rumor had it that 
both he and the King of Denmark 
would not come, owing to the se 
vere weather. That is nonsense. The 
Czarowitz is not only coming but is 
bringing beautiful presents with him. It 
will be remembered that at one time Bis- 
marck tried his utmost to make a match be- 
tween him and Princess Margaret, but Em- 
press Frederick refused for reasons which 
eannot be published. Every endeavor will 
be made to give the heir to Russia a warm 
welcome. He will occupy a room in the 
palace of the Kaiser formerly tenanted by 
Czar Nicholas. Today I made acall at the 
Frederick palace and found the whole suite in 
eager expectation. Presents were coming in 
atevery moment. The Kaiser sends his sister 
a magnificent Riviera diamond with earrings 
and three loops of diamonds, with large pearls 
as acenter. Empress Frederick’s present is 
acomplete parure diamond and emeralds, 
also a magnificent tiara of diamonds in the 
form of Marguerite’s center formed by pearls. 
There are 1,500 stones in the latter and the 
lower part is formed by a plait of the Prin- 
cess’ own hair. 

Little Hope for the Military BilL 

The Hamburg Parliamentary Commission 
hesitates now more than ever to grant the 
requests of Caprivi for the military bill. The 
Chancellor has raised all kinds of specters to 
members of the Reichstag without avail. 
Compromise bas been the watchword, but 
what the compromise would be is beyond the 
sphere of any one to say at present. He is not 
quite so clever in this respectas was Bismarck 
in his day. The latter used to beat the drum 
in fine style, whereas Caprivi merely gives the 
same tune ina minor key. The fact still re- 
mains that the people, as also the officers, 
are strongly against the bill. The Cen- 
ter party refuses to yield, notwithstand- 
ing the imperial blandishments, and it may 
bea long time ere the military bil] will be 
passed, even in a mutilated form. It is a 
significant fact that Baron Schorlmer, a rep- 
resentative member of the Center, has just 
been decorated; but, on the other hand, Dr. 
Lieber, another most prominent member of 
the Center, hus tartly declared that nothing 
will satisfy his party but the two years’ 
service. 


UNION LABORERS SCORED BY A JUDGE. 


He Likens Them to Anarchists and High- 
waymen, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 21.—[{Special.]— 
The thirteen striking switchmen at Muncie 
who for more than a week completely tied up 
the Lake Erie and Western railway, interfer- 
ing with the operation of trains there, were 
before Judge Bakee in the Federal Court 
aguin today for violating the temporary in- 
junction. Judge Baker, whose presence is re- 
quired in Chicago next week, was compelled 
to adjourn court leaving the case unsettled. 
Before admitting the men to bail, however, he 
delivered instructions for.their guidance. At 
the same time he gave his opinion of organ- 
ized labor and labor unions in general, class- 
tug themn with Anarchists and other societies 
formed for the purpose of overthrowing the 
government. He had no objections to work- 
ingmen uniting to study political economy 
and for the betterment of their condition if 
they could doso without going against the 
law. Continuing the court says: 

In this case the evidence shows that there are 
a number of men who belong to a secret labor or- 
ganization, whose ramifications reach not only 
over the entire extent of the United States but 
into Canada as well. It has kindred associations 
by other names in Europe, All these organiza- 
tions have the same general aim, and that is, by 
force, violence, and terrorism, tocompel their em- 
ployers tosubmit their business, their property, 
their means of livelihood to the arbitrary de- 
mands of these associations. In their secret, oath- 
bound assemblies they determine for themselves 
on what terms they will work for others, They 
refuse those who are not members of their as- 
sociation the opportunity to labor when 
they desire to do so. hose who will 
not submit to their exactions have no 
more option about carrying on their business than 
has the belated traveler when the highwayman 
presents a revolver and bids him submit. These, 
combinations teach the fantastic and monstrous 
doctrine that a man who is hired to labor and is 
paid for his work has some sort of equitable right 
in the property of his employer, together with a 
right of perpetual ompleomens, It may do for 
men that are reckless of the welfare of human so- 
ciety to imperil life, property, and liberty and the 
perpetuity of our institutions by teaching such 
doctrines, but the Judge who tolerates it ought to 
be stripped of his gown and be driven from the 
sacred temple of justice. 
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WILL BUILD BARGES. 


JOHN D. ROOKEFELLER AFTER AN- 
OTHER BIG MONOPOLY. 


Seeking to Control the Construction of 
Steel Ships and Whalebacks in the 
United States-Also Prepared for a Re- 
moval of the Duty on Iron—Canadian 
and New England Railway Managers 
Scheming for European Traffic to the 
World's Fair—Hotel Arrivals, 


Paul Blackman of West Superior is at the 
Great Northern, and had the following to say 
yesterday concerning developments in the 
Northwest: 

“ The consolidation of the West Superior 
steel works and the Steel Barge company 
with a paid up capital of over $7,000,000 16 an- 
other of John D. Rockefeller’s idea. This 
new company has everything its own way now 
and aims to control the steel barge or 
‘whaleback’ production in the United 
States. It o#ns iron mines in the Mesaba and 
Virmilion ranges just across the bay, and the 
ore is delive at its works at slight expense. 
This iron is rolled into barge plates and 
vessel is turned out complete at ite mills, 
With all these advantages it wul be scen that 
it can defy competition and vontro] the busi- 
ness. 

“ This is only one of the daring schemes of 
Rockefeller in this connection. He is reach- 
ing out, to secure the iron production of the 
Mesabe district, and I think Ex-Gov. Camp- 
bell and his company that held a meeting here 
last week know what Rockefeller is after. 
They are preparing a rich bait fora big fish 
and when he gets ready he will bite. Al) the 
success of this monopoly of the iron industry 
of the Northwest depends upon the 
single question of taking the tariff off 
iron ore. There are some dangerous neigh- 
bors just over the Canadian border in the 
Port Arthur iron mines. Should the Demo- 
crats remove the tariff from iron and allow 
the Port Arthur product to come in duty free 
it would depress the Mesabe and Vermillion 
mines apd reduce the value of their output, 
The West Superior Steel company would aot 
be averse to such acondition. In fact it wants 
it, and would take advantage of the de- 
pression to gobble every mine in sight. It 
must not be supposed that Rockefeller and his 
associates fear the Port Arthur product, as it 
has been developed that the shrewd Standard 
Oil king is on that side of the fence, too. Re- 
cently a number of American capitalists 
bought up the Port Arthur district and are 
now erecting a large smelter there. Through 
the Dominion Parliament they have been 
granted a subsidy of $2aton on ali pig-iron 
produced by thein on Canadian soil. Wil 
this pig-iron go to Canadian manufacturers? 
Probably it will if the tariff is not taken off. 
But if itisevery bar of pig-iron turned out 
will go to the West Superior steel works, as 
Rockefeller is said to be the prime mover— 
the man behind the throne—in that Port Ar- 
thur syndicate. Wehave in our midst a gi- 
gantic iron monopoly, developing rapidly in 
the West Superior and Port Arthur districts, 
second only to the great Standard Oil trust 
itself, 


F. E. Brown, a New England railroad offi- 
cial, is at the Wellington with the New Hamp- 
shire World’s Fair Board to arrange for a New 
England railway exhibit at the Fair. 

* Relative to the Canadian Pacific road 
using the Intercolonial road to bring Euro- 
pean passengers to Chicago,”’ said he, “I will 
say any scheme is not beyond the bounds of 
this Canadian octopus. Van Horn’s scheme 
to use the Intercolonial as aconnecting link 
with his fast line of steamersis all right, as he 
practically controls that road, but the hitch in 
his plans now appears to be in his ability 
to secure the steamers on such short notice. 
In three months the World’s Fair is to be 
opened, and unless the President of the 
Canadian Pacific is already building steamers 
in England he could not inaugurate his latest 
scheme to turn European travel through 
Canada in time for the Columbian Exposi- 
tion. It is true, there will be a demand for 
another fast line across the Atlantic this 
spring, as it is estimated that with the present 
carrying capacity of all the lines not more 
than 250,000 people can be brought 
to this country from Europe for the 
Fair. In New England the impression 

revails that this new venture of our Canadian 
riends will act as a boomerang. The Ameri- 
can railroad men are not sleeping, and East- 
ern capitalists are numerous. Wecan meet 
the saving of twe days from Liverpoul to 
Chicago proposed by Van Horn if necessary. 
Aline of fast steamers sailing under the 
American flag and running direct to Port- 
land, Me., would cover the distance nearly as 
quickly as Van Horn’s line to Halifax. Then, 
using the Boston and Maine, Boston and Al- 
bany, and New York Central railroad systems, 
we can beat any Canadian Pacific train into 
Chicago, 


“There is considerable excitement at Es- 
quimalt Navy-Yard in British Columbia ow- 
ing to the news that the first-class battleship 
Temeraire has been ordered there from Hali- 
fax,’’ said G. C. Buffin of Victoria, B. C., at 
the Great Northern yesterday. ‘‘ This strength- 
ening vf the Pacific squadron is not looked 
upon in naval circles as an act of further pro- 
tection against the United States, but is the 
result of differences between Russia and En- 
gland respecting the Bering Sea. England is 
evidertly expecting trouble, as it has been 
rare fora battleship to be stationed in the 
North Pacific. The presence of a powerful 
Russian battleship in the vicinity may ex- 
plain England’s anxiety relative to her Pacitic 
possessions. It is understood that in addition 
to the Temeraire, either the Blake or Royal 
Arthur will be ordered to Esquimalt to relieve 
the flagship Warspite.”’

** Daly will not allow Clark to be elected,”’ 
he continued, “‘and the outcome of the pres- 
ent contest isa puzzler to all the prophets. 
Personally | am strongly in favor of the elec- 
tion of ex-Gov. Hauser. And I believe, too, 
that when Clark is dropped by the Democrats 
Gov. Hauser will be taken up. There is a dif- 
ference of opinion as to whether Daly would 
support Hauser, but it is certain that he would 
not oppose him with the vehemence that 
marks his opposition to Clark. Then, too, 
Hauser can get the one Populist vote that the 
Democrats need im order to elect the Senator. 

Hauser, I believe, would be the most satis. 
factory man to the national Democratic lead. 
ers. Gen. Hauser has an influential acquain- 
tance already made, and I believe that the 
Montana Legislature will finally solve the 
present tangle by his election as Senator 
Sanders’ successor.”’

NEVER HEARD OF SKINNING KIDS ALIVE. 


Dealers in Gloves Laugh at the Statements 
of “A Lover of Animals.” 

The statement of “ A Lover of Animals” in 
Friday’s Trrsunz that the skin used for the 
making of fine kid gloves is taken from the 
young goat while alive could find no confirma- 
tion among the large dealers in kid gloves in 
this city. Most ofthem laughed at the state- 
ment, and none of them had ever heard of it. 

‘It is preposterous,” said one, ‘*l’he great 
kid glove district of the world is the Province 
of Grenoble, France, and ‘while every family 
there makes a business of raising kids for 
their skins, they have to depend for even the 
finer grades on importations from Germany 
and elsewhere. The larger portion of coarse 
kid skins coiune from South America in bales, 
and the thought of skinning a kid 
while alive for the sake of toning 
the softness of the skin never occurs to them. 
In New York there is a kid glove factory 
where the skins are tanned and colored, but it 
does not kill kids itself. There is also a kid 
glove factory in the northwestern portion of 
this city, but the gloves it makes are of the 
coarser qualities for winter wear, and presum- 
ably it gets most of its supply of skins from 
South Amorica.”’

But if he attempts 
to make any exposures of anything more than 
his ignorance of the regulations he will be ‘in- 
mediately stopped by the guards, who will in- 
form hit that he must'first secure a permit 
from the official photographer of the 
Columbian Exposition. In the pavilion 
to the left of the Sixty-first§ street 
entrance he will find Mr. Arnold, who 
for the consideration of $2 will give a per- 
mission to make 4x5 inch photographs during 
one day.

The bed at Jackson Park was made under 
the direction of John Thorp Sept. 22, 1892. 
It was spawnped Oct. 1, and the first dish of 
mushrooms was picked Nov. lL. Last Monday 
nearly a bushel of mushrooms were picked 
from the bed, which is 10x20 feet in size. 
George Hiller, who has charge of it, is an old 
mushroom grower. 

‘*Of the process of growing the fungiy’”’ he 
says, “many books have been written, bdt the 
best way fora man to learn how isto goto 
work and find out for himself.’”’ Any one 
may raise mushrooms in a cellar, but to 
raise them successfully in beds is an art. 
‘Lhe spawn or germ of the fungi is invisible 
and for convenience is mixed with a compost 
of manure into cakes six or eight inches 
square and one and one-half inches thick. 
These cakes are broken up and a small por- 
tion put into larger cakes of compost, and 
when the mushroums make their appearance 
as small white beads they are placed in beds. 
When this is done the chief requirements are 
darkness, an even temperature, moisture, and 
a few moments’ attention night and morning. 
The temperature for spawning is 97° and for 
the healthy growth of the fungus is 57°. 


CANNOT MAKE THE STATUE, 
Mrs. Mary Hamilton Schuyler Will Not Be 
Shown as a Typical Philanthropist. 

New . York, Jan, 21. — |Special. }—#sudge 
Ingraham of the Supreme Court handed 
down a decision today making permanent the 
temporary injunction obtained by Philip 
Schuyler to prevent the Woman’s Memorial 
Fund Association from makimg a statue of 
the late Mrs. Mary Hamilton Schuyler asa 
typical philanthropist for exhibition at 
the World’s Fair. All of Mrs. Schuyler’s 
relatives united in protesting against 
the proposition to exhibit her statue. Judge 
Ingraham holds that an irresponsible volun- 
tary association acting without pulic aythor- 
ity has no right to make a statue that will 
cause distress to surviving relatives. For in- 
stance, sensitive children might object to the 
exhibition of a wax work image of their father 
as part of a collection of reproductions of 
criminals. ‘Though the use to which the pro- 
posed statue of Mrs. Schuyler would be put at 
the World’s Fair might be unobjectwnable it 
would be a permanent work, ana after the 
Fair it might become a source of annoyance 
through Other uses. ‘These conditions wouid 
not apply to the statue of a public man 
erected by a State.

INFANTA ISABELLA TO COME HERE, 


Decision of the Spanish Cabinet That She 
Shall Visit the Fair. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. 21.—Advices from 
Madrid are that at a recent meeting of the 
Cabinet of Spain it was officially announced 
that the Infanta Isabella would represent the 
royal family of Spain at the Chicago Exposi- 
tion. Although no program has yet been 
formulated. it is understood that the Infanta 
will be conveyed to New York in the Spanish 
cruiser Conde de Venadile, and that she may 
be accompanied by her sister, the Infanta 
Eulalie. 

It was decided to ask the Cortes for author- 
ity to send for display at the Exposition all of 
the documents that exist in the Spanish 
archives relating to the discovery of America. 

The Minister of Public Works has decided 
to send to the Exposition representatives of 
the School of Arts at Madrid and a delegation 
of Spanish workingmen in order to give them 
the educational advantages offered by the Ex- 
position. 

FOR A WORLD’S CONGRESS OF WOMEN, 


Call Just Issued for a Gathering of Repre- 
sentatives from All Countries. 

A call has just been issued for a Worild’s 
Congress of Representative Women, which, it 
is expected, will open the series of world’s 
congresses to be held in Chicago during the 
Exposition. The purpose of the movement is 
not to advocate any one cause but to bring 
together represertatives of all worthy organi- 
zations of women of whatever nationality or 
specific object. The themes that will 
be discussed practically divide the Congress 


into the following divisions: Education, indus- | 


try, art, philanthropy and charity, moral and 
social reform, religion, civil law and govern- 
ment. Women will participate in the work in 
the degree in which they have taken part in 
the interest or activity indicated by the title 
of the speciai congress. Papers, itis said, will 
be read, reports made, and addresses deliv- 
ered, all bearing on the progress of women in 
the various countries. 


Model Postal Car Stalled, 

As an addition to the government exhibit a 
model postal car for railroad service arrived at 
the World's Fair grounds yesterday. It was built 
by the firm of Baker & Sharp of Wilmington, Del. 
It was being removed yesterday afternoon from 
the yards at the lower end of tne grounds to the 
Government Building, but became stalled near 


the southeast end of the Manufactures Buila- 
ing. At that point stands the Baker choco- 
late pavilion, and when it was attempted 


to pass by that structure it was found that the 
tracks were too close to it to allow the car to pass 
by. To remedy the difliculty a corner of the 
shell of the pavilion.was cut off, but still it was 
discovered that there was not sufficient room for 
the car to get by. Inthe dilemma the car was 
forced to be held there while the foreman of the 
chocolate building and the railroad tracks were 
sent forto decide whether it would be easier to 
move the tracks or tear down a comparatively 
large slice of the shell put up to protect the 
structure from which hot chocolate is to be dis- 
pensed to World’s Fair visitors. 


Burnham Wants More Money. 

Members of the Finance committee met yester- 
day and spent two hours poring over a budget 
which Director of Works Burnham submitted. 
When the meeting was over Chairman Peck said 
the committee felt like congratulating itself over 
the status of expenditures, r.

ALLIED ROADS NOT HURT BADLY. 


Serious Mistake Made by the Union Pa- 
cific in Striking Back, 


The lines represepting the opposition to the 
Union Pacific in the recently formed alliance 
against that company in the ticketing of 
round-trip California passengers appear to be 
in no way disturbed on account of the is 
suance of the Union Pacific circular placing 
certain restrictions on the sale of tickets over 
that line, and claim it amounts to nothing so 
far as it concerns their interests. The Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent of one of the allied lines 
said yesterday: 

**We gave the Union Pacific last month 
less than $100 in revenue through our Denver 
gateway, and as that is the only road affected 
it can easily be seen how much it hurts us. 
The line placed in the most embarrassing po- 
sition is the Union Pacific and a telegram re- 
ceived a day or two ago shows that a party 
of excursionists going to California last 
week, 150 strong, ticketed to return via the 
Union Pacific, Denver to Council Bluffs, was 
changed from that line to one of the allied 
roads ander the rule adopted by them. This 
is only one instance. We have had a number 
of others of alike character. It is claimed 
that the business of the combined lines has 
largely increased, and there can be no doubt 
but that they are well satistied with the situa- 
tion. 

‘* As to being excluded from local traffic on 
the Union Pacific via Denver, Cheyenne is the 
oily point of any importance worth consider- 
ing, and the total business to tnat point will 
not average six tickets per month, The 
agenta of the allied lines are instructed to 
work directly with the Colorado Midland and 


the Rio Grande roads ; hence little 
business is permitted to go _ through 
Denver via the Union Pacific. In 


justification of this course the allied lines 
contend that they are simply acting on the de- 
fensive as agaiust the Union Pacitic-North- 
western com bination. e 

‘“‘Itistrue thatthe Union Pacific has the 
Northwestern and Alton roads to work with, 
but California passengers desire to travel via 
scenic lines, such as the Rio Grande, Colora- 
do Midland and Rio Grande Western, and 
those going to Southern California either want 
to goor return over the Santa Fé, and they 
are excluded from those linesif they take 
either of the routes running in connection 
with the Union, Asa general rule passengers 
have no special preference as to the Chicago- 
Missouri River lines. 

** It also appears that the Burlington, Rock 
Island, and Santa Fé roads are not being bad- 
ly worsted in their fight with the Union 
Pacific on Portland, Ore., and Puget Souad 
business. They have a close alliance with the 
Southern Pacitic via its Shasta route, which 
enables them to handle a much larger traftic 
to and from that country than they ever 
thought of getting tefore. On the other hand, 
the Union Padific is practically shut out of 
the Puget Sound country and can do little 
business to those points.”’ 


From Puluth to the Black Hills, 

Presre, S. D., Jan. 21.—[Special. |—The 
directors of the Duluth, Pierre and Black 
Hills railroad company held a meeting in this 
city today and ratified a contract for cumplet- 
ing the bridging, ironing, and operating their 
road from Aberdeen to Pierre, a distance of 
130 miles. 

About 100 miles of this road have already 
been graded, leaving only thirty miles to 
compiete the lire. The contract was made 
with James A. Leonard, President of the New 
Orleans and Southern railroad, as the repre- 
sentative of New York parties.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


As this is the season of legislative sessions 
the underwriters are anxiously awaiting the in- 
evitable crop of adverse insurance legislation. 
“The situation,” said a Chicago General Man- 
ager yesterday, “is particularly menacing this 
year. This is because of the changes in most of 
the Legislatures. Anew party is in power, and 
the new men are certain to seek to distinguish 
themselves by legislation against corporations in 
general, but insurance companies in particular. 
rhe new Representatives find it necessary to 
curry favor with their constituents in some way 
or other. A number of bills have already been 
prepared or introduced. In Georgia there is one 
to prohibit the insurance compact. In Missouri 
the re em is being made to restrict as far as 
possible the insurance company in adjust- 
ing a loss by throwing the burden of proof 
in showing any depreciation of value in 
property upon the company. The Minnesota Leg- 
islature has before it a sweeping valued policy 
law. Another bill prevides that foreign insur- 
ance Companies cannot do business in the State 
unless having a cash capital of $200,000, and on 
making a deposit of not yee than $200,000, in bonds 
of the State, or of New York, Massachusetts, or 
the United States, or some one of the larger 
cities, to be held in trust for the benefit of policy 
holders in the United States. The Legislatures 
of New York and Connecticut are already consid- 
ering bills, and even Texas is in the throes of leg- 
islation, though it has as yet offered uothing det- 
rimental to the insurance companies. A valued 
policy bill has just been introduced in the Llinois 
Legislature, but I do not fear adverse legislation 
in this State so much as elsewhere. The reason 
for this is the influence of large com- 
munities like Chicago. In lerge cities the 
principles of insurance are better understood 
than in the small towns and the country. Cities 
have a large number of huge interests which 
never can get all the insurance they need. Any 
further disadvantages attached to underwriting 
these business-men know will only decrease the 
number of insurance companies and make insur- 
ance still less attainable. Hence the influence of 
the large cities is always to check hostile legisla- 
tion as regards the insurance companies. So 
do not fear very greatly any adverse laws for LIli- 
nois but for some of the other States, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota, for example. In Wis- 
consin I feel that 1t is quite vrobable that a val- 
ued policy law will be advocated. It is curious 
that this result—hostile legislation—aimost al- 
ways follows heavy losses in any locality. The 
people get to see the ease with which money is to 
be obtained from the insurance companies and 
they are stimulated to make laws which will en- 
able them to get still more. Though the first ef- 
fect of this adverse legislation is to injure 
the underwriters, it ultimately recoils upon the 
assured, Rates are raised, the number of compa- 
nies doing business is decreased, and insurance 
then costs much more and there is less of it to be 
had. There is no secret to underwriting. insur- 
ance companies don’t pretend to pay for losses 
without a return. If the premiums are not enough 
to pay the losses the rates must be raised, that's 
all. Jf, instead of legislating against the insur- 
ance companies, the lawmakers would take in 
hand the question of . illegal insurance and incen- 
diary fires the community would be ben- 
etited., Fewer losses means lower rates. 
Fewer underground companies and agents 
would mean fewer unpaid claims. 
The valued policy law is an especially stupid 
kind of legislation. It menaces the companies, 
but really benefits no one. What this law means 
is that no matter what a man’s property may be 
worth at the time of loss, he must recover from 
the insurance company the full face of the pol- 
icy. In short, it reduces the agreement to the 
level of a wager 
bets B that he will not have a tire. and agrees to 
forfeit a fixed sum—the face of the policy—in 
case he does. The worst feature of it is that the 
arrangement offers an inducement to B to have a 
fire. Suppose a man carries $10,000 insurance on 
stock. Hesells part of it orit detenorates in 
value till what remains is worth only $,000; under 
the valued policy law it would pay him to burn 
up what he has, for the company must pay the 
whole $10,000. Without this law he could only re- 
cover what the goods actually were worth at the 
time of the fire.’ 


It is claimed by Chicago general managers 
that there is not and never has been an attempt 
to establish a compact at Milwaukee. The in- 
spector, J. A. Brant, who has been sent thither, is 
acting merely as the representative of the union 
companies having agencies there to counsel and 
advise the best methods for improving that city. 
“The whole diflicuity,’’ saida prominent general 
manager yesterday, “has been misunderstood by 
the public at large. The trouble in Milwaukee is 
not about the inspection, nor is it the objection to 
a compact manager, because none is talked of or 
has ever been sent there. The agents up there 
have used this as a pretext for agitating the mat- 
ter and exciting sympatby. 
pose is the reduction .of commissions to 15 per 
cent. They don't say so, but this is at the bottom 
of the whole thing. When the Milwaukee com- 
mittee was here to confer with the general man- 
agers it became evident that the opposi- 
tion to the advance of rates and tbs 
presence of Inspector Brant was only a cover 
the real object, which was to oppose the 15 per 
cent commission rule. Inspector Brant is onl 
sent ® Milwaukee temporarily. He is employe 
in lowa and will return thither as soon as he is 
no longer needed in Milwaukee. His duties in 
Milwaukee are to advise with the authorities and 
property-owners as to the best thing to be ddne to 
improve the city’s condition. He will interfere 
with no one. Wesimply require that all our bus- 
iness pass through bis hands. This is expedient 
for the sake of proper rates. Ve have confidence 
in Mr. Brant’s judgment and are willing to accept 
what he has passed upon. Another object of his 
inspection is to make the policies and-the practice 
in writing them uniform so far as possible. 
As to the non-union companies, they cut very 
little if any figure in this controversy, though 
some of the local agents at Milwaukee have 
boasted of the influence and strength of these. 
The truth 1s that these non-union companies can- 
not write special and mercantile hazards. The 
hig business interests and houses of Milwaukee 
have to obtain insurance that the banks respect. 
The best companies only can furnish this, and so 
there is little danger of the union companies be- 
ing permitted to withdraw from Milwaukee, The 
outcome can be but one thing: The agents there 
will be compelled to come to terms and accept 
the 15 per cent commission that is paid by all 
companies in the Insurance Union, 


Latest developments .in the matter of the 
charge of misconduct and dismissal of ex-Presi- 
dent Beemer of the Lioyds Plate-Giass Insurance 
company show that Mr. Beemer has counter- 
charges to make, The misconduct of which he is 
accused is that of selling bonds of another com- 
pany to the Lloyds, and though an officer in both 
concerns charging a commission for the transac- 
tion. Incidentally Mr. Beemer is also accused of 
discourtesy towards his subordinate ex-Secretary 
Woods. who has now succeeded him as President 
of the Lloyds. Replying to the accusations made 
Mr. Beemer says that the $10,000 bond transac- 
tion was a straightforward affair, made with the 
knowledge of the Lioyds’ Board of Directors. 
‘*T have been re@lected twice since these bonds 
were purchased,” said Mr. Beemer the 
other day in explaining tne matter. “ No 
charge of breach of trust or dis- 
honesty can lie against me. I founded 
the business about eighteen years ago, and it has 
been extraordinarily successful with my manage- 
ment. My resignation was recently requested by 
a committee .composed of a M. Ol- 
eott and Henry Collin. This was Nhe first 
intimation I had that there was any- 
thing on foot against me. I asked if there were 
any charges against my integrity, apd was told 
there were none. 1 asked about my management, 
and wasinformed that no fauit was found with 
that. The only thing was that I had not treated 
Secretary Woods with proper courtesy. My rea- 
son for refusing to resigu was that I could see no 
reason for doing 80, and had learned that Secre- 
tary Woods was siated to succeed me. My oppo- 
nents bave absolutely nothing to charge me with. 
There are facts underlying this thing which 
will later transpire. feanwhile 1 can let 
in some light by telling the connection 
of several of my_ most bitter opponents. 
The new President, W. T. Woods, is the brother 
in-law te one of the directors. He was urged for 
Vice-President a ‘few years since by anotber di- 
The company’s new counsel is a brother 
director.’ The other officers of the 
Lioyds claim that ex-President Beemer received 
a commission of $2,000 from the sale of the bonds, 
and this while an officer of the Lloyds and draw- 
ing a salary of $15.0UU. When questioned regard- 
ing this money its ciaimed@hat @ir. Beemer was 
very reticent, saying that he did not wish to crim- 
inate himself. A feud has for a long time existed 
between Mr. Beemer and Mr. Woads., and it is 
said that he took every opportunity to domineer 
over the latter inspite of the repeated remon- 
strances of the directors. :

It is proposed to have the same inspection 
of fires in Texas asin the case of deaths. A bill 
is now before the degislature providing for in- 
quests on all fires and for the reporti of statis- 
tics of fires to the Texas insurance department. 
The measure proposes to extend the power of 
justices, making their presence as imperative at 
the investigation of fires as now in case of deaths. 
They have the power to call witnesses, impanel 
juries, hear evidence, and commit persons against 
whom there is sufficient ground for charges. The 
justices are to take testimony in writ.ng as to the 
probable cause of the fire, the loss, the value of 
property, amount of insurance, and the proper 
means of preventing a recurrence. The investi- 
gation is to be held at the earliest possible 
moment, and an owner who neglects to notify a 
justice over twenty-four hours shall be deemed 
guilty of negligence and be fined for the first day 
and for each additional day thereafter. An ap- 
propriation of $22,000 is, recommended to carry 
out the requirements of the measure.

The prospect of government inspection over 
lake vessele is not displeasing to marine under- 
writers in Chicago. It would be especially wel- 
come as regards the new steel-built freighters of 
the Western Reserve and Gilcher tyve. The 
marine underwriters have long had charge of the 
classification and inspection of wooden hulls and 
they feel perfectly familiar with the qualities and 
requirements of wooden hulls. Not so as to steel 
vessels. The underwriters of the Inland Lloyds 
candidly confess that they know very little about 
the requirements of steel hulls, The assumption 
of the inspection of these at a meeting in Detroit 
last week was undertaken through necessity by 
the underwriters, but they would gladly relinquish 
this duty to the government. 


F. R. Smallwood has just been appointed 
special agent for the Springfield in Arkansas and 
Northern Texas. Mr. Smallwood has been cwon- 
nected for a number of years with the Chicago 
general office of the company. He takes charge 
of his new territory immediately, and left yester- 
day for Dallas, Tex., where his headquarters will 
be. This change is medein consequence of the 
desire 6f the Springtield’s old special agent, W. 
A. Childress, to withdraw. Mr. Childress desires 
to give more attention to his local business at 
Houston, Tex,, but will still act as special agent 
in Southern Texas. 

The Fireman’s of this city is made de- 
fendant ina bill filedin the Circuit Court yes- 
terday. The complainants, Thomas!. Wharton, 
Fanny Farley. and others, want the court to re- 
strain the defendants from egcavating and tear- 
ing down partition walls preparatory to the erec- 
tion of a new four-story building next to No. 3755 
Elmwood place. A short time ago,itis alleged. 
the defeudants demolished the partition walls of 
one house so that the inside was exposed tothe 
storm and the water pipes froze. The complain- 
ants claim.to have a basement, which the defend- 
ant is destroying.

a? German-American of New York has 
jdst issued its annual statement for 1892. The 
has come out just about even on the 
years business. Its net surplus is $2,256,915, an 
increase of only $1,526 over that of last year. Its 
total assets show improvement. For 1592 these 
were $6,147,504, as against $5,579,208 for 1591, an ad- 
vance of $268, 296. 

The statement of the Orient of Hartford for 
1893 shows onthe whole an improvement finan- 
cially, though its net surplus has decreased from 
$155.377 to $48,751, a loss of $106,626. The offset to 
this is in the total assets and the reinsurance re- 
serve.

New Yonx, Jan. 21.—[Special.]—The buga- 
boo of gold exports has been paraded in Wall 
street all the week, but the effect upon the 
stock market has been small.

of foreign conditions. From the West and 
from the South funds are crowding here in 
great volume. Money-lenders are offering 
loans on call at from 1 to 2 per cent, while 
time loans are also available at rates which 
even thirty days ago would have seemed im- 
possibly low. This is having an effect upon 
stock exchange transactions, and a dozen 
pools in as many stocks have gone actively at 
work. Quotations are buoyant and the bull 
contingent is in high feather. 

The chief bull point depends almost entirely 
upoh the matter of cheap money. But people 
who are dis sposed occasionally to be reininis- 
cert recall the fact that in 1884, just before 
the tremendous panic which carried down 
brokerage houses and banking institutions in

Ages have passed since a daily newspa- 
per, then endeavoring to bask in the rays of the 
rising sun, lapsed into an extravagance which, 
adroitly turned by the enemy, bestowed upon the 
popular statesman the mock title of *“‘The Peo- 
ple’s William.” Still later, taken in the same 
site came the historic a>pellation of the ** Grand 
Old Man,” perhaps the most widely accepted ap- 

ellation ever bestowed upon a public man. 
hilst his enemiés use it with tongue in cheek 
and meaning wink of the eye, his  ad- 
mirers are content to adopt it as a literal de- 
scription of a remarkable individuality. The 
origin of the phrase is already beginning to be 
lost in obscurity, but the honor of its invention 
belongs to Sir William Harcourt. it will be 
found in one of his early addresses to his constit- 
uents in Derby, and had its birth amid the exulta- 
tion that followedon Mr. Gladstone’s return to 
power on the ruin of Lord Beaconsfield’s govern- 
ment. There is still another name for Mr. Glad- 
stune, reserved for the inner circie of his official 
colleagues. To them he is always ‘' Mr, G.,”’ and 
the amount of expression this initial is capable 
of can be estimated only by those accustomed to 
hear it spoken in the varying moods in which Mr. 
Gladstone leaves his colleagues. 

Mr. Lucy thinks it a pity that Mr. Beres- 
ford-Hope did not live to see the future of his 
nephew, Arthur Balfour:

CONGO HORSES AND CATTLE, 


Stock-Raising in a Land Where It Was 

Thought the Experiment Would Fail. 

New York Sun: When the idea of raising 
stock on the Congo was broactied several 
years ago most people believed the experi- 
ment would fail. The experiment was made, 
however, and it bids fair to be very suc- 
cessful. It-is one of the most interest- 
ing enterprises on the Congo and is managed 
by the Company of Congo Products. Three 
years ago the company decided to try 
to raise cattle and horses. They selected for 
their experiment the large Island of Mateba, 
about fifty miles ap the river. They first 
shipped 300 cattle from South Africa and 
Angola to the island, the lower Congo 
stations have been supplied ever since with a 
great deal of fresh meat Gom Mateba. The 
‘bers 1,700 head, 
ni bare been. 


great boon to white men along the river. 
A few years ago they were almost en- 
tirely dependent for their food upon canned 
goods, which they brought from Europe. One 
reason why there is now much less mortality 
among the is because they are living largely 
upon adequate animal and vegetable food, 
which comgs to them fresh from the aeighbor- 
hood of their stations. Cattle from Mateba 
have been taken up the river asfar as Leo- 
poldville, though cattle-raising on the upper 
river is still in its infancy. 

The experiment of horse raising on the 
Congo is still more interesting. The Company 
of Congo Products began their drove horses 
with two stallions and eight mares of Spanish 
stock imported from the Canary Islands. A 
few animalsof mixed American and Arab 
stock were soon added to the drove. All these 
animals Were intended for saddle horses. It 
is hoped to use cattle as draft animals, and 
the company intends the horses it is raising 
chiefly for riding purposes. 

Some of the horses drooped and died under 
the changed climatic conditions, but the coin- 
pany is,on the whole, very well satisfied with 
the success it is attaining. It is found that the 
horses take kindly tv the pasturage afforded 
by the island. ‘The grass is nourishing and is 
supplemented by a sinall daily ration of corn 
meal, The grass stem is very tough, and the 
animals content themselves with nipping off 
the blades. : 

Every morning as soon as the dew is off the 
grass the horses are turned out of their yards 
acd are atliberty to range over a pasture 
about eight square miles in extent. They are 
guarded by black boys, who do not permit 
them to go down to the river to quench their 
thirst on account of the crocodiles, that like 
nothing better than to see an imprudent horse 
approaching the stream. When a crocodile 
sees ahorse at the river brink it at once 
swims toward him under the water, knocks 
him over if it can with a blow of its tail, and 
drags him below the surface. The horses can 
drink without danger only in the pords, 
which are quite numerous all over the island. 

About noon the boys round up the animals 
for the midday rest in the shaded yards. This 
is the time when the daily ration of corn is 
served, and, moreover, at this hour the sun’s 
rays beat down so severely that the animals 
would be jeopardized were they left in the open. 
They are, therefore, gathered together in the 
shade. Two hours later they are permitted 
to range over the pastures again and do not 
return to the yards again until evening. 

The natives consider the horses as fetiches 
of great potency, and they never approach 
thern without the greatest caution, being par- 
ticularly afraid of their heels and teeth. There 
are now about 300 horses in the drove, and be- 
fore long the Company of Congo Products 
will be able to supply all the horses required 
for the Congo Government and explorers.

WROTE ONLY OF SELF. 


BENJAMIN BUTLER’S BOOK DISAP- 
POINTING IN MANY RESPEOTS. 


It Would Have Had More Interest and 
Value if the Massachusetts Lawyer Had 
Indulged in (More Reminiscences of 
His Professional Brethren—Volume of 
Bright Stories by the “Australian Rad- 
yard Kipling”—Resembles His Proto- 
type Closely in Matter and Style. 


If Gen. Butler, instead of devoting nearly 
the whole of his voluminous biography to a 
military career which needs constant prop- 
ping in the shape of excuse to keep it from 
going to pieces, had written his life from a 
legal standpoint he would have added luster 
to his name and would have given many in- 
teresting reminiscences of other great men to 
posterity: The race of Massachusetts lawyers 
of the old school is dying out, nay, is nearly 
extinct, and perpetuation of its memory is 
what we want nowadays. It was the grandest 
Civilization known to this country; and local 
as the fame of some of those bus¥ lawyers 
was it was fame, and itis fame now in New 
England. Chief Justice Shaw, Rufus Choate, 
Daniel Webster, and afew other illustrious 
names will be remembered wherever and 
whenever the law is mentioned; but there are 
many other which, as Gen. Butler says in 
his memoirs, are forgotten unless their own- 
ers have written books. The brothers Na- 
thaniel and Otis . Lord, Sydney Bartlett, 
Henry W. Paine, and afew otners were like 
household words—household terrors, indeed, 
to the opposite side, lawyers, clients, and wit- 
nesses! And there are many New-Englanders 
who hoped, when Butler wrote his book, that 
he would give some interesting personal anec- 
dotes of these men. Alas! the egotist was 
stronger than the biographer, and the book is 
one long blast from start to finish sounding 
the Butler bugle-call. 

The .very name is pompous—“ Butler’s 
Book”! In years to come the average de- 
scendant will, perhaps, think it is a book of 
household recipes and put it on the shelf with 
the cvok-books! Its motto should be, “ Qui 
s’excuse s’accuse,”’ for it is one long array of 
answers to attavks, real or imaginary, made 
upon its writer’s motives and actions. 

Benjamin F, Butler fondly fancied that it 
was as a great military tactician that. he was 
known, whereas his fame as a lawyer so far 
outshone the other that there have been per- 
sons 80 lost to shame as to forget that he was 
ever in the army atall! He probably never 
suspected anything so monstrous, 

In the circuit towns of Essex County, like 
Lawrence, Salem, and Newburyport, and in 
lawyers’ families, the sitting of the court was 
the event of the season. On every docket the 
same well-known names appeared—good 
names, too. Asahel Huntington, a beautiful, 
benevolent specimen of ascholarand a gen- 
tleman, was clerk of the courts for 
years, followed by Alfred A. Ab- 
bott, whose name was facetiously written 
algebraically—to-wit: A (3) b (2) ot (2)—by 
a brother lawyer. Dan Saunders, Dean Pea- 
body, ** Ben ’’ Butler, Judge Thomas, Stephen 
B. Ives Jr., Jairus W. Perry (a noted writer of 
law books), James Gillis, William C., Endi- 
cott, and William D. Northend were the best 
known: attorneys; and of these each had his 
specialty. Benjamin Butler tried many and 
many acase in the Salem Court-House, and 
many and many a time does the writer re- 
member being taken, a mere baby, to hear 
some; noted case tried in which Butler was 
prominent, for the court-room was the theater 
of those days. 

In Private Life. 

Personally and domestically Butler was a 
He was vaiu, but was 
back, and that. was innocuous 

, agly.in fact 
as to frighten children in the street—he was 
absolute ly vain of his looks. A young lawyer 
who h been browbeaten and ‘*‘ buily 
ragged’ by Butler until he hardly recognized 
himself, came out of the Salem court-room 
muttering defiance against the *‘ old bully,” 
as he called Butler. “‘He’s the vainest man 
on earth, too,” he said. “*‘He’s as proud 
as a peacock. He’s vain of his small white 
hand; and vain of his smail foot; and hang 
me if don’t think he’s vain of 
his cock-eye!” This story went. the 
rounds, and was rruch enjoyed. Those whvu 
longed for an opportunity of getting even, 
threatened to tell Butler, but nobody’s cour- 
age ever rose to the oceasion. It was just the 
sort of brutal thing he would not have hesi- 
tated to do himself, only he would have done 
it publicly. 

n private, Butler was charming. His house 
in Lowell, when his wife was living, and his 
daughter, Mrs. Ames, a celebrated beauty, 
was at home, was a paradise. He adored his 
family, and was always courtly and de- 
voted in his manner towards the various 
members. He was a polished, even an elegant, 
host, and no guest would have dreamed he 
could throw mud in the court-room at Judge, 
jury, opposing lawyers, witnesses, and offi- 
cers, as he constantly did. One remembers 
with delight his visits and the charming man- 
ner in which he told funny stories of his 
brethren of the law. He particularly enjoyed 
a joke against Judge Thomas, a fiery, red- 
haired lawyer of immense ability, who often 
opposed him. Judge Thomas had told a 
story at a certain dinner, at which a 
stranger had been present. A week 
after both were at another dinner, and 
the stranger said in a loud voice: “I 
wish Judge Thomas would tell that stuttering 
story again; the stutter was the best I ever 
heard.” The stutter being Judge Thomas’ 
own infirmity it may be imagined the joy of 
Judge Toomas was not intense at such ap- 
preciation of his wit. ‘‘ When Ben tells that 
about me,” Judge Thomas used to say, hotly, 
‘Tl always wish I dared tell him the story 
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about the ‘cock-eye °! 

On one occasion when Gen. Butler had ex- 
amined a witness another lawyer began to 
cross-examine. “ You say that you madea 
certain remark; did you make it jocosely?’’ 
‘Sir?’ asked the astonished witness. ‘* Did 
you say it jocosely?’’ —— the lawyer. wi 
don’t believe he knows Joe Coseiy,”’ broke in 
Butler, witha twinkle. “‘ No, sir,” said the 
witness amid peals of laughter, but without 
seeing any cause, **I don’t know Joe Cosely, 
and so I never said nothia’ to him.”’ 

But Butler might have given most valuable 
and interesting accounts of celebrated trials 
in and ous of Massachusetts even if he did not 
shine in them himself. But that Butler would 
never do. He must be best or nothing. And 
so he details his sharp practices with great 
zest and gives the world a wrong idea of his 
real ability. To “ get off” a criminal who is 
not even suspected of innocence on 4 legal 
quibble wasto him, judging from his pride 
in writing it down, a bigger achievement than 
the really great deeds about which he is 
silent. To brag of his own brightness in out- 
witting Judges and hoodwinking juries is 
simply tarnishing his good name. No- 
body has ever accused Butler of pri 
vate corruption; it is his demagogy in 
litics and his unscrupulous means of gain- 
ing both legal and political ends which have 
hurt him more than anything else in~ his 
career. And if he had been successful in poli- 
ties these would have been forgotten. He 
failed so much that he lost prestige; if he had 
won his ambition those struggles in which 
his plumage became bedraggled would have 
been rendered unnecessary. 

Butler’s Early Life. 

The story of Butler’s early life, as he tells 
it in his book, is touching. was such a 
long time ago that he was a bright boy that 
one forgives him for dwelling rather bowm- 
bastically upon that period. His love and 
reverence for his grandmotherand his mother, 
his struggles with the Presbyterian faith are 
pathetic and very human; the account of the 
youthful letter he sent the college faculty re- 
questing to be excused from prayers was very 
naif, and so like a ‘fresh’ and aggressive 
young thirster for justice that it is interesting 
reading. But later on, when the bombast 
matures, it becomes offensive. A grown man 
bousting of his perspicacity, judgment, ana 
levelness of intellect is by no means pleasant. 
And when he dares not be fulsome enough 
himself he puts his praises into the mouths of 
others and prints of encomiums be- 
stowed by admirers. This is in exgecrabie taste 
and there is no excuse for it. 

There are glimpses of Napoleon, of Julius 


Cesar, and of George Francis Train in this 
remarkable combination known to the world 
as Benjamin Franklin Butler. The Cesar and 
the Napoleon were nip the bud by 
adverse destiny, but the other grew to a lux. 
uriant height. However, the great growth of 
the jurist outstripped them all, and Batler will 
be known to posterity as a Jawyer of wonder. 
ful powers, especially by those who wisely for- 
bear to read his beok:

gives the little volume its name, comes last, 
contrary to custom, but it is by no means the 
best, nor~is ita fair specimen of the others. 
It is amusing, however, and a sketch of an 
Australian ‘“ne’er-do-weel,” very similar to 
ordinary shiftiess, no-’count individuals every- 
where. The account of a bestowal of her 
father’s dress-coat upon the hero bya little 
girl of 6 is told well, and the “subsequent 
proceedings,’ when King Billy, influenced by 
the penitential impulses of inferior whisky, 
betrays his secret to the owner of the coat, 
may be imagined. Bret Harte is suggested, 
too, but possibly more by the theme than its 
treatment. 

**'The Bull of Santa Rosa,”’ the first story of 
the lot, 8 vigorous both in originality of sub- 
jest and its handling. A brindled bull, boss 
of the country about which he roamed, is the 
real heroof the story, and in parts the ac- 
counts of the owner’s affection for this singu- 
larly ungentle pet reminds one of the ** Jump- 
ing Frog,’’ Mark Twain’s best extravaganza, 
assome people think. The plan of the tale, 
too, is the same. A. wonderful animal is 
doctored by enemies on the eve of victory. 
The jumping frog, you remember, was filled 
full of shot, so that he couldn’t rise from the 
ground, when the bets on his jumping were 
large. The bull was stuffed with something 
not desen in the chapter, but 
which evidently stimulated his propen- 
sities for demolishing real estate; and was 
let out at2a.m. on the day of the election 
or defeat, rather, of his master. ‘He flat- 
tened the fences for miles; he rolled in Har- 
ris’ young vineyard as if he had been a buf- 
falo wallowing on the prairies.”” He did 
every other conceivable damage, and tore 
through the town like a tornado; and “just 
at noon, when we were all in Main street, 
who should come along but Gen. Grant (the 
bull) with a split shingie en his,horns, look- 
ing a8 peaceable as a new-born ¢alf. Emory 
Ward (his owner), he stepped off the side- 
walk and the General knew him, and came 
up to him right there. ‘Next election,’ said 
he, *‘ we’ll have to run this bull for Governor, 
boys.’ ”’ ' 

The style is extremely forcible and-at times 
even rough. But it isa good, honest rough- 
ness, and although not delicate, is certainly 
not vulgar. 


“ Mithridates, the King.” 


The second story, ** Mithridates, the King,” 
is more like Rudyard Kipling. For instance; 
** In the eyes of his superiors he {Hetherwick 
Coutts} was invaluable. To his inferiors he 
was a beast, and they hated him unanimously 
and said so without theslightest reserve—when 
he was on leave or out of the room.”’ There 
is a certain Kipling-like directness about this. 
His forte was sarcasm and a kind of military 
insolenee he had picked up from one or two 
staff officers who had been relegated to the 
purlieus of the O. as deputy assistant 
something or other because they were a deal 
too smnart to live with their regiments.”” This 
might be Kipling himself and one is constant- 
ly expecting to see: ‘“* But that is another 
etory.”’

all the stories. Heredity and peyohoiogy en- 
ter in so deeply as to make this tale more 
than an amusement; it is a strong study, 
weird, and horrible, but most interesting. 
Cicely, the girl, marries Edric, the son of his 
father, and therein lies the girl of the yarn. 
The son laughs horribly, like his father, in 
his sleep, apd Cicely, who has a morbid 
antipathy to the father, finds her whole life 
poisoned by this habit, for her husband never 
laughs in the day. Edric at last makes her 
eleepless and ill from horror, and that fact 
makes him irritable, even violent. So their 
lives go on, bitter ana hateful, At last the 
explanation comes in the shape of an extorted 
avowal from the father that he has committed 
a muréer in his early days. The tale ends 
with Cicely fainting from the shock of hear- 
ing the confession or dying, oue is left pict- 
uresquely in dowot which, but it makes no 
ditference. The-writer has the modern artist’s 
touch to perfection, and never overelaborates 
or *“‘ends up”’ his stories. . 

These are but a few of these remarkable 
pen-drawings. The set is too good to be 
skipped over, and some of the others are still 
finer. In fact the interest grows as the num- 
bers on the pages increase; and there is still 
another volume, “The Reputation of George 
Saxon,”’ which must claim attention next 
week. clever new authors are invig- 
orating and delightful, and their value to lit- 
erature in its progress cannot be overesti- 
mat Mary P. Agpsort.

and the cloister. In outward sppearance 
Saron bears a close resemblance to its mate, 
Bethania, but its interior has been great! 
altered, probably to meet modern needs 
demands. In one of the cells of Saron a 
huge wicker basket provokes the curiosity of 
the visitor. It is larger than the door of the 
cell, and causes one to wonder how it was 
ever squeezed through so narrow an opening. 
As a matter of fact it was built in the 
cell by an_ industrious nun, who 
jabored upon it for weeks only to discover 
when she had completed it that it could not 
be got through the door of her cell, and so 
there it stands a monument to the industry, if 
not to the foresight, of good Sister Pauline. 
Saron is now the home of a number of fami- 
lies, and of widows and spinsters, all mem- 
bers of the Seventh Day Baptist Church. In 
one room, devoted to the purpose, are dis- 
layed a number of rare and _. beauti- 
ul manuscripts, and a goodly col- 
lection of the books rinted on the 
famous press of Ephrata. The specimens of 
ornamental ninanship shown evidence 
clearly the skili and adeptness of the pious 
sisters in this field. Tradition has ‘it that 
among the most skillful penmen were Sisters 
Ipmgenia and Anastasia. The latter was a 
Swiss girl, of beautiful face and figure, and a 
musician of rare gifts. She was long a great 
favorite with issel. When. she fell 
in love with Daniel Scheibly, a young 
man whom the brethren had  ‘“ pur- 
chased”? by vaying his passage to America, 
she decided to leave the society and marry. 
But when on the day of her marriage she went 
to take leave of Beissel her resolution failed 
her, and bursting into tears ahe announced 
her desire to renew her vows to the society. 
In the opinion of Beissel her repentance had 
washed away the stain of her apostasy, and 
she was thereafter called Anastasia, the 
** resurrected.”’ 

After Bethania and Saron the most inter- 
— relic of Bewssel’s rg is Saal 
which from the foundation of Ephrata until 
the present time has been used as a place of 
worship. On the ground floor is a large 
square room capable of containing about one 
hundred worshipers. Its furniture is of the 
plainest character. A number of ornamental 
charts executed in large German type and con- 
taining passages of scripture or bits of orig- 
inal religious poetry decorate the walls. 
Above the entrance hangs a tablet on which 
is inscribed : 

The house is entered through this door 
By peaceful souls that dwell within, 
hose that have come will part no more, 
For God protects them here from sin. 

Their bliss is found in forms of love, 

That springs from loving God above. 

The room also contains two impressivé’al- 
legorical pictures, which represent 7 life 
and destiny of the inmates of the cloister. 
The first is intended to represent the narrow 
and hard way to salvatiou, the other the three 
heavens—in one Christ gathering his flock, 
and the second a long array of persons in the 
garb of the Society of the Solitary, and the 
third the heavenly throne surrounded by 
angels and archangels. On the tables in Saal 
were founda number of old books printed 
many years ago for the use ofthe monks and 
nuns, among them one bearing the title ** The 
Zionitic Incense Hill, or Mount of Myrrh. 
Germantown. Printed by Christophe 
Saur, 1739.” Ths is a collec. 
tion of hymns, and was the first 
book printed in German type in America. The 
manuscript was supplied by the Ephrata 
brethren, and the book was printed for them. 
After leaving Saal the writer paid a visit to 
the graveyard. Above each grave is a simple 
stone, bearing as a rule only the name of the 
person buried there. A few, however, of the 
stones contain memorial notices. One of 
them reads: “* Here rests an outgrowth of the 
love of God, ‘Friedsam,’ a _ Solitary 
brother, afterward a and fre- 
ligious teacher of the Solitary and 
the congregation of Grace in and around 
Ephrata, born in Eberbach in the Palatinate, 
called Conrad Beissel, fell asleep July 6, 1768, 
in the 52d year of his spiritual life, but the 
72d year and 4th month of his natural life.’’ 
The stone above the grave of Beissel’s succes- 
sor bears this epitaph: ‘‘ Here lies buried 
Peter Miller, born in the Oberamt Lautern, 
Palatinate, came as reform minister to Amer- 
ica in 1739, was baptized into the coagrega- 
tion of Ephrata in 1735, and called Brother 
Jaebez: was afterwards their teacher to his 
end, Fell asleep Sept. 11, 1796.”

Masculine art is at a big discount in Chicago 
just now, in some parts of the Exposition at 
least, ‘and notably in the Illinois Building. 

In the Woman’s Department $80,000 will be 
expended on decoration, and the charming 
groups of young, graceful creatures, all in 
student working dresses, who are busily en- 
gaged in work such as women have 
rarely ventured on since the world 
began, is evidence that the daugh- 
ters of America have heard the cail of 
ambition loudly sounding “in the high 
temple of the soul,” and have listened to 
soine purpose, Even the rugs for the floors 
of the building are bei designed by a 
woman—Mrs, EvaJd. Hamilton. Five priest- 
esses of art are engaged modeling in clay the 
most exquisite designs—to be of relief plaster 
in white and gold—tor the ceili Scroll 
work, panels, friezes, carving on furniture, 

even the medallions on the bookcases 
to be the exclusive handi- 
work of women. At their studio 
in one of the great structures in Jack- 
son Park they work away cheerily, done up in 
great aprons, witht dimpled arms bared and 
hands soiled with the clay they build about 
the framework of their skeleton modeis, 
which are the foreshadowings of the perfect 
figures to come. Once in a while a girl will 
pause at her task and pose as a mode! fora 
fellow-sculptor, then her hands will plunge 
again into the pliant clay as she molds it to 
the fashion of the image in her mind. 

re are many instances showing natural 
genius among the women chosen for art work 
of various kinds at Chicago. Julia Bracken, 
who is doing several heroic figures that give 
great promise, representing the female at- 
tributes, came to Chicago to earn a living 
when she was 17. She studied antique by day 
and carved cigar box lids to obtain money to 
keep up her studies. Mr. Taft of the Chicago 
Art@School happened to see one of these boxes 
one day, four years ago, and took the qgiri as a 
pupil. She is now his principal assistant and 
has already produced several sculptures that 
indicate talent of a high order. Bessie Potter, 
a young society woman from St. Louis, who 
went into art for the pure love of it, is another 
equally promising sculptor, and has finished a 
fine figure of *“ Art’’ for the Illinois Building. 

But it is not by sculptures, carvings, and 
such productions alone that the taient of 
American women will be represented at the 
World’s Fair. Paintings, needlework, native 
linen fabrics, and silks will also be shown— 
all exclusively the result of feminine skill.

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BE DEQORATED. 


Grounds—Piaus for the Various State 
Women Who Have Been Identified with 


Is Due, 

The arrival of *Mrs. Camden Wheeler and 
%he beginning of the decorative work in the 
Woman’s Building has given fresh impetus to 
the interest in that feature of the World’s 
Fair. So much has been said of the decora- 
tions that the impression has gone abroad 
that there is to be a great deal of orna- 
mentation in the various parts of the 
building, and thata large force of women 
is to be employed upon it. In point of fact 
there is to be little decoration, except in cer- 
tain parts, which are to be treated very elab- 
orately. 
furnished by the different States, the vesti- 
will appear. New York and California, each 
of which has eppropriated $300,000 for the 
Fair, will doubtless have the richest and the 


decorate parlors in @ more or leas elaborate 
manner. : 

In addition to these will be the assembly 
room, where Carved wainseuting, contributed 
by the various States, will be placed, and 
which will also have some stained windows of 
unique and striking design. 

The rest of the decoration will be simple, 
confined chiefly tothe judicious use of color 
on the walls in such tones as may be best 
adapted to the surface upon which it is to be 
placed, and the arrangement of the windows 
ofstained glass, which will in themselves be 
highly ornamental, : 

There is no structure on the grounds which 
attracts more attention than the Woman's 
Building, uor one concerning which more 
questions are asked, It is probably true that 
the mainspring of this interest is curiosity, 
but the fact remains that the work by which 
women are to be represented in the Columbian 
Exposition is assuming much greater propor- 
tions than could have been anticipated by 
those whose action. provided for it. The 
building itseif isa triumph over difficulties. 
Mrs. Palmer, from the moment that $200,000 
was set apart for a Woman’s Building was 


the tullest manner possible, and she felt that 
to dothis it must be at least planned by 
a woman. She was confronted upon - the 
threshold of the enterprise by the fact that 
no American womanhood achieved such dis- 
tinction as an architect as to create a belief in 
the practicability of her scheme, and was 
beset on all sides by the opinion, freely ex- 
pressed, that no woman could be found who 
could furnish a working plan. : 
Mrs. Palmer Drew the Plang 


In the face of this discouraging assurance 
she persevered. Having some theatrical knowl- 
edge of architecture herself she drew up the 
first plan, had it scaled by a young man who 
was sufficiently acquainted with the details of 
the business to assist her so -far, yet was riot 
sufficiently advanced to take tne credit of her 
drawing. The plan accepted and the ground 
secured there still remained the difficulty of 
finding a woman who could make a working 
plan and other women who would be capable 
of undertaking with any promise of success 
the sculpture and painting necessary to com- 
plete the structure. 

The building now is an aceomplished fact. 
The obstacles have beeen overcome one by 
one, and, while some critics may affirm that 
the result is not perfect, it is not nearly so cred- 
itable to the country or to the taste of the 
Lady Managers as it night have been if car- 
ried out by artists of wider experience and 
mature talent. The women who have reso- 
lutely conducted the experiment may reply 
that the building is there and that in spite of 
its imperfections it 1s a remarkable achieve- 
ment. 

The women who appear in the ‘work on the 
building with the most distinction are Miss 
Haydon of Buston, who, though only 21 years 
of age and without experience in the practi- 
cal details of architecture, was yet able to sub- 
mit a plan that waa not only capable of being 
worked out, but was in many respects admi- 
rably ada to the use for which it was de- 
signed ; Misa Rideout of California, 20 years 
of age, of necessarily limited trainmg and ex- 
perience, whose work on the groups and pedi- 
ments will, regardlegs of abstract merit, make 
her a national if not a world-wide tation ; 
and Miss Yandell of Kentucky, years of 
age, the designer of the Caryatides, who has 
had only three or four years of study in 
her line of work, one of which was spent 
abroad, 

Something more than indulgence is due to 
the women who have dared so much in the 
premises, and much more will be granted 
them by those who, during the next six 
months, survey with a proper unde ing 
of the situation the graceful edifice which vc- 
cupies a site of vantage in Jackson Park and 
is destined to commemorste the achievements 
of women in all ages countries, 
The structure, which covers about two acres 
of ground north of the Horticultural Building 
and near one of the principal entrances, is 
400x200 feet and occupies one side of the great 
quadrangle around which the chief buildings 
are placed. It is two stories in height, with 
a roof garden that commands a sweeping view 
of the grounds and the lake beyond. The 
style of architecture is that of the Italian 
renaissance, simpie in outline, in which the 
severity is relieved by free standing Corin- 
thian columns at the main entrance and 
by pavilions in the center and at the ends. 
Lhe caryatides designed by Miss Yandell are 
used in ps a ony, the balustrade of the f 
garden, while the work of Miss Rideout 
pears in the symbolic figures with which the 
buildmg is surmounted, and in the relief de- 
signs upon the pediments at either end. 


Features of the Interior. 


_ In its interior arrangement the structure is 
impressive in appearance, and seemns admira- 
bly adapted to its purpose. The chief feature 
of the interior is the central gallery, 240x 
60 feet, which is called the Gallery of Honor, 
and isto be used for displaying the most 
brilliant achievements of women of all ages 
in art, science, and industry. As the aim is 
to represent all nations in this exhibit the 
space for each group will be limited, and the 
articles displayed will be selected with great 
care and admitted oaly upon recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Lady Managers. 
Surrounding and leading up to this 
will appear the retrospective or chronological 
exhibit, whose pu will be to show the 
progress of women from the earliest times, 
which will afford an interesting and appropri- 
ate introduction to the Gallery of Honor. On 
the right ot the north entrance is the space as- 
signed to foreign Commissioners. and east of 
‘he north end of the Gallery of Honor is the 
salesroom where the products of female labor 
in every branch of art and industry will be of- 
fered for sale.

Royal Offenders. 


The royal -persou are the first offenders 
and the worst examp They are never still. 
hey are never content. They are incessantly 
discovering pretexts for conveying their royal 
one here and there, to and fro, in cease- 
useless, cOstly; and foolish journeys. 

Every event in their lives is a cause or an 
excuse for their indulgence in the pérégrin- 
omanie; if they are well they want change of 
scene; if they are ill they want change of air; 
if they suffer a bereavement nothing can con- 
sole them exeept some agreeable foreign 
strand; and the deaths, births, and marriages 
of their innumerable relatives furnish them 
with continual and convenient reasons for in- 
cessant gyrations. In all these multiplied and 
endless shiftings of piace and person the 
photographs fly: about in showers, and the 
gold and silver offerings are tendered in re- 
turn on ben knees. . 

It must be confessed that royalty confirms 
and keeps up many usages and obligations of 
society which are absurd and unpleasant; and 
without royal support would die a natural 
death. 

The most vuigar form of salutation, the 
shake-hands, has been sdopted and general- 
ized by Princes, until it is now usual in coun- 
tries where it was unknown iu the beginning 
of the century. Nothing can be more lu- 
dicrous and ungraceful, or more disagree- 
able, than the ““pump-handling”’ which is 
common in all ranks of society, and which 
great person might easily have abolished 
y think it makes them popu- 
resort to it on every suitable 
and unsuitable occasion. ‘There can be no 
possible reason why people should go 
through this unpleasant action, and few 
sights are more absurd than to see two elderly 
gentlemen solemnly sawing each other’s arms 
up and down as they meet before the 
doorsteps of their club. The slight 
smile and ‘searcely perveptible bend of the 
head, which are all with which well-bred peo- 
ple recognize their acquaintances at a recep- 
tion or a bail, is fully sufficient for all pur- 
poses of recognition at any period of the day, 
and can amply preface conversation, The 
pressure of hands should be left to lovers or 
to friends in moments’ of impulses of emo- 
tion, on leave-taking before or on welcome 
after along absence. There are many men 
still in Europe, not all old men, either, who 
know howto greet a woman and bend low 
over her hand and touch it lightly with their 
lips; and how graceful, how respectful, how 
suggestive of homage is that courtly saluta- 
tiop! It is the fault of women that it has be- 
come the exeeption, not the rule. 

The position of sovereigns and their de- 
scendants is one which should at least allow 
them to be the first gentry of their countries 
in feeling as the} are in precedence and eti- 
quette; they might, were they capable of it, 
set an example of grace, of elegance, and of 
purity of taste. Strong asis the revolution- 
ary leaven ainong the masses, the force of 
snobbism is stronger still, and all habits and 
examples which come from the palace are fol- 
lowed by the people with eager and obse- 
quious servility. If. when Princes and Prin- 
cesses were united in wedlock, they ordained 
‘*No presents,”’ the abominable blackmail 
levied by betrothed peopie on their acquaint- 
aaces would cease to be fashionable and 
would svon become “parcel and portion 
of the dreadful past.’’ If, when Princes

other classes woula take example, and the 
horrible, senseless barbarism of piling a mass 
of decaying wreaths and floral crosses upon a 
coffin and a grave would pass to the limbo of 


all other extinct barbaric and grotesque cus- 


toms. But they are careful to do nothing of 
the kind. - The bridal gifts are too welcome to 
them; and the funeral baked meats are too 
savory: and all the royal people all over 
Europe unite in. keeping up these tributes 
levied from a groaning worid. Modern gener- 
ations have made~Suth marriage and death 
more absurd, more banal, and more vulgar 
than any other period ever contrived to do; and 
it is not modern princes who will endeavor to 
render either of them simple, natural, and 
dignified, for the essence and object of all 
royal life in modern times is vulgarity—i. e. : 
publicity. 
Death and Marriage Made Shows. 


Of all spectacles'‘which society flocks to see 
it may certainly be said that the funeral and 
the wedding are thé most intolerably coarse 
and clumsy. There is indeed a curious and 
comical hkeness between these two. Both 
take place in a crowd; both are the cause for 
extortion and expenditure; bvuth are attended 
unwillingly and saluted with false formule of 
compliment; both are “seen out”? and “ got 
through ”’ with sighs of relief from the spec- 
tators; and both are celebrated with the sacri- 
fice of many myriads of flowers, crucified in 
artificial shapes in their honor. 

The roughes+ and rudest marriage forms of 
savaye nations are less offensive than those 
which are the received and admired custom of 
the civilized world. There cannot be a more 
Philistian jumble of greed, show, indecency, 
and extravagance than is compressed into 
the marriage festivities of the cities of Kurope 
and America. Year after year the same triv- 
ial and tiresome usage, the same vulgar and 
extravagant customs, the same barbarous and 
uncouth ceremonies prevail and are accepted 
as sacred and unalterable law. The most in- 
timate, the most delicate, the most personal 
actions and emotions ofriife are set out in the 
full glare of light in the most unscreened and 
most unsparing publicity, and no one sees the 
odious and disgusting coarseness of it all. 
The more sensitive and refined ternperaments 
submit meekly to the torture of its commands, 

In all the annals of the social life of the 
world there has not- been anything so atrocious 
in vulgarity as a fashionable wedding, whether 
viewed in its greedy pillaging of fsiends and 
acquaintances or in its theatrical pomp of 
ecatume, of procession, and of banquet. It is 
the very apogee of bad taste, incongruity, 
and indecency, from the coarse words of its 
rites to its sputtering champagne, ite unvaried 
orations, and its ‘idivtic expenditure. Every 
ceremony duly repeats and carefully imitates 
those which have preceded it. There is no 
originality, there is no modesty, 
there is no dignity or reserve. The 
plunder which is called ** presents ”’ is laid out 
on exhibition, and the teverish anxiety of 
every bride elect is to get more presents than 
any of her contemporaries. Even the indoor 
and outdoor servants of each of the two 
households’ have this shameless biackmail 
levied on them, and gillies subscribe fora 
hunting watch and kitchenmaids contribute 
to the purchase of‘a. silver-framed mirror. 
Imagine the .slaves of Augustus presenting 
him with a gdld .whistie, or the comedians of 
Louis Quatorze offering him a silver cigar 
box! 

Lack of Dignity. 

Dignity is the quality in which the present 
period is most conspicuously deficient. Those 
who possess it in public life are unpopular 
with the public; those who possess if in pri- 
vate life are thought pretentious, or oid-fash- 
ioned and stiff-necked. The French expres- 
sion for being fashionable, dans le train, ex- 
actly expresses what fashion now is. It is to 
be remarkable in a crowd indeed, but still al. 
ways in acrowd, rushing rapidly with that 
crowd, and no longer attempting to lead, 
much less tostem it. Life lived ata gallop 
may be, while we are in the first flight, great 
fun, but it is wholly impossible that it should 
be very dignified. 

It is reported that Ravachol, who was not 
especially sound at the core himself, stated it 
as his opinion that society is so rotten that 
nothing can be done with it except to destroy 
it. Most sober thinkers, who have not Rava- 
chol’s relish for the pastimes of crime, must 
yet be tempted to agree with him. Who that 
knows anything at all of the. inner working 
of administrative life can respect any extant 
form of government? Who that has studied 
the practical working of elective modes of 
choice can fail to see that there 1s no true choive 
in their issues at all, only endless wire-pulling? 
Who can deny that all the legislation in the 
world must forever be powerless to limit the 
sub rosa influence of the unscrupulous man? 
Who can deny that in the struggle for success 
honesty and independence and candor are 
dead weights, suppleness and falsehood and 
the sly tact which bends the. knee and oils the 
tongue are the surest qualities in any Corr pet- 
itor? Who can frame any social system in 
which the enormous, 4 armory m— pease un- 
‘ust preponderance of interest and influence 
an Moe neutralized, or the still more unjast 
preponderance of mere numbers be counter- 

) | 


Some thinkers predict that the coming ruler,

see-saw of wealth now supply us. The whole 
tendency of socialism, from its first tentatives 
in the present trades unions, isto iron down 
humanity into one dreary level, tedious and 
featureless as the desert. It is not to its 
doctrines that we can look for any increase of 
wit, of grace, and of charm. Its triumph 
would be the reign of universal ugliness, same- 
ness, and commonnéss, | 
Mob rule ie‘ rising everywhere in a muddy 
ocean which will outspread*into a muddy plain 
wherein all lovelinessand eminence will be 
alike submerged., But it is not yet wholly 
upon us. There is still time for society if it 
care to do so to justify its own existence ere 
its despoilers be upon it; and it can only beso 
justified if it become something wmch money 
cannot purchase, and envy, though it may de- 
stroy, cannot deride.

An American Girl's Audience with the 
Dowager Empress Victoria. 

New York Sun; The Dowager Empress of 
Germany, who is probably the most enlight- 
ened and intellectual woman in royal Euro- 
pean circles, professes an extraordinary ad- 
miration for Americans. Indeed, when sum- 
mering at the dower palace near Homburg 
it is not at all unusual for her Majesty Vic- 
toria tosummon to her presence an occa- 
sional visitor from the United States, Of 
course only members of her own sex are thus 
honored, but if she hears anything partic- 
ularly interesting of an American tourist that 
lady is sure sooner or later to receive an 
official request to attend upon the imperial 
widow. 

Last summer a well-known Bostonian, who 
happened to be taking in the gay little Prus- 
sian Spa, was vastly surprised one morning by 
a call from a royal courier. This very splen- 
did personage was the bearer of an imposing 
red sealed ducument which, in , age 
worded terms, commanded the fair New En- 
glander to appear at the Empress Victuria’s 
court. A choice of three days was given to 
her, and she was informed of the hours when 
her Majesty was prepared to meet guests. 

Naturally the lady from Boston was greatly 
flattered by the honor implied, and hastened 
at once in the simplest languaye she could 
command to express her pleasure in accept- 
ing the gracious invitation. “The next two 
days were passed in careful ‘coaching upon 
points of etiquette involved in such a visit, 
and on the third morning she set out alone for 
the palace. A kindly Countess, familiar with 
state ceremonies, advised the favored Ameri- 
can to wear a biack gown and bonnet, for it ap- 
peared that although the court was no longer 
in mourning Victoria herself still wore very 
heavy weeds, and was evidently complimented 
when her visitors left off colors in deference 
to this fact. 

In a smart Parisian toilet of black crépe de 
chine, lightened a trifle by touches of jet, the 
Bostonian drove from her Humburg hotel, the 
juurney carefully timed so that she reached 
the palace gates precisely at 11 o’clock.

Here she bade the stranger make 
herself comfortable, and with one last haughty 
bow disappeared. 

During the eight or ten minutes of solitude 
that followed the visitor had trme-to run over 
invher mind the various points of etiquette 
she was bidden tc observeduring the approach- 
ing interview. She felt an irresistible desire 
to examine the dignified portraits and hand- 
some photographs of great personages scat- 
tered about anda wanted to run to the window 
and look at the flowers. More than all she 
was eager to see what books were lying about 
in elegant confusion, as though the lady of 
the house had just arisen. from her reading. 
It was while sitting extremely still and taking 
in a great deal with her eyes, that the American 
was all at once aware of a light step, and 
looked up to see a slender, fair-haired woman 
passing between the portiéres, 

Recalling her instructions, the visitor rose 
at once, made a deep reverence, and waited 
for her imperial hostess to take the initiative. 
This Victoria did by smiling and bowing most 
graciously, and, calling her guest by name, 
expressed much pleasure in making her ac- 
quaintance. She begged her tod be seated, 
took an easy chair, drew it forward, and, in 
less time than it takes to tell, every reninant 
of formality was banished and the two women 
were chatting in as friendly a fashion as 
though no social differences existed. The 
American was careful always to wait and let 
her Majesty take the lead, both in starting 
and directing the conversation. Otherwise 
their equality was complete. 

The > amon expressed her warm enthusi- 
asm for America and Americans, saying that 
the women of the United States excited her 
keenest interest and she was ever in sympathy 
with their mode of thought and life. She 
said their frank, friendly intercourse with 
men charmed her especially, for she herself 
had always enjoyed the intimate cempanion- 
ship of brilliant men, first her father, the 
Prince Consort. and afterward Emperor Fred- 
erick. She spoke freely of her advanced 
thought in the direction of women’s righta, 
their higher education, and fitness to hold 
office and enter the learned professions. It 
‘was rather startling to hear her allude to the 
“serious differences I have had with my 
mother and son on these points,”’ and realize 
she was speaking of the two mightiest sover- 
eigns of Europe. She askel a great many 
questions about the charities, women’s col- 
leges, and general status of the sex in this 
country, and expressed a great desire to visit 
the Columbian Exposition. 

As the Empress taiked, her visitor was deep- 
ly inypressed with the mental alertness, liber- 
al views, and fund of general information she 
seerned to possess. Her simplicity of manner 
was perfect. her animation and fluency vastly 
attractive, without one touch of egotism or 
seelf-consciousness to spoil the effect. Al- 
though well into middle life her hair is scarce- 
ly touched with gray, her eyes are a soft blue, 
and skin as pink and white as a girl’s. 
She does not in the least resemble her 
full-eyed, heavy-featured brothers and sisters, 
is very slight, with an admirably preserved 
tigure and graceful carriage. She wore a 
plainly made lustreless silk gown with a long 
train, a black tulle cap rested on her well- 
coiffed hair, and the merest line of white 
showed at throat and wrists. In addition to 
her wedding ring, her one ornament was a 
beautiful miniature of the tate Emperor, set 
round with brilliants and pinned directly over 
her heart. 

The American’s audience with the royal lady 
lasted about twenty muinutes, when her 
Majesty rose and extended her hand. Think- 
ing it was given her to kiss, the stranger 
stooped forward, whereupon Augusta smiled, 
shook her head, and, giving a cordial hand- 
shake, said she understood democratic cus- 
toms quite well and never expected her guests 
froin a republic to observe court etiquette. 
When the Empress bowed adieu and vanished 
as quietly as she haa come the American was 
again taken charge of and brought back to 
the realm of everyday mortals,

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ARE STRANGE PEOPLE| 


MANY PEOULIARITIES OP THE DUNK- 
ER AND AMISH SEOTS, 


They Follow, as They BelieVe, the Strict 
Teachings of the Bible—Simple Yet Im- 
‘pressive Ceremonies Attending Their 
Love Feasts—The Washing of Feet and 
Administration of the Holy Kiss—Dir- 
ferences Between the Old and New Men- 
nonites—Ministers Chosen by Lot, 


To the Dunkers and the Amish can be justly 
applied the term peculiar people, for they are 
among the strangest of many strange 
sects, which, leaving the Fatherland for con- 
science’s sake ~in the early part of the last 
century, found freedom, homes, co.ofort, and 
a competence in: the broad, rich valleys of 
Eastern Pennsylvania. Dunkers is borrowed 
from the German tunker, which means to 
dip, and the stringent manner in which'the 
members of the sect insist upon the nite of 
baptism first gave them their name. Their 
founder was Alexander Mack of Schwartzenau, 
who in 1708 with one or two com- 
panions adopted anti-paedobaptist views. 
From the tirst the Dunkers, who rec. 
ognized no other .name than Brethren, 
were subjected to persecution, and this about 
1720 induced them with their leader to seek 
refugein Holland. William Penn, learning 
of their flight to Holland, invited them to 
settle in the colony which he had founded ia 
America, and his invitation was accepted. 
Mack and a numerous body landed in Boston, 
journeyed thence to Philadelphia, and Christ- 
mas day, 1724, formed their first congrega- 
tion wm America at the house of John 
Gomery in Germantown. Other settlements 
were gradually formed in New England, 
Maryland, Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Kansas, 
and other Western States. The Dunkers now 
number over 60,000, with 350 congregations 
and 1,600 preachers. There are at least 40,000 
members of this sect in Lancaster, Lebanon, 
Berks, and Dauphin Counties, Pa, 

In the early days of the Dunkers the sexes 
dwelt apart and wmarriage, while not forbidden, 
was frowned upon. Changes inthis reapect 
have come with time, but on public occasions 
and chureh gatherings male and female still 
sit apart. Atthe outset, in a comparative 
measure, comnmunity of goods was observed, 
and until a very recent date it was held by 
members of the sect.as unlawful to take in- 
terest for money. These features have now 
disappeared. The ministry of the sect is 
coinposed of Bishops and preachers who re- 
ceive no pay for their services. There are also 
deacons and deaconesses. The ministers are 
selected by lot and serve for a certain num- 
ber of years. 

The ceremony of selecting a Dunker minister 
is a most interesting one. When a vacancy 
occurs by death or the expiration of the term 
of service meetings of the elders are held and 
candidates for a successor are named, the 
candid ates being selected from among the 
best members of the congregation. On the 
day appointed for the selection peuple for 
many tniles around flock to the church at 
which the ceremony is to be observed. Ona 
recent observance of the ceremony near Read- 
ing ten candidates were named, all of whom 
were present clothed in the somber black 
suits and broad-brimmmed hats worn by all 
male members of the sect. On a desk 
at the end of the room were ten Bibles, and in 
one of the Bibles had been placed a thin 
white card. When the members of the congre- 
gation were all seated two of the elders went 
to the table and so thoroughly mixed the Bibles 
that no one could tell which one contained the 
ecard. Then followed a brief service of sing- 
ing and prayer and an address. It was known 
to those present that several of the candidates 
had been named against their will, but, in 
obedience to the tenets of the Dunker creed, they 
submitted to the wisdom and wishes of their 
brethren. When the address was ended the 
candidates arose, revereutly approached and 
took the Bibles, and then resumed their seats. 
Praying silently each candidate slowly opened 
his Bible, and, turning to the announced ehap- 
ter in the New Testament, searched for the 
fateful card. The candidate in whose Bible 
the card was found, after a few moments’ si- 
leace, arose, spoke briefly, and offered prayer, 
following which the congregation was dis- 
missed. ’ 

The Dunkers are in the main farmers and 
mechanics, and as a class are well-to-do. 
Their clothes are of coarse gray cloth cut in 
the fashion affected by the Quakers, without 


, buttons, —. or binding, the different 
e 


garments being held together by hooks and 
eyes. The men wear long hair parted in the 
wniddle, and long beards with their mustaches. 
To wear the hair or beard otherwise is ac- 
counted sinful. The hair of tne sisters is 
brushed smuothly across the brows and 
knitted behind underneath plain poke bon- 
nets of brown or gray'cloth. They dress in 
the same sober tints, without ruffle, tuck, or 
pleat of any kind, Jewelry or lace is never 
worn. In their manners they are simple and 
formal, each sex saluting its own members 
with a kiss. 

The most imposing ceremonial of the Dunk- 
ers is the love feast, which is observed several 
times during each summer season. 

A description by a spectator of a love feast 
held afew months ago at the Maidencreek 
church, near Schafferstown, in Lebanon 
County, which by common consent is made 
the meeting center of the Dunkers of Eastern 
Pennsylvania, is as follows: 

**The Maidencreek church or meeting-house 
is an enormous structure of two stories, with 
abasement. In the upper story are long 
dormitories provided with beds, cradles, 
and necessary bedding. In the  base- 
ment are cooking stoves and ovens, where 
meals are prepared from the common 
fund of supplies contributed to the congrega- 
tion. At the farther end of the church hall 
proper, which occupies the ground floor, are 
long benches elevated several feet from the 
body of the church. On _ these benches the 
Bishops sit during the sessions. The benches 
for the congregation are of plain boards, made 
reversible, and capable of being overturned to 
serve as tables. A broad aisle running from 
the entrance doors to the Bishops’ benches in 
front separates the brethren from the sisters. 
The two sexes are not permitted to worship 
together. 

**On the morning of the feast the roads 
leading to Schafferstown were in a whirl of 
dust from the brethren’sequipages. The serv- 
ices were opened at 10 o’clock witha prayer 
by.a venerable Bishop.. Singing followed, 
and then another venerable elder delivered a 
discourse upon the necessity of the. brethren 
loving each other. At the conclusion of the 
sermon caine prayer and more singing, when 
a recess was taken. Immediately the brethren 
and sisters took their Way by separate doors 
to the basement, where they sat at separate 
tables, husbands and wives and members of 
the same family eating aparte Devotional ex- 
ercises occupied the afternoon and evening. 
An intermission of one hour for supper in- 
tervened between the two sessions. At the 
close of the evening session the doxology was 
sung by the entire assemblage, who then sep- 
aratea for the night. Most of them slept in 
the attic above. The others disposed them- 
selves among the farmhouses and barns, sleep- 
ing in the latter on straw and hay. 

“The morrow’s exercises began with devo- 
tional services similar to those of the previous 
day, continuing, with an hour’s intermission 
at noon, until 4 o’clock in the afternoon. A 
half hour’s recess was then taken, in which 
the brethren busied themselves in converting 
the backs of the seate into tables. These were 
covered with white cloths, and each table was 
provided with ten water bowls and twenty 
tablespoons. These preparations made, 
the Presiding Bishop rapped ffor at- 
tention, and when perfect silence was 
obtained proceeded to conduct a 
‘self-examination’ service. This service 
lasted half an hour, and then the Lord’s Sup- 
per was observad in the characteristic Dunker 
fashion. Large tin dishes containmg soup 
made of rice and beef, steaming hot, were 
brought in and uncovered. Boiled meat and 
huge loaves of bome-made bread, with plates 
of golden butter and smoking coffee, followed, 
and the aroma of the meats and coffee filled 
the church. Each set of ten brethren and ten 
sisters, sitting at separate tables, ate soup out 
of the same tureen with sop and spoon. 

The ceremony known as the ealutation of 
the holy kiss concluded the supper. Each 
brother imprinted a kiss from his bearded 
lips on the tips of his neighbor at table, and 
each sister similarly kissed her sister compan- 
ion sitting next her.. But the brivthers did 
not thus salute the sisters, nor the sisters thus 
salute the brethren. After this came the 
communion service, which consists in the 
breaking of unleavened bread, made in lon 
strips, andin the drinking of unfermen 
wine. 

‘Feet washing, considered among the 
Dunkers to be the most solemn and significant 
rite of the entire service, was then observed, 


suspended from the 
brethren, many of 
hite haired 


¥ the feet of five 
or six of his nearest neighbors in a little bowl 
and wipmg them with a towel, giving each of 
them & kiss as he bathed his feet and another 
kiss as he wiped them. Among the sisters on 
the other side of the aisle the same rule was 
pursued, While this ceremony was proceed- 
ing appropriate hymns were chanted by the 
rest of the congregation. 

“This ceremony finished the love feast. 
The benediction was pronounced by the head 
Bishop, and in half an hour the country roads 
in all directions saw a thousand vehicles 
sweep by, carrying away the brethren and sis- 
ters, hapry in their oop faith and in the 
consciousness of duty well performed.”’ 

Wherever the Dunkers are found in Penn- 
sylvania are also to be found the Mennonites, 
now divided into half @ dozen sects, d:ffering 
as to practices but following substantially the 
same creed. The Mennonites are followers of 
Menno Simon, a reformer of the sixteenth 
century, who was born ‘at Friesiand in 1495 
and died at Fresenburg, near Oldeslobe, in 
1561, Their history can be traced back to the 
anabaptists, from whom they are descended, 
Rehgious persecution compelled thetn to flee 
froin one country to another in Europe. 
and in 1683 William Penn induced a few 
of the Swiss Mennonites to emigrate to 
America, they settling near Germantown, Pa. 
From 1698 to 1736 they came to Pennsylvania 
in great numbers. They were the first white 
settlers in Lancaster County, locating there 
in 1709. Since settling in Lebeosior Cuunty 
they have split into the following sects: Old 
Mennonites, New Mennonites, amish, River 
Brethren, and New Brethren in Christ. The 
creed of each of these several sects is briefand 
simple, and is essentially a literal interpreta- 
tion of Christ’s commands. Baptism only on 
profession of faith in Chirst; the observance 
of feet washing as an evidence of humility; 
the bestowal of the kiss of peace; non-resist- 
ance under ali circumstances; the refusal to 
take oaths, appeal to the law, or to bear 
arms; purity of life, and uprightness in busi- 
ness habits; the most rigid adherence to sim- 

licity in home and personal adornment and 

anguage—this is the sum total of the faith 
that is in them.. 

_Like the Dunkers the Old Mennonites are 
simple, unpretentious, frugal, laborious, and 
devout. They are nearly all agriculturists 
and will not settle where there is a poor soil. 
Their farms in Lancaster County were pur- 
chased from William Penn at a uniform price 
of 10 cents an acre. If they desired to dispose 
of their estates now they could obtain from 
$125 to $250 per acre. In 1880 Lancaster con- 


tained 9,070 farms of an average size of sixty- . 


one acres and valued at $69,004,919, the aver- 
age value being $7,608. 

There are a number of branches within the 
Mennonite Church, the Old Mennonites, the 
New Mennonites, and the Amish Mennonites. 
Then there are branches of the Amish Men- 
nonites. These are what are called the Old 
Amish, the Meeting House Amish, and the 
Progressive Amish. The Oid Amish are strict 
in the customs of dress. The Progressives 
lean more to the ways of the world. The Old 
Mennonites differ from the others in this: 
They dq not carry the custom of dress to such 
extremes as forbidding buttons on clothing or 
the wearing of long hair. 

** We do not go to law except in extreme 
cases, and only then when we are defending 
ourselves. We never institute proceedings. 
Asto divorce, we do not allow it. When 
divorces are permitted it is only for the one 
cause mentioned in the Bible, unfaithfulness, 
When a man or woman is divorced there is no 
remarrying permitted. Our winisters re- 
ceive no salary,and no wedding or funeral 
fees. Their service belongs to the Lord. 
Ministers are chosen by lot. Where a mis- 
take is made and a man not suited to the work 
is chosen, it is always, I have contended, be- 
cause there was no necessity for selecting a 
preacher at the time or else carelessness was 
observed.”’ 

The New Mennonite branch of the Mennon- 
ite Church dates from 1814. Francis Herr, a 
lineal descendant of Hans Herr. one of the 
first of the Mennonite preachers, regarded 
with serious concern what seemed to him a 
gradual departure from the faith of the fa- 
thers. He protested in a mild way, and after 
his death his protest was continued by his son, 
John Herr, who in 1814 formed the first con- 
gregation of the New Mennonite Chureh with 
himself as pastor and Bishop. There is little 
difference in faith between the New and the 
Oid Mennonites, but in practice everything. 
Not only will they not permit their ministers 
‘to officiate in any other church, but the mem- 
bers are prohibited from attending any other 
religious services than theirown. If a friend 
should die and an Old Mennonite or any other 

mninister should rise to speak at the funeral 
every New Mennonite in the room would 


leave. 

‘Lhe separation of the Amish from the Men- 
pon'tes dates back to 1639. There was always 
a tendency in the Mqnnonite communities to 
separate, and the cause was usually the same 
as that now agitating all our churehes—the 
conflict of conservatism and liberalism. In 
one of these upheavals Jacob Amman took 
the leading part, and his followers called them- 
selves Amish after his name. Amman was an 
Aisacian, and his people are chiefly of German 
or Swiss origin. The first community they 
established on this side of the Atlantic was in 
Monroe County, O., wherethey settled and be- 
gan to flourish in 1847. Amish communities 
are now to be found in Pennsyivania, [llinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, fowa, and Kansas. Altogether 
they number about 3,000 souls. In their ad- 
ministration of the rite of baptism they 
neither pour the water over the candidate, 
like the Mennonite, nor sprinkle like the 
Quaker, but immerse him as the Baptists do. 

The worship of the Amish is characterized 
by primitive simplicity. Simging, prayers, 
and sermon by one of their number, chosen 
by lot, and not compensated, constitute the 
Sunday service. Afterthe morning service, 
which ends about noon, the entire wongrega- 
tion join in a common meal, consisting only 
of bread and butter and eoffee. This meal is 
provided by each family in turn and, as there 
are usually some fifty or more families in the 
church, the burden fails on a family only 
about once a year. The Amish are not traders. 
It is a rigorous law among them that 
no member shall make profit from a 
transaction with another, and a case is on 
record where this law was relentlessly en- 
forced in the matter of a small comuoission 
of 50 cents on the purchase of a lot of agri- 
cultural implements. Any misfortune or pov- 
erty that may come to a member of the Amish 
is general concern, and there has never been 
an instance of appeal for help to the public 
or the State institutions. Very simple, very 
primitive in their habits and customs are the 
Amish, and, like the Pilgrim fathers who set- 
tled in New England, they care little for men- 
tal culture, but are mainly concerned, accord- 
ing to their lights, for the safety of their souls. 

When the attitude of the Amish toward edu- 
cation was mentioned to the elder of the Old 
church quoted above, he said: “The Amish 
object to too much education. We send our 
children to the public schovwls, but if any son 
or daughter of an Amishman wanted to go to 
college the parents would make no great ef- 
fort to help them. Too much education unfits 
a man forthe plain, simple life we lead. As 
to polities, we vote and that is about all. We 
see no harm in holdimg local offices, such as 
Road Supervisor, but nothing beyond that. 
We did not even vote in the old days. The 
reason we do so now is because we think that 
this is the best government under the sun, the 
best that ever existed, and that as it protects 
us 1n our rights and religion we _shouid sus- 
tain it as far as is compatible with our re- 
ligious views. eS 

* We will not bear arms, but auring the war 

we cheerfully paid whatever fines or bounties 
were demanded of us. We do not have photo- 
graphs taken. That is, the old Amish folks. 
Some of the younger ones, before they euter 
the church, do, I suppose. Theaters and such 
exhibitions are worldly amusements. ‘The de- 
sire to avoid show and dispiay also leads us 
to discountenance fancy vehicles and car- 
riages. AbD 
merry-making within proper bounds 
proper times. The young folks 
have their gatherings, and then there 
are weddings and infares. Sometimes, 
though, this merry-inaking is carried too far. 
Too much of anything is too much. When per- 
sons have been excommunicated or expelled 
from the church among the Amish, they are 
prohibited from eating with the members of 
their own bousehold, but it is not of our do- 
ing that such is the case. The Bible is our 
only guide. Paul says that with such as these 
you have described the faithful shall not even 
eat. If a man backslides, if he tramples the 
word of God under foot, and neglects and de- 
nounces everything good, he is treated that 
way. If it is a father, his wife and children 
must not sup with him until he repents,”’

New York Sun: One afternoon he opened 
his eyes, and, seeing the reporter who writes 
this, beckoned to him to sit down beside him. 

“IT have been planning outa great news- 

paper property,” said he, ‘a different one in 
its plan and purpose from any that was ever 
conceived before, and an essentially new one 
in the important respect that it is sure to 
make millions of dollars for its owners in a 
very short time and at very little cost. Now, 
ifl were President of the United States I 
would see to it that the paper should bestarted. 
I would call it the Federal Chronicle, or the 
Capital Journal, or some other such name, 
which would express its central and official 
character. It would have 1,500,000 circulation 
at once. In it would be printed all the news 
of the appointments and dismissals in the pub- 
lic service. No appointments would be made 
known anywhere else before they appeared in 
that paper. In the same way, the printers 
who set up its type would be the very first 
men to know that news. There are, I believe 
something like 150,000 places in the bestowal 
of the governinent, and at least ten men are 
always hoping to secure each place. Every 
man of them would have to take that 
paper, because its news, being  offi- 
cial, would be absolute, like the receipt 
of a commission or the blow of a headsman’s 
ax. Then, agam, see how useful the paper 
would be tu the general reader. All its news 
would be vopyrighted, so that no other jour- 
na! could crib from it, and the public would 
read it or go without its contents. It would 
be made the medium through which the 
government could appea! to public opinion 
and could formulate its views and policy in 
the way the newspaper interviewers would 
like to see the President and Cabinet make 
use of reporters’ services. They are doomed 
to continual disappointment because 
it is undignified for high officials to 
betray their policy and reveal their 
actions to reporters. Besides, public men are 
not sure of being accurately and fully report- 
ed. In the newspaper which I suggest there 
would be no objection to occasional state- 
ments by the President and his Secretaries; 
indeed they would be regarded as next of kin 
to his me to Congress. The price of the 
paper would be whatever the owners chose 
to ask—say $15, $20, or $25 a year—and the ad- 
vertisements would bring in a mint of money 
if the tariff was based on the usual rates es- 
tablished by the great papers of the day, 
which would suddezly become little papers by 
comparison with the journal I have just in- 
vented.”

THE PEOPLE MUST SPEAK OUT. 
The Thirty-first Ward Anti-Grade Crossing 
Association held a large meeting night before 
last at which resolutions were adopted, two 


of them being as follows: 

Resolved, That united and persistent agitation 
is the only way to secure good results in matters 
of this kind, and that, inasmuch as the public 
pressisthe one great power that can make or 
break ahy movement ofa public character, and 
inasmuch as our newspapers have already mani- 
fested a very great interest in this most important 
subject. we feel justified and encouraged in re- 
spectfully and earnestly asking them to help asin 
the organization and prosecution of our work. 

Resolved, That in this work we feel that we are 
not only defending our property and the lives and 
limbs of ourselves and our children. but we are 
also attempting to respond to the agonized, 
dying groans and cries that are daily and hourly 
coming up to us from beneath the wheels of the 
locomotive thrvugh the blood and mangled bodies 
of our neighbors and friends. 

* United and persistent agitation ” should 
be the motto of all who want to put an end to 
street-crossing murders. As long as the peo- 
ple show no sign of interest, neither Councils 
nor Legislatures will act.' The evils which 
the latter gen try to remedy are those 
against which the people protest loudly, not 
those which they bear uncomplainingly. 
When the people speak plainly and unitedly 
then Aldermen and legislators fall over one 
another in their eagerness to give the desired 
relief, 

The Thirty-first Ward Association calls upon 
the other wards to form similar organiza- 
tions, and says it will do all in its power to as- 
sist them therein. It recommends also that 
there be a general organization, consisting of 
one representative from each ward organiza- 
tion, so that all in Chicago who are interested 
in the suppression of the grade-crossing mur- 
ders may act in concert. These are admira- 
ble suggestions, which should be acted on at 
once. By the middle of next month, at the 
farthest, each ward should be organized and 
ready for work. “In union there is strength.” 
When the ward organizations ask Aldermanic 
candidates for the Council, and the general 
erganization asks candidates for the Mayor- 
alty, what they intend to do to puta stop to 
grade-crossing murders, they will answer fully 
and satisfactorily. 

When the railroads see that the people are 
in earnest they will take a more serious view 
of the situation than they do now. They think 
that the indignation excited by their recent 
murders and maimings will die away soon. 
They believe that the mass of the people are 
indifferent and that only a few are interested 
in this demand for the abolition of grade 
crossings. Nothing will undeceive them more 
thoroughly than to have this grade-crossing 
qvestion made the great issue in the approach- 
ing municipal election. When they see a 
Mayor and Alderinen elected who are pledged 
to deal radically and promptly with this ques- 
tion they may conclude that the matter is one 
which deserves their immediate attention. If 
they do not act they may rest assured that a 
flood of crippling and damaging legislation 
will visit them which will force them in self- 
defense to raise their tracks or make crossings 
safe in some other equally effective way. 

The roads certainly will do nothing as long 
as the people rempin passive. Hence the 
necessity for organization, constant agitation, 
‘and concerted action. The other wards should 
form associations at once, so that there may 
be no question about the election of Aldermen 
who cannot be bought up by the roads, but 
will work for the welfare of the people. 


TAMMANY AND CHOLERA. 

The Tammany tiger is reported to have de- 
cided to spare no possible effort to prevent 
the passage of a national quarantine bill. It 
is dead set against such a measure for the rea- 
son that it would cut down the power of the 
official who so terribly abused it last fall. 
Tammany has determined to concede nothing 
to the General Government, though it be a 
Democratic one. It will not yield an inch in 
the matter of power and patronage, though 
the welfare of a whole nation be at stake. 
The gateway claims and insists upon the right 
to decide for the whole country who shall be 
admitted and when. The doorkeeper would 
dictate to the owner of the hall the terms on 
which the public shall be permitted to enter. 

The Board of Health of this State adopted 
last summer a series of resolutions which were 
so flatly out of sympathy with the Jenkins 
mode of procedure that their publication was 
delayed lest they might seem to have origi- 
nated in a motive hostile to the New York ad- 
ministration. They characterized as unfair 
and cruel any quarantine regulations which do 
not include provisions for properly taking care 
of those who have not been attacked by the 
disease and referred to separate State quaran- 
tine regulations as likely to be inefficient, be- 
sides being open to the charge of arbitrariness 
because adopted and conducted under the 
pressare of local clamor. The New York 
methods of last yearerred grievously in both 
particulars. They unnecessarily exposed to 
contagion many hundreds of innocent people, 
and in a manner which grossiy violated 
their righte as human beings to the full en- 
joyment of liberty and comfort so long as that 
was not incompatible with the safety of the 
people atlarge. The policy then pursued was 
not necessary to the most rigid requirements 
of regard for the public health. It savored 
too much of the reckless, indiscriminating 
cruelty of the dark ages in wantonly exposing 
many innocent people to physical suffering 
and even danger of death, instead of caring 
for them within hmits of absolute safety to 
the community. Surely it is not with a wish 
to have reénacted the atrocious scenes of last 
fali that the Tammany leaders are opposed to 
the wresent movement, for if it were they 
would deserve execration by every friend of 
humanity. : 

The ground of the Tammany opposition is 
said to be that the Senate bill, which has been 
reported from the House committee, infringes 
on the rights of the States, and is therefore an 
undemocratic measure. But the fact that it 
was drawo and championed by Senator Harris 
of Tennessee, one of the most rigid State- 
rights men in Congress, should be a sufficient 


answet to that objection. The great trouble | 


is that it does not recognize all that has hith- 
erto been claimed by Tammany as rightfully 
belonging to that organization. This fact is 
all-sufficient to call down the ire of the leaders 
of that body, though the measure is believed 
to have been prepared in such terms as would 
keep out cholera and all other epidemic dis 
eases. ‘That consideration, however, has but 
the weight of a feather when the question at 
issue is the one of Tammany domination.

THE MUSIC AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

The Executive committee of the local 
directory, acting upon the rec om mendation 
of the Liberal Arts committee, has appro- 
priated $257,000 to defray the expenses of 
music during the Fair, this sum to be paid 
out of revenue received after May 1. The ap- 
propriation is a wise one, Music will play an 
important part in the great Fair, as it 
does in almost every function of social and 
artistic life, and in the skillful hands of Mr. 
Theodore Thomas, the Bureau of Music has 
evolved a scheme for the six months which in 
magnitude, variety, and excellence of results 
will challenge any similar scheme which this 
or any other country ever has known, As & 
matter of fact, if all the other departments are 
as well equipped and as intelligently carried 
out as the musical will be, the officials and the 
public as well may congratulate themselves. 

The scheme is of the most colossal kind. It 
contemplates outdoor music by the finest of 
American and European bands so arranged 
that it will be continuous through the day for 
the six months; popular concerts every day; 
and society and festival concerts every week, 
in which the leading organizations of this 
country will take part, and for which they 
already have been rehearsing many months. 
Every conductor and society of note in the 
United States will be here at some period of 
the six months, They will smg by themselves 
and in mass chorus in the Music Hal! on the 
grounds, while bands will play in the 
outdoor pavilions. The programs for the hall 
concerts have been selected with that taste 
and intelligence for which Mr. Thomas is so 
well known. Thus in addition to the outdoor 
music hundreds of excellent indoor concerts 
will be given. Thescheme has involved an 
amount of labor, forethought, and expert skill 
which few can realize, but fortunately for its 


‘success it is in the hands of a man no amount 


of labor can appall and who is not in the 
habit of being daunted by obstacles. He in- 
tends to make the World’s Fair music tne 
vrowning triumph of his long and eventful 
career and to show to the world the great 
progress which music has made and the flat- 
tering conditions of the art in this country. 
Apart from the mere question of entertain- 
ment—although that is an essential—the 
scheme will be of deep interest from every 
point of view and the committee has done well 
in sppropriating the reasonable sum asked by 
the Bureau of Music, so that no obstacle shall 
stand in the way of the complete accomplish- 
ment of Mr. Thomas’ six months’ program. 
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DEFEAT THE HYGEIA ORDINANCE, 

It is reported from the City Hall that the 
Hygeia water ordinance is certain to be filed 
at the meeting of the Council tomorrow even- 
ing. It is to be hoped this is true. The or- 
dinance is one of the most dangerous that 
ever was presented in the Council. It pro- 
poses, without warrant or justification of any 
kind, to set up a water system in competi- 
tion with that of the city. It is true that it is 
stated in some of the literary efforts contrib- 
uted by the promoters of the company toa 
few of the Chicago - papers it is only intended 
to tap the twelve-inch pipe which it is pro. 
posed to lay under the ordinance at half a 
dozen hotels, in order to supply them with 
water. But the ordinance as drafted ana 
recommended does not bear that interpreta- 
tion. It gives the company the right to tap 
the mains and make the connections at any 
point it chooses, and having secured the right 
to do so at considerable expense there is no 
doubt that the Hygeia company would exer- 
cise thaé right. 

There will be no excuse for Aldermen to 
vote for this vicious ordinance. Its dangerous 
character has been fu@ly exposed in Tux 
Trisune. The Aldermen have all been fur- 
nished an opportunity to read the exposé of 
its vicious provisions. Atthe meeting of the 
Council tomorrow night further attention will 
be directed to its mischievous intent by Ald. 
Swift, Madden, Kent, and other leading mem- 
bers of the Council, who are pledged to speak 
for the rights of the public in this matter. 

Even if the ordinance should obain the 
vote of a majority in the Council it would be 
met by the veto of the Mayor. Mr. Wash 
burne is already on record on this subject. He 
said when the ordinance was first introduced 
and its mischievous character made known, “I 
shall certainly veto it if it passes the Coun- 
cil.” The Aldermen of boodle propensities 
may as well take warning by this declaration. 
Even though they should pass the ordinance 
their votes would be thrown away. Not one 
of them is senseless enough to believe that 
there are forty-six members of the Council 
wicked enough to pass this most villainous 
project over the formal objection of the Mayor 
and the almost unanimous protest of the pub- 
lic. 

The Hygeia ordinance should be rejected to- 
morrow night by a unanimous vote, certainly 
by a large majority. It has nota single ro. 
deeming teature. 
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A bill has been introduced ia the Legislature 
providing that the street railway companies 
of this city shall collect only three cents 
for a passenger who is obliged to 
stand. While it does not seem fair 
that a person who stands should pay as 
much as one who sits, there are certain 
practical objections to legislation of this kind. 
It would lead to unending disputes between 
conductors and passengers. If the Legisla- 
ture is going to look after the Chicago street 
railway companies it would confer a greater 
favor on the propie by cutting down the rate 
of fare for everybody a cent, or by forcing the 
companies to sell tickets at reduced rates, as 
two of them used to be ir the habit of doing. 

The lowering of fares all round would be a 
general benefit and it would be appreciated 
most keenly by the working men and women, 
so large a percentage of whose earnings goes 
for transportation to and from their work. A 
saving of only two cents a day would be $6 a 
year, and for many of tnem that would be a 
great deal. The railroads could stand it. 
They are making enormous profits. Their 
watered stock, quoted far above par, pays 
heavy dividends, That such dividends can be 
paid is due solely to the fact that the people 
have given to these companies the exclusive 
right of way on certain city streets. Yet the 
companies are so unmindful of that fact that 
they seem to think they are conferring a favor 
on the people by allowing them to pack them- 
selves in their cars. When passengers ask for 
better service they are told the companies can- 
not afford to give it. Itisno wonder that these 
corporations are so unwilling that the peopie 
should know just how much money they are 
making. 

The companies could put on more cars if 
they chose. It is not probable that they could 
give every one a seat during the rush hours. 
but they could provide seats for many more 
than they do now, and the comparatively few 
who had to stand would not mind it much, 
especially if they knew that whether sittimg or 
standing they would pay Only four cénts in- 
stead of five. The Council can make the com- 


The street railroads, like the steam railways, 
will trample on the people just as long as the

they will put On 


the smallest possible number 
of cars with which they can do business, and 
will, though quasi-public corporations, show 
no respect whatever for the mghts of the pub- 
lic. When the people protest, not spasmodic- 
ally but contin , then these corporations 
will behave better. Nothing would open their 
eyes sooner to the fact that the people wanted 
relief than a general demand for a reduction 
of fares. 


WEIGHING A THOUGHT. 

An Italian genius is reported to have in- 
vented a machine that will give the weight of 
a thought. The idea may have come to him 
naturally enough by a comparison of ponder- 
ing with thinking, and it is not impossible 
that he has actualized it by the construction of 


an apparatus that will exhibit a change in the 


weight of the head as compared with the feet. 
It is well known that the thinking process 
causes 8 rush of blood towards the head, and 
it is natural to infer that the quantity of 
blood thus changing its place in the system of 
any individual will vary with the intensity of 
the thought. Of course the process simply 
amounts to a variation of relative weight as 
between the head and feet. It cannot give or 
show any change in the weight of the body as 
a whole. The proble-n is far less perpiexing, 
and therefore probably more practical, than 
the one proposed some twenty years ago, to 
measure the weight of the human soul as an 
entity by observing the difference in force 
with which the body presses towards the 
earth’s center a few moments before and after 
death. 

Sach a machine cannot be used to determine 
the value of a thought, commercially or other- 
wise. The strongest mental effort does not 
always produce the greatest result, and a smail 
quantity of nervous excitement in one brain 
may produce far greater effects than intense 
mental exertion by another. There may thus 
be no discernible correlation of blood move- 
ment tothought product, ina quantitative 
way, even for the same person at different 
times, to say nothing of different persons. 
But the idea is a really interesting one for all 
that, not because it establishes something new, 
but forthe reason that it furnishes ocular 
demonstration of a most important scientific 
fact. The doctrine that no effect can be pro- 
duced without the expenaiture of a correspond- 
ing amount of force is a modern one, but has 
been formulated pretty distinctly, and the 
operation of the law observed in numerous ia- 
stances which were formerly supposed to be 
outside the range of scientific study and com- 
parison. Of course such a law must hold 
equally good for the most minute processes as 
for the greater ones. It must rule in the 
vibration of a single molecule as in 
the majestic ‘swing of a planet in 
its orbit around the sun. If the 
total muscular force exerted through the life- 
time of an ordinary man be proven about 
equal to the energy theoretically obtainable 
from the combustion of three tons of coal, 
then every little muscular contraction must 
be accompanied by the conversion of the cor- 
responding amount of energy from the blood 
that circulates through the muscles, and the 
greater the amount of contraction, as exerted 
in a series of minute and momentary im puises, 
the larger must be the force draft upon the 
fluid, But muscular movement is a result of 
nerve excitation, and by the same law the sub- 
stance of both must change under the im- 
puise, which is actually accomplished by 
means of a change of tissue, particles of mat- 
ter previously composing it bemg eliminated 
and giving place to others newly taken up 
from the blood substance. 

The machine referred to must be an ex- 
ceedingly delicate one if it be correctly re- 
ported that it will show when a sleeping per- 
son placed in it is distarbed by dreams ora 
slight sound. If such slight sensations are 
sufficient to cause the head to sink lower than 
the feet one would think it must be sensitive 
enough to respond to @ variation of the mill- 
ionth part of a grain in the differential press- 
ure. and be at least as wonderful a thing as is 
the Zollner apparatus for measuring variations 
in the tidal forces exerted by the sun and 
moon. Itshould be a great scientific curios- 
ity and as such may find its way into the mu- 
seums as well as the arcana of the student’s 
room, for doubtless rhany thousands of per- 
sons would watch with deep interest the proc- 
ess by which was exhibited the weight of a 
thought. 


THE ANTI-HOOPSKIRT WAR. 

The clinging gown is going out. The pre- 
posterous and monstrous hoopskirt is coming 
in. Such is the Jatest mandate of fashion, It 
is an indication of woman's servility and lack 
of independence that she bows to the mandate 
without questioning the authority or disputing 
its good taste and propriety, though no woman 
in her senses will admit that she likes to 
be put into a cage which deforms her, robs 
her of native grace, and makes her the 
butt of ridicule, And yet she will accept the 
decree of that rigorous, despotic, and myste- 
rious creature called Fashion without the least 
protest, hasten with indecorous zeal to adopt 
it, and then unblushingly display the new 
badge of her servitude, It is the character- 
istic of the sex without regard to station. The 
servant girl and the washerwoman will clamor 
for the cage as soon as it arrives with the same 
eager alacrity the leader of the Browning club 
and the belle of society will display. So long 
as the sex exhibits this servile spirit it is ques- 
tionable whether it is prepared to enjoy those 
rights which so many of its members are de- 
manding. Even the leaders for woman’s 
rights will yield without a murmur to fash- 
ion’s decree, however absurd it may be. What, 
then, can be expected of the rank and file? 

The revival of the crinoline, however, will 
not be accomplished without manly resist- 
ance. Already the uprising abroad 1s assum- 
ing definite proportions. Anti-crinoline leagues 
have been established in London and Paris, 
headed by indignant men. Some men have 
gone so far as to declare that if their wives 
get into the cages they will not be seen in 
their company. Other men, it is stated, have 
warned their wives that 1f they bring crinoline 
into the house they will destroy it. In ail 
probability all this courageous antagonism 
and stern resolution will be wasted in the end, 
but nevertheless it displays a commendable 
spirit. The men, even if they fail, will fail in 
a good cause. Perhaps they would not fail if 
they would rise in sufficient numbers. It 
might encourage some women to resist the 
decree, Ifevery man in Chicago, for in 
stance, would engage to destroy every crino- 
line that came into his house it would end the 
matter then and there. It might require con- 
siderable courage on their part, but the end 
would justify the means and woman would 
quickly congratulate himi on his victory. It 
is evident that if anything is to be done it 
must be done by the men and done quickly, 
for the hoopskirt cages will be here before 
any one is aware. The anti-crinoline leagues, 
therefore, should be organized without delay, 
and their members should be encouraged to 
make a resolute resistance. It is Inghly im- 
portant that organization should be effected 
before the Worid’s Fair opens, for if women 


will result in their taking up five or jen times 
the space they do now it will seriously incom- 
mode those who attend the Exposition and 
make it impossible to see any exhibit where 
women congregate in any number, besides 
making transportation to the Fair dangerous 
tolife and limb. Organise the leagues to 
save woman from her own folly. 


THE GROWING PENSION APPROPRIATION. 

It is thought probable that the Committee 
on Appropriations will agree to recommend 
that the amount allowed for pensions for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, be $175,000,- 
000. Commissioner Raum sent in an estimate 
of $178,000,000, but figured out that six millions 
of it would not be expended. The Commis- 
sioner has not been so good a prophet in the 
past as to induce the committee to put blind 
faith in him, and it will add something to the 
$172,000,000 which he thinks is all that will be 
needed, ~ 

The deficiency estimate sent in by the Com- 
missioner is for eighteen millions, but he as- 
sumes that five millions will not have to be 
paid out during ti present fiscal year. Hav- 
ing a wholesome doubt of the correctness of 
his guesses the committee has decided to rec- 
ommend the appropriation of $14,000,000, so 
that there probably will not be a deficiency to 
vex the next Congress, 

A pension bill of $175,000,000 as against one 
of $65,000,000 only five years before may seem 
rather large to the taxpayers, and they may 


1 ask how this increase came about. They will 


get a full anawer in the folluwing extract from 
the circular of a firm of pension attorneys: 

The laws are now very liberal, and much of the 
red tape of past years has been done away with. 
The evidence needed is very simple. 

Soldiers or officers dishonorably discharged or 
dismissed from the service can now get pensions. 

Charges of desertion can often be canceled, 

Old rejected cases can be reopened and proved 
up under the new rules of evidence. 

In fact, now is the time to attend to any claim 
you have against the government. 

The jump from sixty-five to one hundred 
and seventy-five millions is evidence that 
“now is the time” to get a pension, Under 
these “‘very liberal laws” these “new rules 
of evidence” and the doing away with “red 
tape,’’ the ninety-day men who never received 
a scar nor suffered from sickness during chneir 
brief and inglorious service, the men who suf- 
fered from disabilities when they were mas- 
tered in and were soon sent to hospital and dis- 
charged—men who would not have been mus- 
tered in if the examining surgeons had done 
their duty and towns had not been so ready to 
fill their quotas with any sort of material— 
and men who dewerted or were dishonoraDly 
discharged are now getting pensions. It is no 
wonder that when the bars are let down thus 
there should be a rush for pensions. 

This Congress can do nothing with the pen- 
sion question. The next one will have to de- 
cide what must be done to put an end to the 
payment of pensions to the undeserving and 
to bring the appropriations within reasonable 
limits. 


THE BANANA MARKET. 

The New Orsileans Picayune gives the follow- 
ing table of banana imports into the United 
States and Canada for each of the last two 
years. ‘he figures show that the city near the 
mouths of the Mississippi leads all the rest, 
with New York a good second, Philadelphia 
racing with Boston for the honor of third 
place on the list, and Baltimore doing but 
about a third part as much as either of the 
two:

The total increase of about 18 per cent for 

last year is astonishing in view of the fact that 
fear of cholera tended to reduce the consump- 
tion of the fruit, and it is cited as a reason 
why the imports at New Orleans were not 
much larger, as some cargoes which would 
otherwise have gone to that port went to 
Philadelphia. The wonder grows when we 
consider that the figures given above repre- 
sent bunches, each of which contains from 70 
to 150 bananas. A hundred for each would be 
a very moderate estimate, but gives more than 
one and a quarter bilhons of bananas for con- 
sumption in the United States last year, or 
nearly twenty per head for all the men, 
women, and children in the country. As many 
do not touch the fruit from one year 
to another, and many others touch it 
but occasionally, there must be great num- 
bers with whom the banana may almvust be 
described as a regular article of diet during 
several months in each year. It is used by 
them not simply as a relish but asa nourish- 
ing food, which it is well known to be. Inthe 
tropical countries where it grows most abun- 
dantly it constitutes a large part of the food 
of the people and the. nourishment is very 
great. The plant is so prolific that according 
to Humboldt the same area that produces 
1,000 pounds of potatoes will produce 44,000 
pounds of bananas, and a surface bearing 
wheat enough to feed one man will grow enough 
bananas to feed twenty-five. The principal 
sources of banana imports to the United 
States are Jamaica, Honduras, and Baracoa, 
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Tx Philadelphia Record has tried to say a 
kindly word for New York with the usual re- 
sult of being “called down ”’ for its pains. It 
says it is likely that before the next census the 
project to unify New York City and its adja- 
cent towns into one mighty community of 
nearly 3,000,000 people will have been real. 
ized. It adds that the tremendous expansion 
of Chicago within the last ten years has filled 
the metropolitan mind with alarm, and there 
isin that quarter a growmg disposition to 
knock outthe World’s Fair City for good and 
all in the matter of population. Whereupon 
the New York Sun snarlingly intimates that 
the growth of Chicage has nothing to do with 
the sentiment in favor of consolidation, 
that Philadelphia may have reason to think 
about it, and that the paper published there is 
belittling the situation on and around Man- 
hattan Island in speaking of the future great 
city as likely to contain “nearly 3,000,000” 
people. This rap over the knuckles is but a 
sample of the treatment accorded by the Sun 
in numerous cases where the object of its an- 
imadversions thinks it is entitied to credit. 
Only the Sun is in this instance so much mild- 
er than its usual wont as to suggest that it may 
be nursmg its wrath with intent to hurl it 
elsewhere.

ence in park matters, who knows absolutely 
nothing about the Lincoln Park system or 
about park systems of any kind.

Altgeld is a 
civil service reformer in theory but a Jack- 
sonian Democrat of the most ultra-spoils type 
in practice. His action during last week 
in reference to the Lincoln Park Commission- 
ers and his intended action, as reported in his 
own organs, verify this description of him. 


One of Mayor Washburne’s clerks named 
Hanilton, who went East a few weeks ago on 
a junketing trip and turned up on his arrival 
again in Chicago as a “reformer,” has pre- 
sumed to inteffere with a needed reform of 
the Water Department, The leading mem- 
bers of the Finance committee have, in the in- 
terest of economy and the proper manage- 
ment of the Water Office, asked that an 1tem- 
ized estimate of the running expenses for the 
next year be submitted to the Controller so 
that he in turn may resubmit it to the Coun- 
cil, but the junketimg clerk intervenes. He 
says he has some plans and patent processes 
which he discovered in the East to experi- 
ment with before the estimates can be made. 
If the Finance cummittee understands its 
duties and the importance of its functions it 
will at once notify the Mayor to call off his 
intermeddling clerk. If it means to deal 
honestly with the city this time it will insist 
on a detailed report of estimates from every 
department in the city—the Water Depart- 
ment, the School Department, the Mayor’s 
own department, as well as the Janitors’ 
Bureau. The Council has too frequently per- 
mitted its creatures to interfere, with its 
proper policies. It should not permit im- 
pertinent interference on the part of Clerk 
Hamilton, nor should it permit it on the part 
of the faddist functionaries of the Board of 
Education either. 


Tus Power Supply company asked for 4a 
permit to tear up the streets in the business 
district so that it may lay ite mains, and was 
refused perniission to do so, the Council hav- 
ing directed that the streets be not disturbed 
during this year. Thereupon the promoter 
of that interesting company has laid before 
the Mayoraplan by which he claims his 
mains can be laid without disturbing the sur- 
face of the streets. He wants permission to 
funnel them—to start, for instance, at the 
Lake-Front on Madison strect and drive a 
tunnel to the river. This would bea profita- 
ble investment for the company, if given por- 
mission, It would proceed to construct a sub- 
way big enough not only to hold its own 
mains but to furnish additional space, which 
it would proceed to rent out to other concerns 
which might want accommodations for pipes 
to be used for othér-purposes. Some of the 
electric lighting companies might be glad to 
rent space. The ordinance dves not author- 
ize the Cornpressed Aid company to build a 
tunnel. It gives it permission merely to lay 
mains, and it is difficult to see how the city 
officers can expand the provisions of the ordi- 
nance. The company should neither be per- 
mitted to rip up the streets nor to construct 
subways from which it can derive a large in- 
come, 


By the death of Bardn St. Oswald another 
Parliamentary vacancy has been created in 
Great Britain. This makes the ninth which 
will have to be filled within. the next three or 
four weeks. Through the death of Mr. Sum- 
miners, another vacancy has been created in 
Huddersfield, Yorkshire, where the Liberal 
majority in a vote of nearly fifteen thousand 
was but 261 last July, and only 184 in 1886; 
The Tories will make a strong effort to wrest 
the seat from the Liberals this time, and may 
succeed. In the Pontefract Distnct, where 
the vacancy has been caused by the death of 
Lord St. Oswald, there isa chance for the 
Liberals to win a seat from the Tories. Mr. 
Roland Winn, the present Tory-member, who 
will succeed his father as Baron St. Oswald, 
was elected there in July by-a majority of 
only forty, and it was claimed atthe time that 
the election was secured by the lavish use of 
money. Until the home-rule issue was raised 
the borough was Liberal. It may now return 
to its old allegiance. It 1s a pocket affair, 
having less than 2,500 voters,’ andthe man 
with the longest purse may win, The Liberal 
candidate, Mr. Lee Wilson, is saidto bea 
very wealthy maa, 


Arcunisnor Riorpay of San Francisco is 
the latest victim of the Cahenslyite zealots. 
One Carrol Doerig, editor of an obscure pa- 
per published on the coast, has presented 
some trumpery charges against him. Of 
course these will not amount to anything. 
The San Francisco prelate is well known here. 
He is Chicago bred and educated. He is a 
man of great learning, of sincere piety, a zeal- 
ous churchman without the slightest trace ot 
bigotry, and a thorough-going, patriotic 
Awerican.

Petersburg. , 

_, To learn this lesson tor myself first and to teach 
it afterwards to others in the interest of hvuman- 
ity and medical progress was the object of experi- 
ments in the cholera regions of Russia. It is now 
my conviction that there is much, from the stand- 
point of pure science, that is not definitely under- 
stood concerning the origin and the transmission 
of epidemic cholera; but it is also my conviction 
that, notwithstanding the lack of, a satisfactory 
determination of all the ditticulties of the scienti- 
fic side of cholera, there is enough still that is un- 
derstood to make it reasonable to draw the fol- 
lowing conclusions : 

First—Tnat cholera is @ disease which is the re- 
sult of unsanitary habite of life. 

Secondly—That it is a disease which is practical- 
ly limited to the poo: and working classes, and 
that it falls especially hard on the drinking por- 
tion of such classes. 

Thirdly—That it seldom invades the middle to 
the bigher circles of sooiety, and the class which 
suffers the greatest from fear of the disease is the 
class which should have the least anxiety con- 
cerning it. 

Importance of Thorough Cleansing. 

By experience it has been satisfactorily proved 
to me that if this disease is treated at the outset 
by removing the cause, which censists of poison- 
ous material contained in the intestines, it is 
reasonable to expect recovery. The bowels should 
be cleansed by using large irrigations of soap and 
warm water at once when the diarrhea begins. In 
times of real or sus ed cholera all patieats sus- 
pected of symptoms of cholera should be treated 


naturally appeal to the reason of all classes of 
people and will meet their requirements. The 
people of Europe, especially of England, are

Should it be considered desirable to continue to

Eating Between Meals. 


‘The cast-iron rule which some mothers ad- 
here to int regard to any eating between meals 
is undoubtedly valuable.

A family of children often, 
usually, indeed, shows a marked difference in 
tne vitality and stayimg power of its different 
members, A delicate child, with scant blood, 
gives out much sooner than the sturdy, ro- 
bust one whose veins tingle with a rich 
cfirrent. Watch two children playing on a 
cold day; one is aglow and buoyant, the other 
shivering and blue; the latter should not be 
encouraged to remain out of doors long at a 
time, and on coming 1m should have a cup of 
hot, not boiled, milk or bouillon. In summer 
a giess of milk sipped at 10:30 o’clock and 
again at 3 keeps up a weakly system much 
better than three hearty meals five hours 
apart. No one in fact, strong or weak, should 
grow too hungry. A bit of dry crust eaten at 
the climax of hunger holds the appetite and 
is better than a cracker—sweeter and more 
wholesome. A cup of milk answers the same 
purpose, preventing the wane of desire. If 
restrain too long appetite vanishes and 
food, when finally offered, neither tempts nor 
assimilates. 

Woman in Her True Character, 


For masterly delineation and sympathetic 
comprehension of woman’s character the new 
President of the Society of Authors in En- 
gland, Mr. George Meredith, excels all writers, 
both men and women. His heroine is the 
nineteenth century woman as she ia, neither 
exalted ty mischievous sentimentality toa 
divinity she does not ancy nor degraded to 
a triviality and weakness she scorns, as in 
Howells’ books. 

In defiance of tradition this faithful cham- 
pion represents woman as capable of despis- 
ing inconstancy, egotigm, and unworthiness 
even in the lover she has loved. He exempts 
her from conceit and arrogance of moral- 
ity of which he boldly accuses his heroes. He 
suggests that the demand of a higher moral 
standard for women than for men has not 
infrequently its origin in the desire of brute 
force for a ute possession. His analysis 
of woman’s motives and incomprehensible 
vagaries is as fine as the  vivisec- 
tion of a nerve, and from it he demonstrates 
that the virtues and vices of women are tho 
virtues and vices of the race; that woman in 
her highest development is yet a little lower 
than the angels and in her degradation is not 
worse than a bad man. 

His fiction is the evangel of perfect liberty 
for woman, not the emancipation of the shriek- 
ing sisterhood, but the higher and holier rignt 
to the development and protection of her own 
individuality and ideals. .

BURNS OFT KISSED ITT. 


LOOK OF HIGHLAND MARY’S FLAXEN 


HAIR IN OHICAGO. 
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The Relic Owned and Treasured by &. F. 


Norton—How He Secured It from a Man 
Who Saw the Tresses, Identified by @ 
Note in the Poet’s Handwriting, in the 

- Possession of the Scottish Lodge of Ma- 
sons, of Which “Bobby” Was Master— 
Something About the Lass. 

“ Would you like to see’ a lock of Highland 
Mary’s hair?” said S. F. Norton as he stood 
chatting several evenings ago to several friends 
about Robert Burns, the anniversary of whose 
birth will be celebrated Wednesda). 

All responded in the affirmative, and Mr. 
Norton, taking a small package from his 
pocketbook, opened. several wrappers, one 
after another, and came at last toa slip of 
paper with a ringlet of hair sewed to it with a 
stitch of blue silk. The. ringlet was about as 
thick as a match, about three inches in length, 
and curled at both ends into an ellipse. Its 
color wasdarker than flaxen .but much lighter 
than auburn, its texture extremely fine. 
The party, after inspecting it, reverently be- 
gan to inquire what proof there was, after ail, 
of its genuineness. So Mr. Norton proceeded 
to give its history. 

“In the summer of 1876,”’ he said, “I went 
to Qhio'to make some greenback speeches, 
and one place that I visited was Toledo, where 
I was entertained by Marshall O. Waggoner, 
a lawyer and a greetibacker of that city. Wag- 
goner, like myself, -was an enthusiastic ad- 
mirer of Robert Burns. He hada splendid 
Burns library, in which was a single edition 
of Burns’: works that cost $300. Wespent lots 
of time talking about Burns, and he told me 
he had a lock of Highland Mary’s hair. 
Then he took it out and showed it to me, and 
presented me with the small portion of it that 
I have just shown you. Of course I wanted to 
know where he got it. He said that in 1874 he 
went to Scotiand to gratify his curiosity about 
Burns, and spent two or three months amid 
the scenes of the poet’s career. Among other 
places he passed much time at Tarbolton, the 
location of St. James’ Masonic Lodge, of 
which Burns was Master. About the time of 
his love affair with Highland Mary, and when 
he had made his arrangements to sail for 
Jamaica,” he composed and sang in this lodge 
his farewell, which begins: 


Adieu, a heart-warm, fond adieu, 
Dear brothers of the mystic tie. 


Mary’s Flaxen Tresses. 

** Well, among the other kindnesses shown 
Mr. Waggoner he was shown the contents of a 
trunk of- Burns relics. This trunk was so 
jealously guarded thati, could not even be 
opened except in the presence and by the co- 
operation of the four principal officers of the 
lodge. Its contents were numerous, varied, 
and interesting, but the most sensational relic 
of ali was Highland Mary’s hair. As this 
young lady died of a fever her hair was ail 
cut off, in hope of saving her life, and the 
tresses were given to Burns. When Mr. Wag- 
goner saw it there was still attached to it a 
document, in Burns’ handwriting, which af- 
forded a pathetic identification of it. In a 
spirit of generosity and confidence Mr. Wag- 
goner was presented with several small arti- 
cles from this trunk, and, among them, with 
a lock of the hair, about as thick as a lead 

neil, a part of. which I have just shown you. 
He told me two years ago that all the rest of 
it had long since been begged trom him. ' So 
that I have no more doubts of the genuineness 
of this relic than if I had cut it from Mary’s 
head myself.” 

Burns, vorn in Ayrin 1759, married Jean 
Armour in 1788. His love affair with High 
land Mary lasted, so faras is known, only 
about six months, terminating in her death, 
It is supposed he fell'in love with her in May, 
1786, when he was about to sail to Jamaica. 
The voyage was given up on account of his 
réalizing some money unexpectedly from the 
sale of his published poems. Highland Mary 
was aservant girl in the employ of one of 
Burns’ friends, named Gavin Hamilton, liv- 
ing at Manchline, near Burns. Her name was 


* Mary Campbell, her parents lived at Camp- 


belltown, and her father was a sailor. 
How They Plighted Their Troth. 


Burns and she had atrysting in a romantic 
spot on the banks of the Ayr on the second 
Sunday in May. They stood on opposite sides 
of a running brook, in which they laved their 
hands. Then, holdinga Bible between them, 
they vowed eternal fidelity to each other. 
After presenting each other with a Bible they 
separated. Mary went to Campbelitown, and 
jin the following October started for Glasgow, 
where she had secured employment. But on 
her way she stopped at Greenock to meet 
Burns and to see a sick brother who was pros- 
trated witk a fever there. From waiting on 
her brother she took the fever and died before 
Burns saw her. She was buried in Greenock, 
and her grave is much visited to this day. 

poem which has done most to immor- 
talize Mary is Burns’ “Mary in Heaven,” 
which was written in 1789, when he was living 
on his farm near Ellisland, in Dumfriesshire. 
One evening in October Mrs. Burns found the 
poet stretched on a mat of straw in the barn- 
yard, gazing into the sky at astar of unusual 
brilliance. It was the anniversary of Mary’s 
death and Burns was composing “ Mary in 
Heaven,’’ which, however, he wrote off hastily 
after going into the house. 

Mr. Norton says he is going to inclose the 
lock of Mary’s hair in a golden locket, prop- 
erly inscribed, and present it to some Masonic 


odge. 


How to Guess a Woman’s Age. 

A volume of memoirs has just been published 
giving the experiences ofa French President of 
Assize. It bears curious testimony to the inac 
curacy of women on the subject of their own ages. 
As the writer’s information is from the calendar, 
he speaks only of.the criminal classes. The only 
inst ances in which he finds correct dates given by 
women are when they are under 25 or over 85. At 
these periods of life, he says, they are to be 
trusted. 

At all other periods the sure controlling tend- 
encv is to understate. The magistrate has been 
able to give a rule for guidance. He finds that 
female prisoners invariably state their ages as 29, 
39, 49. or 59, and from this remarkable circum- 
stance he deduces his rule. Iftheir ages are in 
the forties they boldly set them down in the thir- 
ties, but, conscience asserting itself, they keep as 
near the. truth as they can, and fix them at 29. 
Whether male criminals do the same the magis- 
trate does not state.—London News, ‘

diers killed in battle during the Civil War. 

According to the statistics compiled by the Pro- 
vost Marshal-General’s office,and generally ac- 
cepted as authoritative, the total number of vio- 
lent deaths in all of the Union armies during the 
whole war was 93,969. 

The total number of deaths during the war 
from wounds in battle. from disease, and from 
unknown causes was 304,369,

idly approaching the round million, and that one 
month ago the number of claims of all surts pend-

The city boy, unlike his country cousin, de- 
votes his time on the ice to figure-skating, and 
many are quite expert. The boy who can 
croych down when going at top speed, put one 
leg out in front of him with the foot clear of 
the ice and slide on the other foot till mo- 
mentum runs down is a great one, and his 
skill is envied by his companions. 

There are games these saine boys play on 
skates—** sninny ”’ or “‘ ice polo,”’ * Lil, Lil,” 
or ** head on,’’ a species of fox and geese tag, 
‘**snap.the whip,” and many others, all call- 
ing for fast skating, quick turning, and strong 
lung power. Baseball on ice has been tried 
several times with some success. The boy 
who can skate backwards, cut big and little 
circles, do the * locomotive ” and “ spread- 
eagle ’’ is a talented individual in the eyes of 
his companions. 

Lincoln Park is, beyond question, the 
skaters’ paradise of the West. Any fine, 
moonlight evening, while the skating con- 
tinues good, the forty acres of ice-surface on 
the two lakes and on the connecting lagoons is 
black with humanity flying hither and 
yon with the speed of the wind. 
As many as 20,000 skaters have been on the 
ice at one time this winter. An uninterrupted 
stretch of ice one-half milein extent, through 
beautiful scenery, furnishes room fr the 
rapid skater, while the fancy performer can 
find secluded. nooks to practice his art. 

There are quite as many girls and women 
as boys and men among the thousands, and 
their merry peuls of laughter ring out on the 
frosty air quite as cheerfully as the shouts of 
their sterner brothers. 

A trip to the park will repay any visitor to the 
city. Manythink there is nothing of beauty to 
be found there aftér Jack Frost has taken 
charge. Notsoif you skate. Chcose one of 
Chicago’s. glorious winter afternoons, and, 
having left the busy buzz of down-town life 
behind, stand at the first of the ¢ rk 
lakes. Straight before you and spreading out 
far on either hand lies a glistening expanse, 
whose polished surface flashes back the sun- 
shine. Twohundred yards in latitude, ‘800 
to the main, this icy plain awaits you. 

The crisp, cool air is charged with elec-

The two lakes have pavilions and warm 
rooms especially forskaters.

Washington Park has not reached.the per- 
fection of its sister parks, so one comes in 
closer contact with .a wilder nature there. 
Leaving the “L’’ road station one soon 
comes to ‘*‘the pool,’’ which has been turned 
over to the South Park Curling club, and 
where the curlers can be found any fair day 
practicing. 

A few steps to the south of “the poo!,”’ and 
over a gentle rise in the ground, the eyes dis- 
eover a different and more animated scene, 
Thousands of skaters are making merty on the 
polished surface of ‘“*the mere.”’ Like dia- 
monds drawn over glass the sharp skates cut 
into the smooth and level plane as they carry 
weight in a race with the wind. In the dis- 
tance can be seen the buildings of the ‘*‘ White 
City”? with their domes glistening in the 
bright sunshine. They remind of pleasures 
in store when the ice has gone away. 

The big pond is one-half mile long by one. 
fourth mile wide in the clear. By electric 
lights at night and Sundays'the most skating 
is done. As many as 12,000 skaters have been 
there at one time. Thesame gamesand the 
same fun are enjoyed as at the other resorts. 
A skater’s a skater for a’ that, and it makes 
no difference about the locality so long as the 
ice is good. Except for a more extensive view 
of snow-white plains, which add a more win- 
try aspectto the scene than at the other 
parks, the South Park ponds are just the 
same. The same manipulation of the weather 
man produced the same results at each park. 
The same kind of people are there, and a 
skater from the West Side or from Liacoln 
Park will not feel among strangers. 

An old policemnan at Washington Park tells 
how those who are not near the lakes can get 
theirskating nearer home. He says: 

** There are few suburban homes now with- 
out a tennis court, and as there need] be no 
harm done to the ground there seems to be no 
reason why good skating on a smail sale 
should not be had on it. A tennis court can 
ordinarily be quickly turned into a very good 
skating rink if the weather permits. In fact 
a series of snows, thaws, and freezes will of 
themselves nake a skating pond of a tennis 
court. 

“ The ground must be thoroughly frozen to 


begin with, so that it will not absorb water. | 


A little water should be turned on ata time 


and allowed to — free no matter how 
unevenly at the beginning. It may 
sometimes be necessary to make adam three 
or four inches high around the edges with 
earth or boards to hold the water in. Turn 
on the garden hose. When an: inch or more 
of smooth ice is once obtained there is little 
difficulty in keeping it 1m good conuition, if 
some care is taken of it every day. As the ice 
gets cut up by the skates from time to 
time, a few pailfuls of water poured on it 
after careful sweeping, when ice is form- 
ing, will put a new surface over the old one. 

“It may seem tame sport to many, this 
skating over the ground on @ spct no larger 
than a tennis court. Perhaps it is, but plenty 
of exercise can be got on eVen a smalier area 
and all the finer points of figure skating can 
be studied and practiced ‘on a piere of ice no 
larger than a good sized parlor. Try it once. 
The cost is comparatively nothing.” > 

A visit to the West Side ponds or lakes any 
good skating day is well worth the time, if for 
nothing more than to study the characteristics 
of those whoskate there. The parks—Gar- 
field, Douglas, Humboldt, Union—all have 
good pondsand are crowded with visitors 
frow all quarters. The foreign element large- 
ly predominates at Humboldt, and when the 
little gamins pile up on the ice in their merry 

lee the bunch may contain the sons of the

The West Side parks, more than any others, 
are the people’s parks, afia they usethem. In 
the morning the older peOple do their skating. 
There are many good fancy skaters as well as 
fast ones among them. They are there to 
skate, and keep at it until they have had 


enough.

At Garfield Park a daily visitor is a business- 
man who has sought health in California, 
Florida, and Europe. He did not find it until 
he began skating. He has gained sixteen 
pounds in three weeks, and says he never felt 
better. Both he and hia wite, who accom- 
panies him, are good skaters and thoroughly 
enjoy the sport. Another of the frequent 
visitors is an old man of 70, who, it is said, 
cay skate ‘all round” the younger ones, 

Art reigns supreme on the ice in the day, 
merriment, fun, and hilarity begin with even- 
ing. At 3:30 o’clock the schools begin to turn 
the children loose. From that time until 10 
o'clock at night the ice is crowded. Its deni- 
zens come fram all directions, The girls and 
boys, big and little, with skates and without 
skates, are allthere and ¢ager for the sport.

Popular ice games, such as ** Charley cross 
the water,” “* crack the whip,” “shinny,” and 
others, are played when the ice is not too 
crowded, but after 6 0’clock these are stopped. 
Too many people are on the pond then to ad- 
mit of games of any kind, Many of them 
are good skaters, and perform some of the 
most difficult feats of skill with ease. When 
a champion skater is on hand they surround 
him, watch his figures, and soon are practic. 
ing them on another part of the pond. At 
night large gas tires light up the scene and 
throw shadows across the glistening ice. At 10 
o’clock the park closes, and the buys and girls 
and men and women go home and patiently 
wait for the next evening’s sport. 

The lake at Gartield Park has a skating 
surface of ten acres. A street sweeper and 
two scrapers afte used to keep it in order. The 
wind has full play and if no scraper were used 
it would keep the ice smooth by using the 
snow particles on the ice as a sand blast is 
used on glass. Fiooding is resorted to when 
necessary. Four men can cover the ten 
acres with water in five hours. The skating 
has been good for four weeks and is better 
than for six years. Saturday afternoons and 
in the evenings an average of 2,000 people at- 
tend Garfield Park alone. Four park police- 
men see that things goright. They say the 
people generally seem to have more enjoy- 
ment out of skating than any games played 
at the park in the summer. When one be- 
comes cold a large pavilion with a waru: 
stove is open. Should one forget his skates, a 
deposit will rent a pair for 25 cents. The 
pavilion is to be enlarged in the summer. 

Union Park has a small pond—too sinall, in 
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five acres of ice and is now having built the 
finest pavilion in the city. Douglas Park has 
two ponds, one deep, the othershallow. Both 
together give a skating surface of fifteen 
acres. The pavilion has been remodeled and 
the resort is a popular one. At any of them 
the story of skates can be learned by gianc- 
ing at the feet of the skaters. . Every conceiv-

A 
good hockey player threading his way through 
a whole field of opponents, and driving the 
ball under increasing difficulties towards the 
goal, enables one to realize Scott’s descrip- 
tion of the knight in the mélée of a tourna- 
ment better than any other sight.

The manager of one of Chicago’s great 
sporting goods emporiums givesa few notes 
on the history, development, and sale of skates 
in this city. The demand this year has been 
greater thanever before, and the Chicago 
buyer is asking for the best skate on the mar- 
ket, regardless of price. 

The skate may be said to have come into 
use 200 years after the birth of Christ, being 
first used by the Scandinavians and Germans. 
(ne of the earliest of skates was made of the 
bone of some animal, made smooth on one 
side, with a hole at one extremity for a cord 
to fasten it to the shoe. Atthe other end ‘a 
hole was drilled horizontally to the depth of 
three inches, which might have received a 
plug, with another cord to secure it mure ef- 
fectually. Iron-headed sharp sticks aided the 
akater and great speed was attained. Ihe an- 
cient snow shoe is the parent of the skate. The 
bone skate belonged exclusively to the remote 
period. Then followed the introduction of 
iron from the necessity of making it a more

At Stockholm, Sweden, last winter 
the skating cluo held an extended carnival, 
and the Crown Prince, surrounded by 20,000 
skaters, presented, many handsome eups to 
successful com petitors. 

‘he history of skates in Chicago can prob- 
ably begin with skates our father’s 
wore; those wood-bottom. long strapped 
affairs, with the runner curling 
over _ the p. Some of them 
are still found on country skating ponds. 
Then came the shorter blade and afterwards 
the complete steel clamp skate. Twenty years 
ago the steel lever skate was invented by Peck 
& Snyder. Five years ago the patent expired 
and now all first-:lass skates are of pat- 
tern. An attempt was made by German deal- 
ers to introduce their foreign goods, but . the 
American standard was better than they could 
compete with. All skates sold in America are 
made here. Skates selling for $4 a pair five 
years ago now sell for $2, and an old $2 skate 
for 50 and 75 cents. . 

Chicago is the best market 
for skates in America today. This 
is principally on account of skating facilities 
and the demand for only high grade goods.

ENCE TO GENTLEMANLY TRAITS, 


Housebreakers Who Are Polite Even; When

HE CALLED HER “A BRICK.” 


A Burglar’s Tribute to a Plucky Woman 
Whose House He Robbed. 

Many are the experiences which Mrs, 8S. 
Burges has had with would-be burglars, but 
the interview she held with a masked visitor 
in her cozy dining room, at No. 175 Wentworth 
street, Wednesday night appears to be the 
most startling. Like Editha’s burglar, he 
‘“‘burgled very quietly,’ and though there were 
several persons besides Mrs. Burges in the 
house at the time of his visit no one save Mrs. 
Burges was aware of his presence. 

Mrs. Burges, who is a silver-haired, pleas- 
ant-faced lady, with plenty of determination 
and spirit, was in her room in the second 
story of the house, when her attention was 
attracted by a slight noise down-stairs, and 
she promnptly proceeded to investigate. 

Upon entering the dining-room she noticed 
at once a pile of her son’s clothing upon a 
large old-fashioned settee, which stands 
against the west wall of the room. She knew 
the clothes had not been placed on the settee 
by her son, and while she was standing pon- 
dering the question of how they came there 
a man, w.1ose face was entirely concealed by 
a black dumino mask, slipped up behind her 
and placed a rag saturated with chloroform 
over her face. 

She struggled desperately, but the, man, 
who’ kept assuring her that he would not hurt 
her ifshe kept quiet, tinally overcame her, 
and she sank back unconscious. The burglar 
then laid her upon the floor, placed a cushion 
from off the settee beneath her head, and 
securely bound her, ankles with a piece of 
twine. He then proceeded to go through the 
closets and cupb at his leisure, but 
must have been frightened off before decid- 
ing what he would take, for not an article 1s 
missing from thé house. Before going, how- 
ever, he took off his mask and wrote on the 
inner side the followmg: “Cateh me if you 
can. You area brick. I had to chloroform 
her.

Self-Respecting Burglars Who Would Scorn 
to Engage in Petty Robberies. 

There is an aristocracy of crime. You can 
behold it any fine afternoon on Broadway, 
between Twenty-third and Thirty-second 
streets. This portion of the great metropoli- 
tan thoroughfare is the chosen promenade of 
bigh grade criminals—thcir Rialto, where 
they customarily stroll and can be seen on 
the corners or dropping in or out_of the sa- 
loons. Here they meet their professional 
brethren and hold confabulations on sporting 
topics chiefly. No men in New York are bet- 
ter dressed than they nor entertain a greater 
reepect for themselves apparently. With the 
gamblers and other persons about town who 
get their living at the expense of the com- 
munity they are apt to be on terms of hail- 
fellow acquaintanceship, their actual occupe- 
tion being known with certainty to few be- 
sides the police detectives, who make no at- 
tempt to interfere with them so long as they 
are not down on Mr, Byrnes’ list as 
** wanted.”’ 

These men represent the cream of their 
profession, fmding always tneir headquarters 
and favorite haunts in New York. They de- 
vote their attention to such higher branches 
of their special pursuit as swindling in 
a large way and the robbing of banks. In 
their business the lines are sharply drawn 
respecting the kinds of cmminality in which 
a gentleman thief may properly engage. For 
example, the self-respecting bank burglar or 
‘** bank gneak ”’ would never think of cracking 
asafe in astore. His enterprises are always 
conducted on a superior scale, requiring 
great ingenuity and daring and with the ex- 
pectation of gains in proportion. A single 
stroke, involving perhaps months in prepara- 
tion and a large outiay of money, may pro- 
duce a fortune. At police headquarters is 
preserved a tin box which once held $216,000, 
the proceeds of the Concord Bank robbery in 
1866, found buried with its precious contents 
seven feet below the bed of the Delaware 
River, where it was hidden at lowtide. A 
robber arrested for a crime like that takes 
pride in the exploit, whereas he would be hor- 
ribly ashamed to be caught picking pockets.

FORTUNE IN AN OLD LEATHER TRUNK. 


How $250,000 Was Safely Taken Across the 
Plains When Stage Robbers Flourished, 


Fargo, N. D., Jan. 19.—{ Special correspond- 
ence.|—Among the passengers who occupied 
a Great Northern car riuning west from 
Fargo to Bismarck yesterday was N. G. Mc- 
Micken, General Agent for the Great North- 
ern in Winnipeg, Man. ‘* Mac,” as he is fa- 
miharly known in railroad circles, is of Ca- 
nadian birth and a son of Gilbert Me- 
Micken, who acted as Assistant Receiver- 
General on the opening of Mapi- 
toba and operated the first ment 
land office in Winnipeg. It was nearly twen- 
ty years ago when, acting under that govérn- 
ment, he had undergone the responsibility of 
having $250,000 conveyed from Toronto, Can- 
ada. There being no railroad transportation 
north of Moorhéad, Minn., the dangerous and 
irksome task of overland travel was neces- 
sary. The money was placed in two large 
safes and carted across the wild prairies of 
North Dakota by ox-teams, occupying & pe- 
riod of three weeks frem Moorhead. Those 
were anxious days for the new Receiver-Gen- 
eral, but the wealth reached Winnipeg unmo- 
lested. That was the first government money 
taken into Manitoba. 

A few months later it was found necessary 
to double that amount, and the son was given 
the authority to transport another 000. 
He bethought himself of a novel scheme, in- 
asmuch as he was compelled to accompany 
the money, and purchased an old leather 
trunk, in which he deposited, the amount, 
which consisted of paper money of small ae- 
nomination, covered. it with some wearing 
apparel, and started for Chicago. There he 
found,his baggage safe, left it im the depot, 
sought his hotel, and retired. Whe next day 
he checked it to St. Paul and from there to 
Moorhead. Here he took the atage and his 
journey to the north began. The old trunk 
was tossed upon the rear end of the 
coach with no fastening, and away they 
went bumping over the obrvad plains. 
Stage robbers and thieves were numerous 
throughout the country and almost daily the 
overland traveler found himself lined up 
along the roadside while the leader of a gang 
deprived him of his possessions. Little did 
the bandits think-as the old, familiar stage 
rumbled on its journey that the old leather 
trunk held a fortune. The stage reached Pem- 
bina, near the border line, one Saturday 
morning. Eager to reac his destina- 
tion Mr.  MecMicken bired a_ half. 
breed whowas the sole possessor of a lame 
bronco anfl a two-wheeled cart. Seated on 
the trunk behind the bronco, and the 
bronzed native in the rear on foot, the jour- 
ney to Winnipeg was resumed. For thirty 
miles this picturesque trio jogged along in 
the fashion described, when at last they were 
met by a carriage that had been sent out to 
convey the traveler in. His father could 
hard)y believe him so rashas to make the 
trip he did, but ** Mae”’ declared that he lost 
no sleep over the old leather trunk that many 
nights stood out of doorson the stage, and 
which could easily have been penetrated by a 
common jack-knife. 


STRONGLY RESEMBLES A HUMAN HEAD. 


“Remarkable Stone Found in Knox County, 


ilL.—What Scientists Say. 
Gaessura, IIL, Jan. 20.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—The scientists uf Victoria, Knox 
County, Ill., are considerably excited over the 
discovery of a strangely formed stone. This 
relic is now owned by S. B. Russell, a mer- 


chant of Victoria and quite a_ col- 
lector cf relics. Mr, Russell says 
that the relic was found in _ the 


bed of a creek in his township and he is firm 
in his opinion that the stone is the petrified 
head ofa man. The material is rather soft, 
but the resemblance is remarkable. ‘Others 
were inclined to scoff, until finally to décide 
the controversy the stone was forwarded to 
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A STRONG RESEMBLANCE, 


President John H. Finley of Knox College, 
with the request that he call the attention of 
Prof, Starr of the Chicago University to the 
relic when the professor. next visited Gales- 
burg to deliver his university éxtension 
lecture. In this letter Mr. Russeli eloquently 
dilates on the expression of the left eye, on 
the clearness of the cheek muscies, and on the 
fact that when first discovered traces of 
vertebrae were visible on the back of the 
neck. He added also as a circumstance 
in proof of the genuineness of the petrifac- 
tion that a petrified foot inclosed in a petri- 
fied moccasin was found near the place where 
the head was picked up. Prof. Starr, who is 
a learned enthnologist and is Curator of the 
museum of the Chicago University, examined 
the relic with great interest. He pronounced 
the resemblance very remarkable, but con- 
cluded that it was not a man’s head, but was 
simply the result uf nature’s operations, The 
stone is about eight inches long and five wide. 
Mr. Russell is not yet convinced, but writes 
that *‘ though geologists may differ,” he is 
more firmly convinced than ever that the 
head 1s a petrifaction. 


Frozen Fish Revivified. 


The inlet of Union Lake, near Norwich, Pa., is 
frozen three feet thick to the bottom, something 
never known before, and people are filling their 
ice houses with this ice. In the bottom of a block 
taken out by George Lasher the other day were 
found a saya teen. a bullhead, and two eels, 
which had been caught by the congealing water 
while ly dormant. There were three inches of 
ice below them. They were cut out of the cake 
and placed in a butt of water, where in the course 
of a quarter of an hour they were all swimmi 
about as lively as they were at the height of las 
summer’s season.— New York Sun.

But doubtless he would insist that it shouid 
not be erected except in a sujtable place at 
suitable surroundings; and no one 
think of puttmg it up unless he pla 
and these surroundings definitely in his mind’s 
eye as existent and attainable. | 

The Chicago statue, as I have said before, 
is sixty feet in height and stands on a thirty- 
foot pedestal, yet its size does not seem ex- 
cessive. Its bulk impresses one much less 
than its beauty, for it is in scale with its sur- 
roundi and in harmony with their form and 
spirit, It is not an independent work of art; 
it is a piece of architectural sculpture as truly 
as though it had been designed for attachment 
to some building. It is an integral part of the 
splendid architectural panorama amid which 
it stands. In this place a statue of the more 
usual kind—a realistic figure in a aatural at- 
titude of repose or in vigorous action, on & 
graceful ideal figure with flowing outlings, 
contrasted gestures, and varied masses, lig 
and shadows—would have been distinctly in- 
appropriate, distinetiy inharmonious, T 
figure with its almost rigid outlines, the 
allel gesture of its two uplifted 
majestic movethent, so dignified as to be an 
almost hieratic repose, is exactly what was 
wanted. But for this same reason it is exact- 
ly what is not appropriate to the places where 
our statues ‘usually stand. Reproduced on a 
scale of thirteen feet and set up as our monw- 
ments generally are, it would be out of keep- 
ing with its environment, while its ows 
beauty would very iargely disappear. 
Whatever the scale of its execution it should 
be combined with architectural work of & 
consonant character. Otherwise it will be 
much better to keep the plaster cast simply a 
a model of a great archite2tural achie 
and let it stand —less for the public to admire 
than for students to appreciate—either in the 
Fine Arts Society’s building or at the Metro- 
politan Museum. If money is needed for this 
purpose it should be readily raised; but 20 
money should be given to put the figure 
bronze or stone for public erection uD it 
can in some way be combined with the 
architectural features of a fine building.

PLAYGOING IN EARLY DAYS, 


Reforms in the Audiences Suggested by a 
Father of a Family. : 

An interesting communication has recently 
been unearthed from the forgotten files of the 
National Intelligencer by a correspondent for 
the London Fra. It is addressed to the paper 
by an individual whosigos himself ** A Father 
of a Family ’’ and it gives an interesting pict- 
ure of the manners that were observed at our 
theaters three-quarfers of a century ago. 
Washington, D. C., is apparently the place re- 
ferred to, but it is reasonable to suppose that 
the habits of the residents of the National 
Capital were not unlike those of the inhabi- 
tants of the other Eastern cities, The com- 
munication says: 

It is with much pleasure the writer of this un- 
derstands that the new theater is on the eve of 
being opened by a detachment of Messrs. Warren 
& Wood's company from Philadelphia. A well- 
conducted theater is at all times not only an 
evidence of public taste wut an atxiliary in 
behalf of the public morals, because it aliures 
the young and the gay from amuse- 
ments often fatal to character, fort- 
une, and health. Sut in order that it 
may answer the end intended it is absolutely es- 
sential that a rigid internal police be established 
for the purpose of preserving order and decorum 
in the audience, Anxious that this should be at- 
tained I beg leave to recommend that the man- 
agers, or whoever have the superintendence of 
the performances, establish and enforce some- 
thing like the following regulations. Without 
something of the kind all theaters are bear-gar- 
dens instead of places of polite recreation. 

1. No person to be allowed to smoke within the 
walls of the theater during the play nights. This 
will add to the security of the building by taking 
away one cause of fire. . 

2. No person to be allowed to sell intoxicating 
liquors within the walls of the theater, a tavern 
‘being near where they can drink and smoke with- 
out offending decency or annoying ladies. 

3. Noperson on any pretense allowed to stand 
up on the box benches, or cover them with dirt 
and impede the sight of others. 

4. Ladies who come without a proper attendant 
to be confined to the upper row. and on no occa- 
sion to be suffered to intrude into the lower 
boxes. 

5. If aay gtaieonen choose to talk loud, quer- 
rel, or fight they are to retire to some spot where 
they cannot disturb the audience. N. B.—The 
Seeweuse or penitentiary is a very convenient 
place. 

6. Alltipsy gentlemen to be positively refused 
admittance unless they will promise to go quietly 
to sleep in a corner of a box. 

7. Noactor shall presume to give additional 
point or force to an equivocal passage or double 
entender by either leering, winking, or the like 
upon pun of being hissed off the stage. 

With these or similar rules a theater may be 
made a school of refinement, elegance, and moral- 
ity. Without them it is but a rendezvous for yul- 
gar profligates. Should my worthy old friend 
Wood think proper to attend to these hints he 
will see me an my family frequently at the 
theater. But he will certainly not see us if my 
wife and daughters are to sit down where fash- 
ionable bullies have just had their feet, and be 
smoked with tobacco while their ears are as- 
sailed by the ribaldry or balf-bred gentlemen who 
have no other way of attracting notice except by 
making themselves offensive. 
_ N.B.—Two or three resolute peace officers act- 
ing as door and box keepers will be sufficient for 
all the purposes of order and decorum, 


NEW YORK’S NEW PLAYHOUSE, 


Elaborate Decorations and Furnishings of 
the Empire Theater on Broadway. 

The new Empire Theater in New Yorr, 
which will be opened to the public for the 
first time Wednesday evenitig, Jan. 25, will be 
a worthy addition to the handsome places of 
amusement which already ornament New 
York. The new theater is located at Fortieth 
street and Broadway. The main front on 
Broadway is five stories high. The firat two 
stories are built of Indiana limestone, elabo- 
rately carved; the other two are of buff 
pressed Roman brick, and the top story is of 
terra cotta. Though somewhat narrow the 
tastefulness of its construction gives the build- 
ing an impo sing appearance. 

The main entrance on Broadway is through 
& semi-circular arch flanked on each side by 
twin columns with carved Corinthian capi- 
tals. The entrance is exceedingly spacivus, 
extending 100 feet from the front back to the 
theater proper. It opens. into a vestibule 
wainscoted with Numidian marble. Hand- 
some electroliers ornament the sides. Fold- 
ing doors of double plate art glass divide the 
vestibule from the lobby. As one enters the 
lobby he is confronted on the left by the 
ladies’ alcove, which is furnished with a ma- 
bogany fireplace built in the empire style 
and with seats where ladies can rest them- 
selves while their escorts are getting tickets 
from the box-office adjoining. Thealcove and 
box-office are made of carved mahogany with 
bandsome jeweled art-glass transoms above 
embellished with sytametrical designs. The 
floor of the lobby is of mosaic tiling and 
the ceiling is relief work painted in light 
tones. The wainscot of the lobby is 
marble and agate onyx. From the lobby the 
ladies’ foyer js reached, which terminates in 
the entrance to the theater proper. At the en- 
trance from te lobby to the ladies’ foyer a 
marble stairéase leads to the smoking-room 
directly underneath the foyer. It if a hand- 
somely tiled and decorated apartment and 
furnished with library- furniture. 

The general coloring of the auditoriam is 
crimson and gold. The ceiling under the 
balcony 18 aseries of elaborately decorated 
arches further embellished with relief work. 
The balcony columns have clusters of electric 
hghts at the to of each. The draperies of the 
boxes are crimson silk velour, with applique 
gold ornaments. India red carpet woven, 
especially in Empire style, covers the floor of 
the theater. 

The proscenium will be thirty-four feet 
square, with high relief moldings and seroll 
designs in empire style. The curtain will be 
of silk crinkle tapestry of a crimson shade, 


embroidered in gold, with motifs and wreaths 
and other elaborations in . kee with the 
gmers empire style of the other furnishings. 

ceiling of the theater is built with deep- 
vaulted panels in a light shade of 
crimson. It will be lighted by lights 
through perforations in the ceiling arranged 
in ornamental 

The sounding-board over the proscenium 
will be painted with five figured panels by the 
celebrated Italian artist,. Tojetta, The audi- 
torium will not ba aJarge one. It will seat 
about 1,200 people, Every part of the theater 
will be furnished wits, foidimg chairs with 
a seats and backs, There will be ten 

xes, five on each side of the house-—-two 
down-stairs, two at the balcony, and one at 
the family circle. The imeline of the orches- 
tra floor and balconies gives a good line of 
sight, and a clear view of the stage can be ub- 
tained trom any part of the theater. The 
seats have been made specially roomy with 
plenty of space in between the rows. 

The theater will be dedicated by Charles 
Frohman’s stock company, who will make it 
their permanent abode, The opening play 
will be anew American ag drama by 
David Belasco and Franklin Fyles entitled 
“The Girl I Left Behind Me.”’

A TIME-OBSERVING MULE, 


She Won’t Work Sundays, and She Stops 
When the Whistle Blows. 

Scranton letter in the New York Sun: 
Mame, a mule that draws cars at the breaker 
of a Lackawanna Valley coal mine, keeps 
closer track of the time thana man. A min- 
ute or so before the whistle blows at noon 
Mame begins to bray and paw and stamp, but 
does not refuse to pull the cars. The 
instant the whistle sounds, however, 
Mame comes to a dead stop, and no 
matter in what part of the yard she is 
working she cannot be coaxed or forced to 
pull a pound until after she has had her din- 
ner. Then she works as faithfully as an. ox 
until just before the whistle is going to sound 
the quitting time blast, when she brays again, 
but does not paw or stamp as at noontime, 
She won’t stir a peg after the first toot of the 
steam whistle, and the driver boy knows better 
than to try to make her haul the trip of cars 
by whippmg her. The mule keeps such a 
close track of the time that she has not failed 
in two years to bray a minute er two before 
the whistle blew at noon and night. She never 
brays, the workmen say, except when she 
thinks it is nearly time to quit work for her 
dinner or supper. 

Mame also knuws when Sunday comes, as 
the workmen aecertained.three times last year. 
It became necessary one Sunday last April to 
do a little extra work in the yard, and the 
mule was hitched to a trip of cars in the 
morning. She wouldn’t take.a step, and they 
had to pat her in the barn. Monday morni

RAILROADING ON THE ICE, 


Tracks Laid Every Winter Across the Fro- 
zen St. Lawrence, 


The communications between the two shores 
ofthe St. Lawrence River at Montreal are 
made, as is known, by means of the Victoria 
Tubular Bridge, constructed some thirty-five 
years ago, which is thé longest in the world, 
the metallic spam being 6,500 feet long. 

But from this point to the Atlantic; fora 
distance of 1,000 miles, there is no other bridge 
aud ail the railroads established on both sides 


Pthe St. Lawrence have necessarily to cross it. 


The company of the Grand Trunk railroad, 
which built it, levies a right of way toll of $10 
per car and eight cents per passenger. 

To avoid payment of these moneys the S. 
E. railroad company had the idea, some ten 
years ago, of constructing in winter a com- 
munication between the two shores by means 
of a railroad established on the ice, Every 
winter the work is done over ain, and it 
amply pays for the outlay. The Jength of this 
ice road is about two miles, between Hoch- 
elaga and Longueil. 

The roadway is easily built. The track 
leaves the main track parallel to the shore, 
then curves gradually imsuch a manner as to 
be perpendicular to it, and, then, again, be- 
fore it strikes the other shore, it curves anew 
so as to become nearly parallel to the opposite 
side, and then it is connected with the main 
track on this shore. 


United States Mail Flag. 

Mr. Wanamaker has decided upon the design 
for the new mail flag which is to float his fame 
out over the seas. The idea of designating and 
dignifying ships carrying the United States mail 
by such an emblem originated with the Post- 
master-General, and its realization will be one of 
the crowning acts of his administration. The 
idea, however, is new only'so far as it related to 
the United States mail. The practice is old with 
a number of foreign nations. The design of the 
new flag was selected from a number of designs 
offered. It would be interesting to see those 
which were rejected. The new flag will be 
pennant shaped with a field of red and a broad 
Seeeerans band of blue. The words ‘United 
States Mail” will appear in big white letters 
across its length, and in the upper left-hand cor- 
ner of the field a big blue eagle will stand 
asprawl with the national shield of colors across 
its body and a bunch of arrows in its claws. The 
eagle really looks like a squat, gorged, and very 
uncomfortable buzzard. It isa little broader

Its Members, Self-Supporting Young Wom- 
en, Help Themselves, and Their 
Efforts Are Aided by Philanthropic 
Ladies—A Unique Lunch-Room and 
How the Food Is Served—Summer Va- 
cations That Only Cost ‘Members from 
$2 to $3.50 a Week, 

One year anda half ago the members of 
the Young Ladies’ Friendly Society of Grace 

Episcopal Church originated a plan for a sum- 

mer home for the benefit of self-supporting 

girls of Chicago. Miss Mary Sturges, No. 

1712 Prairie avenue, was greatly interested 

in the idea, and under her supervision a con- 

cert was given at Kisley’s to raise money 

with which to advance the work. George M. 

Pullman, upon hearing of the scheme, fur- 

nished a house which he owned at Wildwood, 

a few miles south of Pullman, and generously 

offered the use of it forthe summer to the 

young ladies, who formed aclub and named 
it “* Wildwood,”’ in honor of its first home. 

The club members passed a delightful sum- 

mer, and when the coolness of autumn com- 

pelled them to desert their happy home they 
were loath to dishandsuch a successful club as 
theirs hed béen. So instead of a lessening in- 
terest there was an increase of enthusiasm, 
and the club decided to open a lunch-room 
for the accommodation of 1ts members and 
thus maintain its activity throughout the 
year. 

Three cozy rooms in the McVicker Theater 

Building were rented and furnished anda the 

lunch-room was opened. The club at 

this time had a membership of svdmething 
over seventy. The object of the lunch-room 
was to provide a comfortable and home-like 
place where members who worked ‘‘ down- 


reasonable rate and have a few moments’ 

conversation amid pleasant surroundings. 

The club was in nowise a charitable organiz- 

ation. It was run upon a thorough business 

basis and proved entirely self-supporting. 
The Club's Dues. 


The club was divided into three parts, con- 
sisting of honorary, associate, and regular 
members. The annual dues’of the honorary 
members were fixed at $10, the dues of the 
regular and associate members being regu- 
lated by the Executive committee, At pres- 
ent they are $3.50 a year for the associate 
members and 25 cents a month for regular 
members, entitling them to all tne privileges 
of the club. 

The regular members are the self-support- 
mg girls; the associate members are young 
ladies of comparative leisure who pledge 
themselves to carry on the work of the club, 
and the honorary members are the friends of 
the associate members who aid the young 
women in their social work in the club. 

The officers of the club are elected by bal- 
lot, to serve for a year or until their successors

Last summer the club rented the residence 
of Mrs. Henry D. Lloyd at Winnetka’for its 
summer home, and for eleven weeks this 
large, beautiful house standmg on a high 
bluff by the lake was open to the meim- 


bers. The previous year the boarding 
rate at the summer home had been 
$2a week. Last year $2.50, $3, and $3.50 


was charged. Those who could afford it took 
the most desirable rooms and the others were 
content with the accommodations which they 
received for $2, living out of doors most of 
the time. * , 

The house is of the old-tashioned and much 
admired type, with broad  piazzas. Its 

ruunds are outlined-on one side by a sweet- 

riar hedge and on the other by a pond con- 
taining, to the happiness of the girls, pink 
water lilhes. Sometimes at night camp fires 
were built, and by them supper was eaten, 
Often a jolly, rollicking load of girls had a hay 
ride to Fort Sheridan, At other times they 
had dances, charades, and germans at their 
club heme. 

The sleepingfrooms of the house were fur- 
nished with single beds, some _,rooms being 
large enough to accommodate five or six oc. 
cupants. On the third story there was a room 
which on account of its white bed draperies 
was called the “ Bridal Chamber.’’ There 
was alsoa “ Poppy” and a “Cherub” room, 

The housekeeper was Miss. Fisher.. She is 
the wisest of economists, besides being kind 
and considerate. She was allowed $2a week 
for each person for table expenses and she 
made $1.98 cover the cost, furnishing two 
courses for every meal and sometimes adding 
a soup course to the dinner. —. 

There were three women servants who did 
the heavy part of the housework and the 
guests each spent about an hour each day in 
light work in the upper part of the house. 

The house was literally strewn with books 
and cozy corners were preémpted by the girls 
for reading nooks. 

Numbers Who Were There, 


There were forty members of the club who 
passed from one to two weeks there, sixty- 
four who staid one week, 118 who staid over 
Sunday or spent a few days, and fifteen who 
remained for a longer time than two weeks. 

Early in the season postal cards were sent 
to the associate members, requesting them 
each to contribute $2 for the expenses of the 
club. About two-thirds of them complied. 
The dues of eighteen honorary members 
added to the funds. The Louse rent could 
not be paid out of the money received from 
boarders and the club was obliged to borrow

There are six committees, which are as fol- 
lows: 

Purchasing cammittee, which is required to 
provide all furnishings of the club and carry 
on its work; Lunchroom committee, with gen- 
eral charge of tthe lunchroom; Clubroum 
committee, to provide entertainment for the 
regular members during the noon hour; 
Library committee, to look after all books 
and papers belonging to the club; Printing 
cummittee, to attend to the necessary print- 
ing; and the Finance committee, the mem- 
hers of which receive and take charge of the 
monthly dues of the regular members. 

These committees are appointed by the 
Executive committee, and their Chairmen are 
all members of that committee. The latter 
meets the first Thursday after the 10th of each 
month in the clubrooms,

Quarters Grew with Membership. 


Asthe club grew larger rooms were found 
necessary and May 1, 1892, two rooms on the 
third floor of No, 102 Madison street were 
leased for three yearss ‘These rooms are 
homelike and cheerful, but’ not unnecessarily 
elegant. One room is furnished with smali 
tables covered with white oilcloth and capa- 
ble of accommodating six persons. (Ordinary 
wooden chairs are provided. The dishes are 
all of a pretty pattern in blue and white, and 
there is a lunch counter where coffee, milk, 
bread, cake, pie, cold meats, ete., may be ob- 
tained. The members help themselves to 
plates, kaives, forks, and spoons as they de- 
sire them, select their lunch and are given 
checks for the. same. If- they desire coffee 
a little ticket marked three cents 
is given them and this amount 
is charged on their lunch check. They present 
their coffee tickets at one end of the counter 
and sweeten the coffee to suit themselves. 
After this proceeding the girls select seats 
at the tables with their particular friends and 
eat and chat. If they so desire the girls may 
bring their lunches from home and eat them 
there. This many prefer to do. 

Any visitor may come with a friend and en- 
joy the privileges of the lunch-room for one 
day, but only one. 

The eatables are purchased from a woman’s 
exchange on Twenty-second street and every- 
thing is extremely palatable.. The charges 
are all moderate. 

When the girls finish eating they carry the 
dishes they have used toa tray on one side of 
the room, thus leaving the tabie ready for the 
next comers. 

Just inside of the door. opening into the 
other room of the club, which the girls pass 
through on their way to the lunch-room, is a 
little table at which sits the cashier. She ex- 
changes smiles, conversation, and change 
with the lunchers as they present their checks. 
Four of the’ associate members: assist at the 
lunch counter each day as their turn for duty 
comes around and there is also a matron un 
hand and a young girl who washes dishes, 


Luxuries in the Other Room. 


In the other room are a few tables, some 
smali wooden chairs, a number of comfort- 
able rockers, a leather ‘couch, and a couple of 
soft sofa pillows, a piano, and a music rack 
tilled with a variety of sheet music both vocal 
and instrumental. The library contains 250 
books, all by standard authors. These books 
are loaned to the regular members, and 
there is always some associate member 
present who acts as _ librarian and 
aids the girls in their selection. The windows 
in the room are nem | curtained in white and 
large folding doors which lead to rooms not 
occupied by the club are covered with por- 
tieres. Magazines and papers are conveniently 
scattered about, and rugs cover the hardwood 
floor. A pretty screen at one end of the room 
hides a stationary washbowl, where there is a 
never-failing supply of good soap and towels. 
Each associate member spends one day a 
months of 


week for six the year, in 
divisions of three months . each, at 
the club during the noon hour, which 


is from 11 a. m. until2 p. m. This plan brings 
several of the associate members to the club 
each day, and they take turns in serving at the 
lunch counter and entertaining the regular 
members. One acts as librarian, one plays 
the piano, while the girls tuck rugs and chairs 
in out-of-the-way places and dance, and others 
busy themselves in getting acquainted with 
new mem bers. 

Sometimes the giris are very gniet, reading 
lazily in the rockers ; sometimes ‘they are tired 
and sit silently resting and listening to the 
music of the piano. It is nothing unusual for 
some one to take a nap on the couch, with the 
promise of some one who is looking after the 
club that day. to cali her when the time 
comes for her to go back to her work. (Often 
the girls are in a lively mood and then the 
piano rings out a lively dance tune and the 
girls skip away toa jolly schuttische or sail 
around in a waltz till they drop, laughing and 
breathless, into a chair to rest. One member 
of the club goes through a fancy dance occa. 
sionally with a grace that excites admira- 
tion and a wish to do likewise among her coin- 
panions.

A BIG MATRIMONIAL BUREAU. 


How Settlers in Manitoba Were Supplied 
with Wives Some Years Ago, 
Washington Star: ** Not many years ago I 
was in the wholesale matchmaking business,”’ 
said an ex-officer of the army to a Star re- 
porter, 
monial kind. At that time, in 1879 and 1880, 
Manitoba was being opened. to settlement and 
there wasa rush of colonists thither from 
Ontario and Quebec and from Great Britain. 
The settlers were mostly mén. Some of them 
had families and would send for them as soon 
as they had got somewhat fixed, but very 
many were bachelors. They were making 
homes for themselves, and naturally they 
found that they needed wives. Not a few of 
them were suns of English farmers, and nearly 
S were respectable and hard-working fel- 
ows, 
‘**They could not afford te go and get wives, 
and so helpmeets had to be tmported for them, 
Young women, guaranteed asto respectability, 
were brought er from England in great 
numbers, and this business rapidiy grew to 
be an important branch of the immigration 
traffic. One philanthropic lady in England 
devoted her attention to exporting homeless 
but worthy girls by the shipload to Quebee, 
whence they were forwarded to Manitoba. 
Trains would come into St. Boniface, across 
the’ river from Winnipeg, bringing two or 
three carloads of available wives ata time. 
They were chaperoned with due regard to 
propriety, and were consigned to the land and 
mining agents, who conveyed them to Winni- 
peg, where suitable quarters were provided 
for their temporary accommodation. The 
accommodation was very tempotary because 
they were soon disposed of. 
‘“* The settlers who were bachelors applied 
for the girls as fast as they were brought in. 
Their applications were not considered unless 
they were properly guaranteed as to character 
and ability to support a wife. Few of them 
came to Winnipeg from a shorter. distance 
than 250 miles. Most commonly they were 
certified by letters from land agents, statin 
that John Smith, for example, was locate 
on such and such a tract of land, was the own. 
erof 1,500 horses, was sound, and kind. and 
so forth. On makmg formal application for 
a wife John Smith was asked what sort of a 
woman he preferred—whether blonde or 
brunette, tall or short, plump or thin, etc. 
Having stated his preferences he wasintroduced 
to one of the available ladies, whereupon mat- 
ters were quickly arranged. A remarkable 
point was that no suitor had ever to be intro- 
duced toasecond girl. Invariably he was 
content with the first one and immediately 
married her. Apparently the men considered 
that when they had gone so far as an introduc- 
aa they had committed themselves irretriev- 
ably. 
“In {this way, by a process of artificial 
selection, myself and other persons officially 
in charge at Winnipeg made matches by 
wholesale. The young women were given free 
transportation, of course, the object being to 
make homes in Manitoba and thus secure 
the permanent settlement of the country. In- 
cidentally the natural increase of the popula- 
tion was provided for. I remember one man 
who drove over 700 miles to get a wife. He 
was present wher a trainload ot girls arrived 
and spotted the young woman he wanted off- 
hand. Within seven minutes after the train 
came in the pair were united in matrimony, 
and the bridegroom started away with his 
bride in a buckboard wagon.” 


Man’s Microscopic Friends, 
American Druggist; The advances in sanitary 
and therapeutic science have placed methods at 
our disposal whereby disease may be warded off. 
but it was not until Elie Mentschikoff elaborated 
and promulgated his theory as to the functions of 
the lencocytes that it became known that in his 
fight for life man possessed a host of active and 
aggressive allies. In the bodies of all vertebrates, 
in addition to the celis constituting the ani- 


mal tissnes, there are a number of free 
celis, embracing white corpuscles of 
the blood and lymph and the so-called 


wandering cells of the tissues. These are known 
as leucocytes, of which four varieties have been 
described, the distinctions being based chiefly on 
their nuciei, All the leucocytes have the dis- 
tinctive characteristic of simple amasbe. They 
protrude pseudopodia or feelers, they move about 
and are endued to a high degree with a canacity 
for ingesting all kinds of small granule’, inciud- 
ing various smaller micro-organisms, the con- 
stituents of which are assimilated by the proto- 
piasm of the leucocytes. Sometimes, however. 
the smaller micro-organisms remain alive within 
the leucocytes, and when exposed to condi- 
tions fa¥orable to the smaller and unfavorable 
to the larger organisms the former develop and 
are set free. In some casesthe leucocytes expe! 
the invading bacteria through the skin, causing 
the phenomena of transpiration. The act and 
efficiency of the leucocytes are closely dependent 
upon the health of their host. If the host be 
harcotized or be subjected to cold or shock the 
leucocytes lose their efficiency and the host also 
Loses immunity from infectious dis- 
eases. Upon these facts “‘Mentschikoff has 
based his theory that the leucocytes act as a de- 
fensive army, repelling the attacks’ of noxious 
microbes, and this theory offers an explanation of 
phenomena otherwise inexplicable, as, for in- 
stance, the great difference in the great suscepti- 
bility to infectious diseases among persons who 
are submitted to the same degree of danger of in- 
fection.

The popular favorite for President in 
Butler’s district was Douglas, a Western man, 
but Butler undertook to throw him in the 
Charleston convention and nominate Davis, 
and I suspect that it was the complete ruin of 
Butler in his Democratic and Irish constitu- 
ency which nerved him to the audacious acts 
of his military life. Hesays in his book that 
when old Gen. Scott had abused him in a 
tirade, which Butler returned with interest, 
he, Butler, went to his hotel and burst into 
tears. Thus presenting, it seems to me, a 
picture of aman who had played his whole 
ucevous structure to recover himseif in 
Massachusetts from his treachery to his con- 
stituency. 

Another thing of Butler’s bears upon the 
Virginia school. He saysthat when he took 
Anuapolis as the real port of Washington, the 
other end of its Pirzeus, he was instigated to 
do su by the memory of a discussion between 
Edmund Raudolph, who was turned out of 
Washington’s Cabinet, and Maj. L’Enfant, the 
French engineer who was laying out the City 
of Washington. I never heard of this contro- 
versy before, although I have been interested 
in local subjects about Washington for thirty 
years. The Capitol Building being placed at 
the brow of the hill where it: now stands, 
Washington, according to Butler, designed to 
give it a beautiful park, rolling away to the 
water side where the Potomac and the Eastern 
Branch unite. But Edmund Randolph, 
seeing that the ground to be taken up 
bélonged to the Carrolls and the Cus- 
tises, who were kin and connections of 
Mrs. Washington, came out with an article 
against Washington, saying that Washington 
was no fit placé for the capital, and that the 
whole thing was a job for Washington’s per- 
sonal interest and that of his family tribe; 
that the Potomac River was too shallow to al- 
low ships of war to come up to the capital, 
etc. Thereupon Maj. L’Enfant wrote a reply 
to Randolph, saying that the mouth of the 
Potomac was not the shipping point of Wash- 
ington, but Annapolis, which lay right oppo- 
site. In point of fact Annapolis is distant 
from Washington in astraight line hardly 
twenty-five miles, and is the best roadstead, I 
suppose, and pieron the Chesapeake, unless 
Newport News be superior. Butier says that 
the utility of Edmund Randolph to him was 
thus having fixed in his mind that Annapolis 
was the place to go to in order to support 
Washington City. 

Public Men and Scholarship. 


Some of our public men are scholastic, but 
the whole class is not. I have been reading 
John Morley’s ** Life of Diderot.” 
to myself, here is‘a man who isa member of 
the British Cabimet and Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, and who yet can write such books as 
he has done, widening the sympathies of En- 
glishmen and making them in reality reject 
their own Pantheon of heroes for those of the 
nation across the channel. The Frencn Revo- 
lution, if it needs any revenge upon England, 
has amply obtained it, in the rising 
consideration its thinkers and actors have 
in. Englana, over such =persons as 
William Pitt and Spencer Perceval and Cas- 
tlereagh. The prejudices of Englishmen have 
been based upon favorites who were no long- 
er favorites, like Walpole and Chatham and 
Wellington. Men who devoted their entire 
lives in pure wantonness of jealousy to re- 
ducmg France to be a province instead of 
an empire would now be compelled if they 
were alive to read that the philosophers previ- 
ous to the French revolution were the chief 
transformers of the world, its mightiest 
school teachers, its most effective philanthro- 
pists. 

Batafew men have always believed this. 
I find in reading the life of John Adams that 
he had twice read Bolingbroke through, and 
he was a Deist or Unitarian long be- 
fore Dr. Channing. So was Jefferson. 
John Jay, when Witt Clinton’  pro- 
posed to call im some of the Pres- 
byterian clergymen to” take part in a fusion 
between the Federalists and the Clintonites, 
said, with old Huguenot instinct, ‘* No priests, 
Mr. Clinton, no priests.’”’ Yet Jay was es- 

Washington the purest man of 


The people of Philadelphia in the fore part 
of the present century had living among them 
alittle old one-eyed Frenchman apparently 
bent.upon nothing but acquisitiveness, M. 
Girard, in defiance of public sentiment and 
the miraculous interposition of the elements, 
named his packets Helvetius, Voltaire, Rous- 
seau, and I never heard that one of them was 
lost. That same society which produced the 
Presbyterian minister who refused his hand 
to Dr. Pnestley, the discover of oxygen gas, 
saying: ‘“‘No, I cannot be cordial,’ re- 
marked that this old infidel, Girard, probably 
spent his nights with the devil. begging for a 
little longer lease of life, in consideration 

of torment for more hfe and 
un-giving 

that the 

old Frenchman had become the father of 
every orphan in the city, the State, and, if his 
means would hold out, the Nation. He 
founded a college which has been singularly 
successful, I believe, among modern trusts, 
its real estate cbntinually improving and en- 
riching, and it was to be for orphan boys. 
If the wills had been broken im those days 
as they are now I believe Girard’s legacy 
would have gone for as little as Tilden’s, be- 
cause he wrote strong and distinctly, ‘*No 
priest or preacher shall enter these grounds.”’ 

The want of literary cultivation and scholar: 
ship in Congress is the cause of so much 
abuse of the public appropriations. Men who 
are purely practical, the mere clerks of dis- 
tricts, labeled *‘ statesmen,’’ do not know how 
to think with precision upon the proper ob- 
jects of national expenditure. 

Sometimes I suspect that the American 
world is getting its real growth outside of 
both the conventicles and politics. Surely, 
the standard of morals is higher in the com 
mercial world than it isin the moral world. 
it has been often said that fof the highest 
exam plification of honor in business transac- 
tions you must go to Wall street. Left to our 
Nation alone and its Congress no useful man 
who dies in the public service would have his 
widew and children cared for. No collections 
are ever made by the churches for the desti- 
tute families of great public men. It is not 
often that a dying President or Chief Justice 
can bequeath the remainder of his year’s 
salary to his widow. 

_ But the rch men have invariably stepped 
in and made up to our statesmen what should 
have been the national gratitude. In that 
way Grant was provided for, Sherman given 
a house, Hancock’s wife and Farragut’s fam- 
ily considered, and Garfield’s little children 
could go toschool and have shoes. My in- 
ference is that that which is really being 
blessed in this country, and which is blessing 
others, is financial and commercial devotion. 
Nothing is growing here as fast as wealth, and 
it 1s too widely distributed for the politician 
or the demagogue or the revolutionist to seize 
and disburse it. The well-to-do peeple in this 
country can whip the Communists, Anarchists. 
politicians, and mendicants of every sort. 
The onward movement of prosperity and 
scholarship inthe United States may some 
day break up all the existing political parties 

and plant in our halls of Congress men of the 
scholarship of John Morley and of Gladstone.

The humor of Europe, as exhibited in the 
last batch of comic papers, offers many

In spite of the fact that the leading British 
humorous paper, Punch, is commonly derided 
by Americans and their journals, they see and 
hear a great deal of its contents.

Ally Stoper is found scattered about 
in public houses and cheap eating houses, and 
American visitors to London for the greater 
part are found in certain large hotels, This 
paper is also read by British boys of all classes, 
whom it greatly delights. Their delight is 
not infrequently enhanced by the fact that 
they have to conceal their possession of it 
from their parents. 

The most prejudiced Americans will no 
doubt admit that Ally Sloper is distinctly in- 
ferior to Punch, even though they consider 
that a difficult condition to fulfill. It appears 
among other things to be the barmaids’ organ. 
A good deal of att®@ution is also paid to music- 
hall performers and other artists not of the 
first class. It abounds in pictures of handsome 
young women scantily draped as to the legs 
and chest. Nothing worse than this can 
be reproached against Ally Sloper. There 
is no French impropriety about 
A series of bust pictures of i 
Dary maidens runs on 
the paper. They are printed under the cap- 
tion **Girls Sloper’s Kuissed.’’ Underneath 
the latest of them is written ‘* No. 42, Dollis.” 
This is printed here, for the weighty reason 
that it is a prominent feature of a humorous 
paper with an extensive and peculiar circula. 
tion. Elsewhere in the same issue we find 
“Girls of the ‘ Frv;’ No. 79, Katie Cullender,’’ 
with some unhappy verses appended. From 
these it is to be learned that 

She’s been by carping cranks maligned, 
As much as eneral Teeth. 

Misfortune oft has scourged her fair 
Young form with grievous rods ; 

Yet ne’er a whit does Katie care, 

She’s the darling of *‘the cods!”’ 

The pictures of the girl Sloper has kissed, 
of Miss Cullender and other attractive persons 
are gloated over by British youth. 

The uncouscious humorin Ally Sloper is 
much more plentiful than any other kind, 
and the paper also provides matter for philo- 
sophical] speculation, concerning the minds of 
the persons who enjoy it, and so forth. The 
least amusing thing in it is the character, 
‘A Sloper,’’ who invariably occupies the 
front page. His latest act of foolishness is 
related by his daughter Tootsie, and in every 
picture he is accompanied by some members 
of his family or of a certain circle of acquaint-

ances long familiar to the rexders of his paper. 
These include his daughter Tootsie, his son 
Alexandry, the boy Higgins, the Dook Snook, 
Lord Bob, and the Hon. Billy, Tottie, Sandy, 
and others. 

Sloper announces in an editorial statement 
which accompanies a recent picture his “ re- 
solve to put down drink at every possible op- 
portunity ” and_.to startle his patrons during 
the coming year.

An artist who puts forward a weird com- 
bination of cockney and Scotch humor oc- 
cupies acertain space in tne paper every 
week. One specimen ofit shall be mentioned. 
There is a picture of a Scotch elder in a kilt. 
before whom appear two similar churches and 
a strange two-legged insect with long antennz. 
This is said to be a common experience with 
those who have been drinking steadily. The 
elder says: *“‘Losh me, if the U. P. has na 
had the impidence ‘to build ‘an opposeeshun 
kirk whiles A’ve been awa indisposed!

THE DEADLY GLANDERS, 


How Several Men Met with a Horrible 


Death. 

** T notice that another man has died of the 
glanders in Los Angeles,” said Dr. E. J. 
Creely, the veterinary surgeon, to a reporter 
of the San Francisco Chronicle last week. ‘* It 
simply adds force to the warhing which every 
one who drives horses or takes care of them 
should heed agaiust exposing himself to an 
animal which has this contagivus malady. 
There is nothing more dreadful than a death 
from glanders, and the disease is as incurable 
as leprosy. One may catch it in several ways 
A scratch on the hand may be the means of 
inoculation, or the sneeze of aglandered horse 
may fill the eyes with poisonous miat.”’ 

“Are there any glandered horsesin San 
Francisco?’ asked the reporter. 

“A few. Ihave one at my hospital now. 
Whenever they are found they are seized, 
passed upon by the surgeon of the Health 
Board, and then turred overtome. IfI1 de- 
cide that the disease is really glanders | order 
the anima) shot. There are no giandered 
horses inthe livery stables now, and most 
cases that we find come from the barns of 
I have no 
doubt there are quite @ number of such 
horses driven around town, but they are hard 
to locate. ) 

** Since the expesure made last April people 
have been very shy about concealing or driv- 
ing diseased animals, and*the owners of very 
valuable horses have hastened to let us know 
of any symptoms of the glanders among their 
stock. Many infected horses have been killed. 
Among them were fifteen belonging to John 
Robinson’s circus. We said nothing about 
this at the time, but it happened, neverthe- 
less.’’ 

‘**Do you recall any cases in or near San 
Francisco of men dying of this contagion ?”’ 

** Well,” said Dr. Creely, “‘ about three 
years ago the Sheriff of Santa. Clara County 
went out driving behind a liv@y horse which, 
unknown to him, had the glanders. The 
horse sneezed and an atom of virulent mois- 
ture came back on the breeze and lodged in 
his eye, In two weeks he dieda frightful 
death. 

‘* Mustang Wilson, the well known sporting 
man, meta similar fate. He owned a gliand- 
ered trotter which he refused to kill, but 
wanted to dispose of. He drove around town 
and before meeting a possible buyer he would 
cleanse the animai’s nose withacloth. One 
day after doing this he placed the rag in his 
pocket where he usually carried his handker- 
chief. A speck of dust lodged in hiseye. He 
drew out the disease-soaked cloth by mistake 
and wiped away the speck. A few days there- 
after he died in untold agony.”’ 

‘“*What are the symptoms of glanders in a 
horse ?’’ | 

‘*A man may think a horse hasacold. In 
three or four days the animal has apparently 
recovered except for a slight discharge from 
one nostril or sometimes from both. The 
discharge is oily, greenish in color, sticky, 
and tenacious, sometimes mingled with bits 
of hay anda grain. It comes from a ragged 
ulcer in the nostril. Before dying the horse 
may be able to travel about for three or four 
years, but he is all the time spreading the con- 
tagion, particularly through watering troughs, 
which he infects with bacilli. 

**We detect glanders by the discharge and 
by a lump which aiways forms on the under 
jaw. If in doubt we give a horse a purgative 
und two drachms of turpentine, which raises 
his temperature and develops the disease at 
once if 1t really exists.”’

. THE FINE ARTS. 


Reports from various cities in this country 
and Europe, which were chosen as centers for the 
collection of works by American artists, submitted 
to the judgment of the Juries of Admission of the 
World’s Fair, show thatthe standard of admis- 
sion is a high one, Out of over 600 works pre- 
sented at Boston 138 were selected. In Philadel- 
phia 112 works were received out of 480 submitted. 
From New York it is expected that 400 will be 
chosen. The Munich jury accepted about thirty 
works, that of Paris 156 out of more than 700 
works, and €¢he juries of Florence and Rome have 
accepted eight works. The committee in charge 
of the sculpture, engraving, and water-colors are 
making their selections, but have made no report 
of their progress. 

The national jury will convene at Chicago 
March 1 to pass upon works from 1,422 artists 
who have filed their blanks with the Art Depart- 
ment. 

The paintings selected in Boston and Phil- 
adelphia are now on exhibition in those cities 
and are pronounced to be of a higher standard 
than that of the annual exhibition. 

It has been erroneously stated that no artist 
should be allowed to exhibit more than two 
wotks in one section. Nolimit is placed upon 
the number which may be exhibited by, an artist 
if they come up to the required standard. It is 
the intention of the Art Department to adhere as 
far as is practicable to the plan of hanging ‘the 
works of each artist in groups. This is an excel- 
lent plan as it will give amuch better opportunity

The General Was Gruff and Surly, but He 
Granted the Photographer’s Request. 

Gen. Benjamin F. Butler was in a decidedly 
bad humor when he sat in his tent at Deep 
Bottom on the James, some three miles above 
Bermuda Hundred, in the middle of May, 
1864. His scheme for the capture of Rich- 
mond had musearried, and Beauregard had 
reinforced Petersburg so that it also was out 
of his grasp, Grant was wreatiing with Lee in 
the Wilderness and had called upon Butler for 
reinforcements, a line of rebel intrenchments 
as strong as his own fronted him across the 
bend in the James to the Appomattox, and, in 
short.
